The really important pint, however, with regard 
to Lord Dusraven’s proposals is not the merits or demerits of 
the proposals themselves, but the fact that any scheme in 
the direction of Home Rule should be proposed by a landlord 
organisation. This fact cannot fail to mitigate the bittemcss 
of feeling which has hitherto been aroused by the Home Rule 
controversy, and may canceivably lead to some solution in the 
future which will be satisfactory to ail parties concerned,

fague believing that much benefit would accrug to the 
Congress world at large from assergbling q@nother Inter- 
national Congress at The Hague. This 
resuscitation of the defunct Congress ig needed, he considers, 
to give finish to its achievements. There is full occasion, it 
must be admitted, for that endeavour ; it would not be easy to 
peation any instance in whjch the dissolved Congress made 
the world its debtor. There was confusion in international 
affairs, especially in the conduct of armed hostilities, when 
it first came together, and tht confusiffn remains to the 
present date, as witness the conflicting views of belligerents’ 
and neutrals’ rights, ‘There is fjs to be said, however, for 
the President’s proposal—its acceptance bygthose “other 
nations” he purposes to invite to The Hague would not bind 
them cither separately or collectively unless they so desired. 
Our own country,gfor instance, could not permit any inter 
national tribunal tu dictate what would be allowable if the 
population were in dangeg of being starved into submission 
by the sloppage of imported feed supplies.

Hew Engines of Bar and their Enbentors 


BY HK. OW. WILSON 


One of the moat interesting features of the present war lies itt 
the extreme Ingenuity displayed by both sides, and in the rember 
of new engines of war which have been employed on a large scale 
for the first time, with very striking results, 

Aa was to be capected from thetr national character, the 
Japanese have shown themselves the more ingenious of the two 
combatant, The Shinwse powders the Qda mine; the Tguin 
fume ; the Arianka quiek-firing gun; the Arisaka rifle are all now 
farnilins to readers of the newspapers. The first two are responsible 
for much of the damage to the Russian fleel, and the Shimose 
powder has proved so deadly and terrible in its effects that altempis 
will probably be made by Western nations to acquire its secret. 

The powder ly not used as a propellant in guns, but av an explosive 
in shelle It seems to be some varinnt of guncotton, though it 
differs considerably fram gun-cotton, ia superior to that compounil 
in destructiveness, and fs stated to be inferior only to dinsting 
gelatine in explosive effect. It wan first used by the Asama in her 
action with the Vatiag off Chemuipho, when shells charged with 
it in a very few minutes put out of action every officer and man 
on the Varlag's upper deck. The ddes of the Russian ship were 
fall of minute holes, which foreign observers after the battle 
imagined had been made by shrapnel bullets. But actually no 
shrapnel bad been cmployed. It is one of its peculiarities that 
Shimove powder blows the atcel cave of the shell to innumerable 
fragments, each about the sire of a large pea, and these fragments 
had caused the terrible camage, In some cases decp punctured 
wounds were inflicted, which looked as though they had been caused 
by a ballet, bat when the wound was examined there was no fray- 
ment of metolin it. Exactly how or why these wounds are pro- 
duced by Shimose powder {s still something of a mystery. 

Shimore powde is used by the Jayanese artillery on land as well 
as al sea, but on land its eects do not seem to have heen xo 
remarkable, possthly because it hax been fired fiom guna of small 
calibre, in the projectiles of which high explosives rarely give the 
rwvat satisfactory reaul(a, 

The Ignin fuse is the invention of Vice-Admirat Iguin, accond in 
command of the General Staff of the Japancas Navy, and well-

Large numbers of these mines hnve heen 
laid near Port Arthur, and they have accounted fur several Russian 
vessels besides the Petrapavlesk, which cauk ina litte over a minate 
after the explosion of the mine, In the ense af dhe Petropavloxk, 
however, the magazines of the ship were detonated hy the mine, 

Taking a leaf out of the Japanese book, the Russians eygployed

@yuite clear as to the way in which the new ar- 
The Wer rangement of the Kugsian forces in Manchuria 
ds to work, even when—some four or five 
months hence—it comes into operation. One 
fact, however, 1s very apparent. The moral effect within 
the Empire which the creation of a Second Manchurian 
Army, ander General Gripenberg, as intended to 
produce, has failed lamentably. From the beginning the 
war was profoundly unpopular in Russia, and day by day it 
has Leen watched by the people with deepening discon- 
tent. It was conseyuendy necessary for this, among 
e many other reasons, to make an effort which would 
hold® out some prospect of a termination of hostilities 
within a rtasonable periad. This end was hoped to be 
served by the creation of the Second Army, as was made 
abundantly clear in the Tsar's rescript to General 
of sripenberg. To-tlay everybody realises that it is a coup 
Swanguc. Nothing whatever is changed in the situation, and 
the pgd&pect of peace on any honourable terms remains as 
blurred as an the morrow of Liaoyang, The idew of the 
decisive effect of the creation of another Army of 250,000 
inen was based on that inegadicable misconception of the 
‘resources of Japan und the fundamental conditions of 
the War which gcven during the diplomatic negotiations 
fe year azo led qhe Russians into one. fatal blunder after 
another. The ‘Tears rescript to General Gripenberg 
was responded to with dramatic effect by the Mikado. 
By an Emergency Ordinance the Conscription Law was 
amended, and straiphtway Goo,o00 enthusiastic Japs, 
burning to enrol themselves with the national colours, 
were at the digposal of the recruiting sergeants. ‘Thus 
the ealance ia more than retrieved, and an eatly termina- 
flon of fhe war is as mgtch a dream as ever it was. 
Moreover, the great advantages already enjoyed by Japan are 
bound to be in€reased Jong before the new Manchurian 
Army can get to wark. @The japanese will probably 
be far north gf Tieling, if not at Harbin itself, before 
Gerleral Gripenberg's legions can co-operate effectively 
with General Kuropatkin, Tf that should be the case, the 
Russians will be in ho very enviable position, They will 
‘be dependent fot their supplies on the Siberian Rail- 
way alone, while Marshal Oyama will be able te draw 
almost all the food he needs from Manchuria itself. Again, 
while the Russians will have to bring their reinforcements, 
guns, and ammunition over seme 7,060 iniles of railway, the 
Japanese need only bring theira over some 1,500 veles of 
railway and sea communications, What this means need 
not be’accentucteds In numbers and in powers of equip- 
emant and victuuling the Japinese are now, on the new 
basis, Ter suporior to their adversaries. ‘The quality of their 
generals and their soldiers also Jeaves nothing to be desired, 
and in the matter of figuncial resources there is no sign of 
exhaustion in Japan. Jn these circumstances the prospect of 
an early triumph for Russia, or, indeed, of any triumph at all, 

seems scarcely within the ficld of practical politics, 


The death of Sir William Harcourt deprives the 

Liberal Party of one of the most brilliant leaders 

Sir Wiltlam (hey have possessed during the past generation ; 
Harcourt it deprives the House of Commons of 2 cehater 
Of rare Ability, and it d&privef the country of the 

services of a politician who was equally respected 

by all part#®s. [ff more than one sense Sir William Harcourt 
belonged to a past yeneration, His style of oratory, 
whether in Parliament or on the platform, was bayed rather 
upon the practice ofour countrymen a century ayo than upon 
the less formal habits of the present day. In his opinions, 
tou, Sir Wtiham Harcourtewas largely out of touch with the 
current mood ef the nation. He accepted neither Tory 
Democracy nor modern Radicalism. He was essentially 
an old Whig, and to thetday of his death ingisted upou the 
paramount importance of the Whig ideals of peace and 
economy. These views brouglit him into conflict both with 
the Imperialist sectian of the Liberal Party, and also to some 
extent with the Labour section, It was only, however, with 
the former that@the struggle had time to declare itself, and 
there is some reason to believe that the bitterness of 
the conflict was, partly due to personal considerations. 
Even if it were 30, Sir William Ilarcourt could hardly 


le blaméd. In 1494, when Mr. Gladstone resigned 
the, Praniership, Sir William Harcourt, as his first 
ti ‘wtenant, was fully gntitled to expect thee feversion 


of the commafd. nstead it passed to Lord Rosebery, 
anf? though Sir William accepted Ue situation in silence, 
his friends did not attempt to disguise the bitterness of his 
disappointment. That disappotntinent necessarily embittered 


the relations between him and Lord Rosebery, and helped to 
emphasize the differences between the Imperialist and the 
Little Englander school of Liberalism. Possibly, if Sir 
William Marcourt had been spared to enjoy a few years’ 
retirement, he would have had the pleasure of seeing the views 
he advocate? partly justified by experience, for there can be 
littie doubt that fn the Liberal Party the costliness of 
Imperialism has created a reaction in favour of limiting 
the expenditure of the nation to strictly national ends. 
Curiously enough, however, Sir William Harcourt’s greatest 
achievement in constructive statesmanship, namely, the 
introduction of the Death Duties, furnished the means 
by which his successors in office were able to obtain with 
comparative ease many millions a year for an Imperial 
and foreign policy to which pe himself was eo strongly 
opposed. But whether his opinions were right or wrong, 
he was a great parliamentary figure, and bis disanpenrance 
leaves the political stage appreciably barer. 


From a recruiting standpoint, there is no more 
serious problem than what would be the best 
Solstersas method to insure the soidier permanent and 
Gardeners fairly lucrative employment after retirement. 
All experts agree that there would be no lack 
of recruits of good quality were thfs object 
attained. Of ever-increasing importance, therefore, to equip 
the soldier with some technical knowledge by which to earn a 
living in after life. But it is not s0 easy fo accomplish as to 
udvocate in genera! terms. Owing to professional exigencies, 
unly a limited time is available for tuition, while the regimental 
curriculum has necessarily to be confined to a few industries 
not needing any manufacturing plant for their teaching. For 
these and other urgent reasons, the private who desires to 
acquire some handicraft must either take up with tailoring 
in the regimental workshdp, or if his battalion is fortunate 
enough to be endowgd with garden plots, he can make sure 
of combining pleasant recf@ation with some little present 
profit and the means of earning @ living yhen he sinks back 
into the civilian ranks. The spade labour fiso hardens his 
muscles and xtrengthens his health, while it is well known 
that the soldier gardener is usually a model of good conduct 
and a steady depositor in the savings bank. Whatever he 
produces, whether vegetables, fruit or flowers, meets with 
ready aale among the married officers, who also, if they have 
gardens of their own, hire his services as an expert 
cultvator. Lord Roberts is said to attach very high value 
to this humble handicraft as a moral agency, and Field- 
Marshal Evelyn Wood has long shared that opinion. It 
would be right well, therefore, both as a stimulant to 
recruiting and for the formation of good habits, if every corps 
possessed a sort of allotment ground for cultivation by its 
own members exclusively. 


At last the semi-barbarous country lying cast 

ef the Transvaal, which the Boer Government so 

Swanilend desperately struggled to secure, is to be given 
a fair chance of proving its intrinsic worth. Up 

to the present its fate has been to be exploited 

by white adventurers, who cared absolutely nothing for the 
development of the unhappy land, their ambition being 
limited to obtaining valuable concessions for te-sale, That 
line of business now ends, and if the country contains 
anything like the mineral wealth with which it is credited, 
the Rand may find a formidable rival close to its own 
doors cagerly bidding for Kaffir labour, It is more 
{fcely, however, that agriculture will form the staple 
industry, with sea-fishing as a helpmate, There is a long 
stretch of littoral, with one or two promising sites for 
harbours, and as the warm waters washing the coast teem 
with edible fish, a steam-trawling company should make 
good profits, especial. if the mineralogists are righs in 
troditing Swaziland with fine coal measures just under the 
surface. In the interior the climate is reasonably healthy, 
but the lagoons near the littoral must be shunned by

VERNON HARCOURT

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When the great diaraption of the Liberal Party oocurred tn 
1886 Sir William Harcourt, afler some weeks of hesitation, 6nell 
decided to throw in his lot with Mr. Gladstone, and served bir 
fnithfully to the end of bis life. Whether he really cared for Mr 
Gladstone's Home Rule poticp in ancther matter, At any rate 
there is nothing in his speeches to convey the klea that he eve 
regarded the polley of Home Rule wth much enthusiasm 
Unfortunately, Sir William Harcourt's somewhat hitter tongue wat 
apt to estrange political friends, and it is fair (o asaure that it wa 
partly on thix account that he was deprived of the Preosdershiy 
when Mr. Gladstone retired. In face of that ditappointment 
no one could have blamed him if be had decided to throw ep 
the game and sulk in bis tent. Instead, he accepted service 
under Lord Rosebery, and though the relations hetween the two 
couldgby no stretch of language he called friendly, yet Sr 
William honestly did his work in the House of Commons, 
and rendered invaluable service to his party at a inost dangerous 
crisla, He also rendered a service to the country, for which sue- 
ceeding Chancellors of the Exchequer can hardly be too grateful. 
In spite of official hesitation, and of doult within the Cabinet 
itself, he carried through Parliament a far-reaching measure fos the 
radical reform of the Deith Duties. The very greatest credit was 
due to him for the skill with which he piloted the Bill throagh the 
House of Commons in face of perwintent aud even bitter opposition 
from the critica of the Government. In this matter, happily, be 
lived long enough to see his work fully justified, for though the 
Tories had cenounced his reform as revolutionary and immoral, 
they made no attempt to undo his work when they came into 
power, but instead, accepted with gratitude the huge revenue which 
he had secured for the nation. Now that he is gone Tories and 
Liberals alike will look hack with regret upon the spacious days 
when he shone in Parliament. There was a vigour about his 
methods which contrasts favourahly from the fighting point of view 
with the milder tone that now prevails in political warfare, and yct, 
in spite of his hard hitting and of his bitter tongue, Sir William 
Harcourt never forgot the limits of honourable controversy and 
always upheld the dignity of the great assembly which honoured 
him and which he honoured.

General Owen Williams, who 
was a J.P. for Anglesey and 
Buckinghamshire, was born in 
London in 1836, and was the 
chigst sen of the late Colonel 
Thomas Peers Willams, M.P. 
General Williams entered the 
Royal Horse Guards in 1854, and 
att the rank of Heutenant- 

in 1887, He represented 

Marlow fn Parliament in the Conservative interest from 1880 to 
1885, and was Equerry to the King (hea Prince of Wales) during his 
Indian tour in 1875-6, General Williams's great-grandfather, grand- 
father, and father hed all ted the b rongh of Marlow in Par- 
linment. The Redistribution Act of 1885, however, disfranchised 
Marlow, and General Williams did not seek Parllamentary honours 
eluawhere. General Owen Williams's colours were in the eighties 
very prominently before the age 4 public, Ie was made a 
member of the Jockey Club in 1881, and several well-known 
animals from time to time did duty for him, ane of the best 
horses that carrind the ‘white, cardinal sleeves and cap” being 
Pensioner, Our portralt ls by Russell and Soas, Raker Street.

Paris Jottings

The Parisiqns have in the Inst day or two viewed with ever- 
increasing satisfaction the progress maic,in restoring the Place de 
V'Opera to its former condition. For nearly two years now it has 
been tendered unsightly’by the works of the Métropolitain, or 
underground railway. At this polnt is the largest station In the 
system. I should any «tations, as there are two superposed one on 
the other. Kpr months the site of these stations was a yawning 
Gull, wixty (eet deep, surrounded hy m hideous pale green-coloured 
petlisade, Kut it was not only an eyesore from an cesthetic point of 
view, it wasat timesa public danger, When King Edward and 
the late King Victor Emmanuel visited Paris a crowd of a hundred 
and filly thousand jtople surged round the frail barricr, If it had 
qiven way a catastrophe of the first order would have been inevit- 
able, The Prefect of Police had it strongly guarded by police and 
Municipal Guards, but at times during the evening it was necessary 
to have the people driven back by mounted soldiers. I imagine 
M, Lépine heaved a sigh of relicf when the carriage containing the 
Royal visitor left the Opéra. , 





In the cate of the Place de Opéra it is a matter for congratu- 
tation that the Métropolitain Company hae decided not to place the 
hideous art nvvean decorations at the head of the stairs which 
disfigure their othe stations, A IKtle ar¢ wouzeaus can be borne, 
but such an orgy of contorted ironwork and wavy lines, with 
great lamps like frogs’ eyes kcrewed into it, was tot artistic. The 
enirance to the underground stations at the Place de l’Opéra is 
simply aurcounded by a balustrade in polished granite, with « 
pilaster at cach extremity, This harmunises excellently with the 
fagade of the Opéra, and isin excellent taste.

Ht xering that, in spite of the fact that the Minister of Justice is 
known as the Garde des Sceaux, he had no seal to guard—~at 
least, nu seal belonging to the Third ,Republic. Since 1870 the 
Government has nexlected to get a Great Seal engraved. This 
omission has now been made good. M. Vallé has ordered M, 
Vernon, the well-known engraver, to make a Great Seal for the 
Third Republic. The Great Seal is very seldom used. Bi is only 
placed upon Acts of Parliament affecting the Constitution, and on 
treaties with foreign nations, Up to the present, when the Great 
Seal had to be used the one made for the Republic of 1848 was 
employed, This is a terribly ugly seal, representing a seated 
female figure much resembling the figure on the French bill stamps. 
It is certain that the seal which M. Vernon will engrave will, from 
an artistic point of view, be an improvement on the seal of 1848. 





Yet another bit of Old Paris ig about to disappear. The Hédtel 
de Trevise, the former residence of Marshal Mortier, is about to be 
pile! down. Ite splendid gardens extend from the Boulevard 
Saint Germain to the Quai d’Oxsay, behind the Cercle Agricole. 
Tt was one of the Iast of the fine houses of the Faubourg Saint 
Germain of the eighteenth century. Mortier had some of the rooms 
restored, and his monogram is stil} visible in the large safe 
@honnenr, which is decorated with magnificent wood-carving and 
bas-reliefs in terta-cotta by Clodion. The H&tel de Trevise, after 
the death of Marshal Mortier, passed into the hands of the 
Mortemarts, and later the De Croix.

The news that the Ameer of Afghanistan is taking further 
measures for the defence of Herat once more lings into prominence 
a place whose strategic importance to us has been generally 
recognived ever since the Indo-Rumian question sprang into 
existence o hundred yea ago, when Napoleon and Paul 1, of 
Russia contemplated a combined invasion of India. ‘‘ Russia in 
porseasion of Herat,” as Sir Henry Rawlinson sald, ‘would 
have n grip on the throat of India,” for it dominates the road 
leading to Kabul, Kandahar, Ghazal and other important towns, and 
thus commands the passes to Indias itvelf, In addition to thin, the 
province Jé fertile and capebte of supporting w large army, while 
between it and our froaticr lies the '* glacia” of Afghanistan proper, 
“the land,” as Wellington called it, ‘of rocks, sands, deserts, ice 
and snow.” The Rusalan frontier, it may he noted, approaches to 
within seventy miles of Herat at Kushk, the terminus of the Trans. 
Caspian Railway, while it in distant 400 miles ax the c ow flics from 
the Indian frontier and the terminus of the Quetta Railway at New 
Chaman. 

Herat Valley is bounded by the Paropamisus range on the north, 
and by the Koh-i-Sufed and the isolated ridge of Dos-hakh on the 
south. Ita central part, through which the Hari-Kud runs, contains 
the only fertile land, a strip on each side of the river varying from 
five to ten miles in width and one hundred miles in length, irrigated 
to its utmost capacity and crowded with viltages, of which one of our 
illustrations shauws a lypical cxample. Herat itself is a mere mass of 
mud hovels, sheltering some §,000 souls, exclusive of the garrison ; ite 
immense ramparts, surmounted by thick mud walls, which rise 
toa height of eighty feet above the surrounding plains, enclosing 
@ space a mile squere, The town ts divided into four 
nearly equal portions by the four main strects, starting from the 
city gates and meeting in the central equate, or Charsu, which 
is roofed with beams and matting, and forms the bazaar. The 
only atchitecturnl feature of any distinction that Herat possessed 
was the Masalah, built by Shah Rukh, in the fifteenth century, 
which stood about a mile north-west of the town. Unfortunately 
the Russo-Afghan Commimion of 1884-6, which was invited to 
inspect the fortifications of Herat and to mggest how they could be 
improved, found that this unique monument interfered with the 
proper defence of the town, and acting on their advice the 
Ameer had the whole structure destroyed, excepting the four 
minarets, 

Colonel Sis T. H. Holdich, who accompanied the Boundary 
Commission, describes the Masalah in his interesting work, 
“« The Indian Borderland,” as ‘‘a gracefal group of buildings of 
regular Persian style, with a preponderating gateway leading into a 
cuurt, two sides of which were occupled by the cloisters and buildings 
of the Mudrasah (or college), and the end closed in by a mosque. 
Four minarets stood at the corners of the paved platform on which 
the whole strocture was raised.” Of the effect of the encauatic tiled 
decoration which graced the face of the gigantic gateway, andl 
which was introduced in plaques and panels wherever space 
permitted on the walls of the Madrasah and monque, he says it is 
difficult to speak in measured terms, ‘'The old Persian colour- 
ing of copper-green, golden brown and rich turquoise blue, 
with a straw-yellow ground, was employed in moat exquisite her- 
mony in graceful flower patierns, and these were introduced with 
precisely such value in detail as Lefitted so vast a subject. It was 
a triamph of the Art of Babylon and Nineveh, preserved for cen- 
turles through Saracenic agency, applied to caniparatively modern 
Persian architecture."

PREHISHGORIC KNQLAND 


The second volume of Mears, Methuen’s adinirable series, 
The Antiquary’s Books,” is from the pen of frofessor Bertram 
€. A. Windle, of Birmingham University, and bears the tithe 
“Remains of tht Prehistoric Age in England.” The muibject isa 
vast one, but by avoiding thearies and contining himself to a strict 
statement of facls, the author has been able, within the 
limits of @ mediun-sizet volume, to survey practically the 
whole field of prehistoric research, from the vexed question 
of “colithe” down to the later Celtic art. To achieve this 
reaull, however, he has been obliged to travel beyond the confines 
imposed by the title of his work, ax, for instance, when dealing 
with Paleolithic art, perhaps the most interesting aubject relating 
ta primitive mas. Hece, for his exatnples, he fas had to go tw 
France, whose inhabitants even in those far-off times were evidently 
more artistically inclined than their neighlours [po this connec- 
lion it is curioud to note that the earliest attempts at art consisted 
of realistic representations of animal tite, while in the later, of 
Neolithic period, man confined himasell almost entitely to ornamen- 
tation of a geometric character. The first half of the book is 
devoted ty 0 description of atone, bone, copper and bronze imple- 
menta, and the art of primitive man, while in the later chapters 
long aud round barrows, carthworks and dykes, pit dwellings 
and dene-holes, dolmens, cists, menhirs and other megalithic 
remains are adequately described mud illustrated. Ax a popular 
introduction to a most fascinating science, the hook can be con. 
fidently recommended to the budding archeologist, who will find in

4Vith the assumption of the offensive by the 
Russian Army in Manchuria, a fresh chapter, full 
The War of sensational mterest, is opened in the 
history of the war. The apparently sudden 
decision of General Kuropatkin to attempt to 
turn the tables on the Japanese is, in the last 
degree, dramuic, Up to a week ago, the unly questions to be 
solved seemed to be when the Japanese could advance on 
Mukden, wul what sort of a defence the Russians would 
make? Now it looks very much as if another struggle for 
Linoyang was about to tke place under conditions the 
exact reverse of those which prevailed just about a month ago, 
It is difficult altogether to believe that the decision of General 
Kuropatkin is a purely military decision arising out of 
the normal developments of the campaign, A month 
ago,’ not only was the policy of retreat the wisest policy, 
but General Kuropatkin himself admitted that it was 
only with difficulty that this policy was successfully 
carried out. Now we are suddenly told that the moment 
has arrived for abandoning retreats and for sweep- 
ing thé Japanese out of Manchuria, What has brought 
about this change? It cannot be reinforcetnents, for at the 
most General Kuropatkin cannot he more than 25,000 men 
stronger than he was at Liaoyang. The truth probably is 
that the tacties of “successful retreats” can only be carried to 
a certain point and that beyond that point it defeats 
itself. ‘Fhe popular impatience of St. Petersbury and 
even the Grand Ducal intrigues might, perhaps, be with- 
stuod, but the sanyuineness and couraye of an army can 
only be maintained by glory in its traditional form. 
There is nothing stimulating in the tactics of the “ suc- 
cessful retreat.” A retreat is wo retreat, and many retreats 
do not, form an heroic record, and, in short, hope deferred 
maketh thee heart sick, and lide is to be done with an 
anny that is sick at heart. ‘This, no doubt, is at the 
root of the new sresolve. Jt is, of course, not the first 
“time that the Russians have taken the offensive since the 
beyinning of the war, although the General’s Order of 
the Dhy omits any reference to this disagreeable fact. 
General Stackelberg had a distal experience af the Japanese 
reception of a forward movement when he was despatched 
to the south to endeavour to refieve Port Arthur. Voor 
General Keller had a similar experience when he tried to 
recapture the Motienling. 








Possibly Americans tind aotne difficulty in follow- 
The ing the intricactes of English polities. Certainly 
Presidential we have a ood deal of difficulty in understand- 
Blectlon ing their political issues. In the coming contest 
for the Presidency, Democrats and Repubticans 
are pitted against one another as ever, but what 
the two parties represent it is somewhat hard to say. The 
mitin distinction can, perhaps, best be expressed as follows ; 
President Roosevelt and the Republicans stand for Im- 
perialism and high Protection ; Judye Parker and the Demo- 
crataare in favour ofa less aggressive policy abroad and of less 
Protection at home. The difference, however, between the two 
parties is rather one of degree than of principle. Judge 
Parker and miany of his supporters rely laryely upon Free 
‘Trade arguments in the statement of their cise to the 
electors ; bat in practice they hedge because they res oy nise 
the difficulty of removing suddenly Protective tariffs where 
vested interests have grown up tinder their influence. The 
atronyest paint used by the Democrats is the mischief done 
by the Trusf system, and they attribute that mischief, as 
do many independent American writers, to the existence 
of a Protective tagiff which enables the trusts to 
fleece the American public. Fres'dent Roosevelt replies 
that, though Free Trade would certainly destroy the 
Trusts, it would damage persons, and, therefore, 
it is letter to deal with the ‘Trusts by special leyislation. 
That is his argument; but looking back upon the history 
of the attitude he has Yaken tawards the Trusts, one 
cannot help suspecting that he has found it practically 
impossible to oppose the great Trust managers who furnish 
the sinews of war to the Republican Party. There is, at any 
rate, a very yreat difference between the position now taken 
up by President Roosevelt and that laid down by President 
McKinley in his last speech. President MeKinley warned his 
hearers that the time had come for getting rid of excessive 
protection, and pointed out to them that it was useless 
for Americans to think that they could go on selling 
without also buying. Mr. Roosevelt began his presidential 
carcer by declaring his intention of following in McKinley's 
footsteps. Evidently, however, there has been a hitch, for the 
Republican Party has hastily dropped the idea of tariff reform, 
while at the same time carefully avoiding the advocacy of any 
‘ 


other 


legislation which would seriously interfere with the power of 
the Trusts, As to the chances of the coming contest it is 
impossible at present to form any safe estimate, The position 
of the Democrats is certainly better than it has been for many 
years past, They have got rid of Mr. Bryan and his silver 
craze, and they have an excellent candidate in Judge Parker. 
At the same time the Republicans are undoubtedly better 
provided with money for electioneering purposes, and that is 
a factor which counts perhaps even for more across the 
Atlantic than here. 
It is a happy stroke of fortune that there 
The imperiat should be simultaneously submitted to British 
Fiscal judgment the respectiv: views of an English 
Conterence Radical leader and of an Australian Labour 
leader on the proposal of Mr. Balfour to 
convene an Impcrial Conference to thresh out the whole 
fiscal question. Mr. Asquith will not have it at any price ; 
it is anathema to his ears, and so he scornfully refuses even 
to discuss such heresy, But Mr, Watson, the ex-Premier of 
the Australian Commonwealth and chief of the Labour 
Party, roundly asseverates that an overwhelming majority of 
his fellow-colonists hunger for the very boon which Mr. Asquith 
refuses to even give one thought to. Radicals are wont to 
shaw temper when taunted with Little Englandism, and it may 
be admitted that some of the more thoughtful sort have clear 
perceptions of a higher destiny for Great Britain than to 
grow fat on successful trade. But Mr. Asquith poses ag an 
Imperialist, ike Lord Rosebery, and it is unaccountable that 
neither of them appears to recognise how much stronger the 
Empire would be if knit together throughout by common 
interest. They may be right or wrony in objecting ta pre- 
ferential duties ; let that be left an open question for the 
moment, But it is sheer perversity on the part of two 
clever politicians to taboo discussion of the vital topic by 
accredited representatives of the four hundred millions of 
people over whom King Edward rules. Up to the present, 
we had really believed that it was a fundamental principle of 
enlightened Radicalism to accept yuidance from the popular 
voice as the vox Det 





The account which the Duke of Abercorn found 
South = himself in position to give the sharehalders of 
African the British South Africa Company has clarified 
Development the air greatly. It now comes out quite clearly 
that the chief fault attaching to the Company 
was the impetuosity with which its controllers sought to 
complete the development of the vast territery added by 
Mr. Rhodes to the Empire. Had they proceeticd more 
stowly, the share capital would have undoubtedly lasted for 
many more years, and before the whole was spent, the 
earlier outlay might have begun to yield dividends. But 
who will blame them for endeavouring, even at sume mone- 
tary risk, to shorten the period of development? There 
was only one way in which that most desirable object 
could be accomplished ; an extensive system of railways 
must be brought into being as a first measure. At the 
same time, heavy administrative and military expenses 
had to be met, while the Matabele rising and the Boer War 
put furthec strain on the Rhodesian treasury. Hut all that is 
now at an end, so far as can be judged from present 
appearances, and, as the Duke of Abercorn shows, it should 
not be very long before revenue and expenditure balance, 
The case is precisely that of a long-neylected estate, endowed 
with rich intrinsic resources, which comes into the hands of a 
go-ahead capitalist. He pours treasure into ita develoinent, 
in full confidence that every pound so spent will come back 
in due course with added interest.

Workpeopte of the poorer classes would be fully justified. It 

has happened before now that the “ enthusiasm of 

humanity” suddenly excited has committed many 

blunders with improvised methods of relief. Only the de- 
serving poor are entitled to ask that their distress may be alla- 
viated by other and less humiliating instrumcotality than Poor 
Law relief. But that is quite good enough for the undeserving 
poor, and the heart of the problem is how best to separate 
the sheep from the goats. Judging from the Board of Trade 
returns, there can hardly be any very, widespread distress 
in the industrial population, taken collectively, But that state 
of things is quite compatible with cruel privations in what 
may be called hand-ta-mouth industries. It it ominous that 
the returns of pauperism have been rising throughout the 
year in most parts of England, and that fact alone would 
justify close investigation as to the cause of the portent. 
Note should be carefully made by the inquirers about those 
who, though not at present in necessitous circumstances, 
would inevitably be reduced to that condition by a hard winter.

I can recall Loudeac, Gueméné and Le Faouct—on the way. Often 
late at night have I paused’at some quaint little inn and have always 
fund an excellent dinner and a comfortable bed, most scrupe- 
lously clean. Indeed I could fill a column with reminiscences 
of my courteous and considerate treatment at out-of-the- 
villages whose names Y have well-nigh forgotten, The cost of 
touring in Brittany in those days was wonderfully Heth, 1 
remember I lived excellently at the well-appointed Hdtel de Epde 
at Quimper for four francs a day, including wine. 





Once I nearly caused a riot by setting up my easel in the market- 
place at Vannes and painting ts pers of a picturesque old lady 
who sold fried sardines. The at last became so demonstrative 
that a couple of gendarmen politely invited me to withdraw, ao the 
study was never completed, But I wasa marked man for the rest 
of my stay, and the authorities kept their eye upon me and took 
protty goed care I shoutd have no further opportunity of practising 
my att in the public streets, My reminiscences of Quimper and 
the surrounding neighbourhood are mighty pleasant. The festivals 
and pardons, with the brilliant costumes of tha women, the pic- 
turesque dress of the men, with their long hair, their huge straw- 
stuffed sadors and their voluminous bragoxst-dras, and the quaint 
dances to the music of the dinyom—an instrument peculiar to the 
country—are still fresh in my memory, I am also still haunted 
with the recollection of Jong sketching days at La Foret, Pen-en- 
quére, and other picturesque sansirs in the neigboarhood, the 
jovial luncheons with artist friends and the perpetual pipe-smoking, 
Alt these occur te me when I hear there ig a chance of the ple- 
turesquo province drifting into the commonplace, as the light 
tailway penetrates and the grunt of the motor becomes more 
frequent.

THE SIBGES OF \54 AND 1004, 


We English are not very keen to remember the anniversaries of 
our victories as are some of onr continental neighbours, but 
perhaps it is worth while to recall the fact thet fifty years ago—

if only beeayse there are many points of resemblance betwcen 
the siege of that fortress sod the siege that is now, half 
a century later, the world’s attention in the For 
East, Both Sevast end Port Arthur ar. on the coast, and 
have important harbours, and in both sieges it was Rassians 
who were besieged. Japan, as a Power to be reckoned with, 
was unknown in the days when the Allied British and French 
forces sat down before Sevastopol, In 1854 the Russians pursued 
a different course with regard to thelr fleet to that taken in the 
case of Port Arthur, Directly after the battle of the Alma, when 
the Allies hegen to prepare to Invest Sevastopol, the Rusalans sank 
4 number of battleships at the mouth of the harbour and effectually 
blocked it, The alege lasted 349 days, and when the Kussians 
evacuated the fortress, on ember 7, 1855, they blew ap and 
sank all their ships, On the morning when the Allies took 

lon of the shattered stronghold, there was no token of 
the Black Sea fleet, except protruding stumps of inaste and 
fragments floating on the water, The siege itecif ia tuo complex 
to deal with it In detail, and we can only refer to the prinaipel 


incidents, The fint bombardment was on October 17, 1654. 
The first sortie was made on Octater 26. By January, 1855, 
there were 14,000 men of the Alles in hoepitel “ days 


and nighte in the trenches were amply horrible, The troops 
shivered thero for twenty-four hours nt & time, often ail mud 
that rose nearly to the knee, anit as the winter drew on became 
froven, capecially towards the early and darker hours of the 
mornitig,” ‘There was a second sortie on March a2, and on 
April 9 there was a. second, and very heary, bombardatent, and the

Russian rifle-pits were captured. On June 6 there was a third 
bombardment and an aseacit, and the Mamelon Fort was 
taken, A fourth bombardment on June 18 was followed by an 
unsuccessful attack on the Malakhoff Fort and the Redan, 

h the cemetery at the foot of Green Hill was captured. 
A fifth and aixth bombardment was carried out on August 17, and 
oa September §-7. On September 8 the final assault was made, 
when the French took the Malakhoff and the Hritish failed at the 
Redan. This terminated the siege. While the siege was thus 
dragging on its weary length, the Kusaian field army and the 
garrison had not been idle. There had been three efforts to raine 
the alege, those which led to the battle of Balaklava on October 25, 
1854, the battle of Inkerman on November 5. 1854, and the 
battle of the Tchernaya on August 16, 1855. Tt should be noted, 
when comparing the sieges of Sevastopol and Port Arthur, 
that the former wan never really invested, but constantly received 
reinforcements from the north. It is, therefore, impoxsihle to 
say how many men there were in Sevastopol at one time. 
The Russian losses in the cnmpaign have been variously esti- 
mated at from 350,000 to 500,000. During the war the British 
total losa was as follows: Killed in action andl died of wounds, 
3,500; died of cholera anc other diseases, 22.000, Tle French 
loat about 63,500, The great butk of thew losses were incurred al 
Sevastopol. On the day of the Gnal a-sault the Russians lost 
11,690, the French 7,557, and the British 2,610. The besieging

This book is the result of a tremendous amount of peinstabing 
reavarch amongst a mass of archives, ddipatches, and cork. 
xpondence ; and gives, with considerable persone! details, the British 
visitors who were in France toth befure and after the rapture of the 
treaty of Amiens, It suffers from the amount of informuion it 
contains, and the long lists of personages with their compressed 
funily hissory is a lite wearisome ta read, Many interesting 
lights, hawever, are thrown on the condition of France at this 
petiod sit is dgterctpr. to think of the time when, fur people doing 
theahing ins yle, “thirty pounds would cover the expense of & 
seven weeks’ visit, including hotels, sightsceing, and restaurants.” 
The Janding at Boulogne was effected by means of snail boats. 
© The boat rowed towards the nearest shore til it ran aground, 
which happened in the midat of the breakers. In an instant the boat 
was sarrounded by a throng of women up to their uudsd ey and over, 
who were there fo carry us on shore. Not being aware of this 
niinweuvre we did not throw ourselves into the arms of these 
aca nymphs «instantly as we ought, whereby those who 
nat at the xterm of the boat were deluged with soa-spray.” 
An ac onnt ix piven of the varrous methods in which the 
seven thousand odit priaoners, detained, after the rupture of the 
treaty, at Verdun and elsewhere, passed their captivity, and 
alo a brief summary of the more interesting escapes, Apropos of 
these prisoners, we are told that “ Napoleon was much disappointed 
at the smalluess of the haul.”

Rural Motes. 
‘THE SEASON 


Tus samshine of July has airendy exceeded 240 hours at the 
principal stations, and we have a margin of time still. The month 
in likely to rank ameng the very finest on recurd, and the heat has 
been almost ideal, the hours of dangerous excess in the ahade being 
few. Neither healthy animal life nor healthy vegetable growth 
muflers seriously when the shade temperature ix under eighty-mx 
degrees, lat anything over that soon becomes perilously forcing 
and parching tv the crops and dangerous to animal life which oxists 
in a land whose average annual temperature is fifly degrers. The 
wheat fields are yellowing rapidly, and harvest will begin on 
Monday week (August 8) in the Isle of Thanet and East Evsex, 
Farmers will seldom start in Eagt Anglia north of the Yare before 
August 15; Norfolk with its north-east aspect was very late 
this spring. The grain ia likely to be plump and large, of goud 
weight and first-rate milling quality. This will make up very 
largely for a somewhat under-average yield per acre. Barley is a 
rather disappointing promise ; it has gone off badly in Suffolk and 
Cunbridgeshire since July came in. There is now no hope of any 
full yield, but in favoured parts fine and bright mailing samples may 
still le hoped for, Oats ure a fine promise, and on land which is 
able to held moisture well the yields will often be remarkable. The 
oats on the uplands are, however, feeling the strain of the summer 
and sometimes are looking quite grey. The large haystacks all 
over England are pleasant evidence of the fine and heavy hey crop

We know not whether the author of this volume be an architect 
or not, but, at all events, he docs not oppress bis readers with a 
constant eeiteration of technical terms comprehensible only to one 
of thal profession. If there ia anything lacking in the book, it ix 
thal the writcr has failed to catch ax to convey on impression of 
the atmoxphere, the spirit, of the cathedral cities thar he visited— 
and uowhere is it more felt than in these citles; bat then it must 
fe remembered that it is no ensy task to write a book entirely on 
enthedrats, or any similar subject, except from «@ purely technical 
point of view. The nuthor describes nome fifty cathedrals, which 
he divides into different groups according to the part of France in 
which they sinnd. The finest of the French cathedrals he classes 
logether in what he calls “| The Grand Group,” and which includes 
notnhly Notre Dame d’Amiens, Notre Dame de Kouen, Notre 
Dame de Pariy, Notre Dame de Chartres, and Notre Dame de 
Rheims, The writer eays that the ever-lmpreasive Cathedral of 
Amiens is in most English minds the ésaw deal of a French 
cathedral, A French writer,” he continues, ‘has said, ‘It is 
only with the aid of a Bible anda history of theology that it is 
possible to elucidate the vast iconographic display of the marvellous 
west front of the Cathedral at Amiens."" We can imagine nothing 
more enjoyable than to make a tour of these cathedrals, with Mr, 
Mittoun’s book in haa.

<Nigel’s Vocation ” (Methuen and Co.} is anquesticnably among 
Me. W. E. Norris's best and most interesting novels, The subject 
is dificult and unusual, Nigel Searth, « young man of erratic and 
im pulsive temperament, and with a love for what is noble awamped 
by **guate and storms of desire for mere earthly joys,” speedily 
squanders bis smal! patrimony in wild dissipation, and then (he 
had become a Roman Catholic after his degree at Oxford) enters a 
Benedictine monastery, whete he has been a novice for two years 
when the story opens, His only grief in hix monastic life is that 
the abbot will not permit him to take the final vows—a postpone- 
ment of which the wisdom is manifest when he is seddenlyiafarmed 
by the family lawyer that his wealthy uncle, Tom Scarth, bas left 
him the life interest in a great estate, with an income of some 
£15,000 u year, on certain conditions—that he shall leave the 
monastery and take up the dutics of acountry gentleman, and that 
on his death the estate shall pass (o a Protestant heir, whom, how- 
ever, he should have the right to nominate in caac no son of his 
own should fulfil the condition. Inclined at first to refuse the 
bequest as a temptation of the devil, and refused counsel by his 
abbot, he decides at last to return to the world. The portraiture of 
the various persons—ell well worth the stady—by whom he ix sur- 
rounded constitutes the main portion of the ensuing interest, together, 
of course, with their influence upon his hitherto unformed and 
wavering nature. Those that sland out the most prominently are 
Ethel Dallison, the beautiful and fascinating sdventuress, who 
appeals to Nigel's worat and most exposed side, and the curivualy 
imagined Humphrey Trenchard, a strange compound of mixed 
motives, who is sapposed to be blind of both eyes, but can sec to 
exceedingly good purpose with one.

The 
figures of the Labour Department are obtained 
from a certain number of Trades Untons which make 
monthly returns, and they do not therefore represent 
hy nny means the whole, or cven the majority, of the 
working classes, So far as the figures go, however, they 
give an indication of the general condition of trade. They 
show that the number of Trade Unionists unemployed in 
September was 6°8 per eent. as compared with (4 per cent. 
in August, and 5°8 per cent. in September of last year. The 
decline is certainly not a very serious one, and if nothing 
worse than this is realized in the present month we need nut 
feur any general depression. [t is, of course, impossible to 
foretell as yet what the winter will bring, but there are many 
hopeful indications, Qur export trade has been increasing, 
and though that only gives employment to a minority of our 
people it still gives gome indication of the general industrial 
activity at the country. Specially hopeful is the condition 
of the cotton trade, A few months ago Lancashire was in 
the depths of despair with regard to the prospects of its great 
industry, Cotton was still at an exorbitant price, and the 
mills were working short time, Happily raw cotton has now 
fatien in value, and there has been a general resumption of 
full-time working. The previous slackness has given way 
toa burst of activity, and many mills have sold ahead their 
full output for the next six or eight months. Enterprising 
builders and machine makers are taking advantage of the 
boom to erect new mills. Lancashire, of course, is not the 
whole of England ; but the prosperity of one county, heldiag 
such an enormous population, must greatly mitigate what- 
ever depression exists elsewhere, for when the Lancashire 
operative is prosperous, he is one of the best customers for 
the other industries of the country,

The onfy practical remedy is to pass 
legislation equaily affecting alt parts of the kingdom, making 
it compulsory for every conveyance to carry head and tail 
lights, as in the case of motora, The expense involved would 
be quite insignificant to farmers and market-gardeners, big 
or little, while they would have the comfort of feeling that 
they no longer placed death-traps on King Edward’s highways, 
at the risk of killing his popular soldier-brother.

King George of Saxony who has just passed away had 
but a short and toubled reign. He onty succeeded his brother 
Albert some two years ago, and since then he kas been a 
salferer in beth mind and body, having endured @ bong and 
painful fliness, and the sorrow of the recent matrimonial 
troubles between his son and heir and his daughter-indaw. His 
happiest days were as Prince George, when he won renown in 
the Austrian and Franco-German campaigns, being pre-eminently 
a gallant suldier. For English pecile the King had a special 
interest, bring related to King Edward through his father, In- 
decd, the Wettin family, to which the late King belonged, is the 
ollest Sovereign family in Europe, except our own Guelph race, 
Veing even superior to the Hoh:nzollerns and Hy Second 
son uf old King John of Saxony, King George was born in 1832, and 
was beought up inthe most practical fasbiou. Military training was, 
of course, the first consideration, but he fearnt law at Bonn Uni- 
versity, where he stitdied at the same time as the Emperor 
Frederick, When the Austro-Prunian War broke out Saxony 
riled with Austria, and Prince George had his baptism of fire 
at Saduwi, Later on, Saxony supported Prussia in the Franco- 
Getinan War, and Prince George showed himself so good a 
soldier that Emperor William, « keen judge, made him commander 
of an Army Cory. Even in the times of pence Prince George 
devoted himself to the Army, and when his brother Albert came to 
the throne, he was made Commander-in-Chief of the Saxon forces. 
Farther, the most Important buslacss of bis own brief reign was the 
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effort to prevent tyranny and cruelty among his soldiers. When 
twenty-seven, the King married the Infunta Maria Anna of Portugal, 
but she died twenty years ago, leaving him with five sons and a 
daughter, one son having since died. King George was much 
loved by hia people, ond was a fine simple character. He 
Lore his lung ilneas most bravely, but it is generally thou,ht 
that hix days were shortened by the scandal of his daughter-In- 
law's elopement. He passed away on Saturday at Pillnite, his 
country seat near Dreslen, where his body hes lain in State in 
his plain koldier’s room overlovking the Elbe. His hands clasped a 
rewtry and crucifix, white roses were s(tewn around, and at the 
head of the bed wax an etching af the Sistine Madonna, The 
funeral took place at Dresden on Wednesday.

The Tubification of Pondon 


Few of the millions of people who daily traverse the streets of 
London realise the extent of the work” going on night and day 
many fect helow the surface of its congested thoroughfares, 
‘The electrification of the Metropolitan and Metropolitan District 
and the construction of the new tabaler railways are progecysing 60 
favourably that it is confidently expected the electrically equipped 
Undergrounds will be in operation early next year, while twelve 
months from then the Baker Street and Waterloo, and Great 
Northern, Piceadilly and Brompton divisbons of the Underground 
Electric Raliways witl be ready for pamengers, The completion 
of the Charing Cross, Euston, and Haimpstead line will follow 
sbortl,, as sixty-five per cent. of the running tunnels, and nearly 
half of the station tunnels of this linc, are finished. Thin work 
hax been golng on eet ea without the slightest interruption 
of traffic. No lane have been torn up “basiness 
dlalucated as in New York daring the bullding of the subway, 

The tubes in course of construction by the company of which 
Mr, Charles T. Yerkes is chairman and Mr, Edgar Speyer, of 
Speyer Urothers, i the flnancicr, will aggregate nearly thiny

miles, and, as will be seen by the map, will form the greatest 
work of public utility ever planned and carried out for the 
metropolis, To this new mileage will be linked the District 
Railway, with its joint ownership and powers over the 
Me‘ropolitan and the growing system of clectrio tramways which 
extend in various directions westward, and which eater London at 
ils two great modern gateways at Shepherd's Bush and Hammer- 
smith. The total fength of line under control of the Underground 
Flectric will be over one hundred miles, while the capital cost 
will amount to sixteen million sterling. The ne # accommodation 
thus afforded will not be far short of four hundred millions of 
|asscngers per anoum for tho railways and (wo hundred millions for 
the tramways, when (he system, as planted and authorised, is finished. 
London will, moreover, be furnished with fifty-two new-stations, the 
locations of which will be seen by the accompanying map, which 
showa the directlons of the new lines and their numerous 
connections with existing underground and surface railways and 
tramways, Thirty of the new stations will be in the most conyevtert 
districls. The moat impuptant features are, of course, the three north 
us] south lines, which have been ly needed. The map also 
shows the new district which will be brought within easy radius of the 
uetropolis and give increased vpportunities for bomes removed 
from the crowded city, The fares, it is understood, will be 
uniform at ad, and the time saved in getting from one 
part of London ty another, asd from London out into the country, 
will amount to the saving of millions of pounds sterling to the 
public. The completion of these railways will, it is believed, open 
up acces of land now used for agricultural purposcs, aod give 
London new and healthy suburbs and localities heretofore over- 
lucked because of the absence of rapid tranalt. _ . 

It will be interesting to note some of the details in the saving of 
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time. The new lines will take passengers frum Hammersmith to 
Piceadilly in twenty’ minutes, and thenee on to King’s Crows 
inten minutes; fron Charing Crow to Euston ten minutes, and 
five minutes additional to Kentish Town, Highgate end 
Hampstead, from Charing Cross, will be reached in twenty 
minutes ; five minutes more will take ong to these puints from 
Wextininster ; from Charing Crom to Elephant and Castle will take 
eight minutes, and from the same starting point uorth tu Baker 
Street tem minutes. Paddington will be reached in fifteen 
minutes from Plecaditly Circus, and twelve minutes from Charing 
Cross. The Electric Underground will practically dink up all the 
large trunk-line stations with the contral area of Londun, and 
enable a large percentage ot the three hundred millions of 
pasengers annually poured inte the metropolis by these railways 
to quickly and com/‘ortably reach their destinations in the morning, 
and return to their homes in the evening with equal facility. 
When the deep-level of the District is finished there will be nu 
stopa for the express trains from Hammersmith to the City, except, 
peobably, South Kensington, Victoria, and Charing Crow. The 
anrestricted system of exchange will be a decided benefit to the 
public. 

There are several reasons which point to a ptotitable outcomc of 
thia vast expenditure, London adds to its population about one 
toillion inhabitants every ten years, and as the average journcys per 
population is about two hundred, cach decade finds two hundred 
millions more passengers to carry, Statistics show that the travel 
habit grows. London a generation ago took only twenty-three 
journays per head of its population ; now it takes 200 juurneys, 
New York took forty-seven journeys then ; now It takes 400 journeys, 
Since the electrification of the New York Elevated Railway about 
two years ago, the number of passengers carried on that raflway 
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has increased neutly one hundred millions because of the quirket 
service and better accommodation. Sait will te in Dandi when 
thin syatem is finished and in operation, Added to the above, sew 
districts wili be opeued up and trafic created, Theae and many 
other interesting facts enter inte the fisend side of this undertahaiy.

The time ix autumn; the occasion is the conferring 
of degrees; the scene fe the hall of the Old Divinity 
Schoola at Oxford, one of the most charming, architec- 
turally, of all the fine old University baildings, At one 
end of the hall are three imposing thrones, that in the 
centre raised above the other two, In these sit three cor- 
rexpondingly imposing personagea—the Vice-Chancellor 
in the centre, and the Procton on either hand—clad in 
the robes of authority. At the oppoaite end are grouped 
the candidates, marshalled by a pompous individual 
with a mace, This is the beadic, who accom the 
** Vice” on state occasions, with his ‘poker "=o the 
irreverent id will inform you. Down s¢ither 
sile are benches, the front rows filled with Doctors and Masters of 
Arta and other members of Convocation, with allk hoods of allcolours, 
and behind them a atill gayer assemblage of ‘sisters and cousins 
and aunts,” whose festive dressca are shown off to perfection by the 
background of dark panelling, Of all the candidates for degrees 
it is the would-be H.A.’s that have the greatest claim upon the aym- 
pathy of the spectators. Here they.are abont to take their first 
serious step in academic honours, on the brink of the gulf which 
separates the graduate from the undergraduate, They have just 
emerged successfully from the valley of the shadow of “finals,” and 
once more for them ‘‘all’s right with the world,” and life worth 
living. The joy of the Doctor is more chastened ; he is receiving 
the reward of professional work; while the M.A. knows that dss 
tlegree is merely a commercial transaction, consequent on the payment 
of certain feex. Therefore we will let the Doctors in their scarlet 
and magenta, the Masters in thoir soberer black and scarlet, yes, 
even musical talent, gorgeous asa tropical butterfly, without 
remark, and come to the lowest rang of the ladder, The Proctors 
rise, and the junior reads out the names of those gai gradum 
Raccadaurei in Artibus ambisnt—as saith the statute hook. Then 
takes place « quaint relic of ancient ceremonial. The two Proctors, 
with the regularity of clockwork, remove and replace thelr caps, 
walk rapidly down the hall, stop, raise their cays again, turn, 
walk back, ralse their caps for the third time, and sit down, The 
visitors arc variously affected by thie apparently erratic scamper on 
of the part of the Proctors, according to their mental constitution ; 
the impressionable gaze with wondering awe, the irreverent make 
wild cfforts to suppress a giggle. The meaning of this pazt of the 
proceedings ia as follows: the Proctors arc collecting the votes 
of the members of Convocation on the subject of degrees being 
conferred. Had » voter knowledge of any ‘just cause or impedi- 
ment” he would signify his objection by * plucking" the Proctor's 
gown, and, should tho objection be valid, the erring candidate 
would not receive his degree. Thus in the old days any tradesman, 
who was creditor fora letge amount to any of the candidates, would 
get a Doctor or Master to signify his dissent in the above manner, 
But in these enlightened days undergraduates, of course, nover run 
into debt, or otherwise misbehave themselves, and the privilege has 
not been exercised for many years, The votes thus taken, and the 
consent of Convocation signified thus tacitly, the Deans of colleges 
escort thoir candidates, headed hy the beadic, to the foot of the throne, 
and introduce them to the venerable triumvirate in a set apeech, 
leginning Jnsignsssime Vice-Cancellaris, vosgue egregis Procteratores, 
(Most noble Vice-Chancellor, and ye, O excellent Proctors !}, 
The Vice pronounces the formula which confers the degree, and tha 
candidates retire to be clad by their reapective scouts-— who receive 
a heavy fee therefor !—in robes befitting their new dignity, and go 
hhame escorted by their admiring relatives. For Doctore and 
Masters the ceremony is more elaborate.

They have at Jeast the 
interest of an ordinarily poo novel, coupled with the attraction of 
That niedern history which has alrea ly hegun to get into perspective, 
dol yet has not passed beyond the range of recollection of many tiving 
people whe can sll manage ta read without spectacles. Without 
Teangr searvlalous or allempting to descrile episodes or phases of 
avery mixed gociety which might disgust: modest-miniled people, 
the book gives the shady side as well as the sunny of the strange 
Jorsonages who figured as kings and queens, princes, princesses, 
emperor. and empresses at the courts of Spain, France, Bavaria, 
sunt Meaico in the middle of the nineteenth century, Tt is nat the 
faut of the author if we riae from the perusal of thix book with a 
certain feeling ul disgust for the lawdry vulgarity, the hideous bad 
Leste ot this auercticious epoch. Waggling crinulines and waxed 
Monstaches; the flounced and turbelowed skirts of the "Fifties ; the 
phisered hase partes in Ue middle and worn d dundee; the 
“Chop carcings ; the light rinvlets or German plailx; Diandreary 
whiskers, Crimean beards, aid those oily twists of Jank hair then 
tharactenatic of British members of Parliament and butchers; pey- 
top trousers, clastic side Tmots, and that liberal display of eoarscly 
crocheted underwear which every lifting of the women's hoops disx- 
vd: these charneteristies, combined with bad scent, bad drainage,

LOOTING TRE 


In the present instance the Life of Raphael Santi, or Santio, is 
written by Mr. Fdgcumbe Staley, The carly years of Kaphael’s 
career were not attended with those difficulties which was the lot 
of xp many of the Old Masters, In the first place his father, 
Giovanni Santi, who was an excellent draughtsman, and who 
instructed him in the rudiments of art, was a mano of 
means, aud, moreover, was under the direct patronage of 
Duke Federigo, of Urbino, and Duke Guidobaldo, his son, 
continued his father’s favours to the son of (Giovanni, In 
1508 the Pope Julius H. summoned the young painter to Rome 
in order to decorate some apartments in the Vatican. He was 
“welcomed in Rome with an enthusivsm unparalleled in the 
archives of art.” Raphael began to paint in the Camera delle 
Segnatura—one of the three Stansa of the Vatican. For the whole 
work, which consisted of three great frescues, with the ceiling 
wnedallions, Raphael received 1,200 ducata—nearly £2,500—an 
immense sum in these days. In 1513 Julius II. died, much to 
Raphnel’s sorrow. The new Pontiff, however, was equally zealous 
in the cause of Art, and his agmiration for Raphael was as great as 
that of his predecessor. Raphacl dicd in 1530, leaving £30,000 
to be divided amongst his relations, The most marvellous thing 
about Raphael is how in his short life he nianaged to get 
through the enormous amount of work he did.

Mr. Stanley J. Weyman, in his story of ‘' The Abbess of Viaye” 
Longmans, Green, and Cy,), returns to that fertile region of 
‘rench historical romence in which he won his first reputation, 
together with an unlimited amount of the sincerest form of flattery. 
Imitation unquestionably robs an artist of much of the freshness 
that he would otherwise have preserved, and in the present instance 
Mr, Weyman is beyond question something of « sufferer from eclf- 
imitation as well as from an cxtraordinary quantiiy of the more 
ordinary kind.

The vote of the Chamber of Deputics at the 
beyinning of the week leaves little doubt that 
Framceand the majority of the French people have made 
Uke Vatican up their minds that a final breach with the 
Vatican is necessary and desirable. Other- 
wise it would be impossible to explain the 
majority of eighty votes that Monsieur Combes has secured 
in the Chamber out of a total number of 548 voting. 
Whether the French Government or the Vatican is to 
blame for this breach is now a question of merely historic 
interest. ‘he broad fact is that after a hundred years 
of moderately successful working, the Concordat has 
Now been found by both parties to be no longer workable. 
On the one hand the Pope aspires to a greater power of 
control over the Church in France than the Civil Government 
is willing to permit; on the other hand, the Government of 
the Republic has been so alarmed by the action of the 
Clerical Party, as witnessed, for example, in the Dreyfus case, 
that it is quite willing to adopt # strongly anti-Clerical policy. 
We inust, therefore, now look forward to the final separation 
of Church and State in France. What the effect of the 
separation will be it is at present impossible to forecast, The 
anti-Clericals, of course, hope that by depriving the clergy of 
the money now voted by the Chamber for their maintenance 
they will weaken the power of the Church, That is possible, 
but it is equally possible that the Church may find as much, 
ur more, money from private subsctiptions, and that by being 
freed from: the control of the Government, it will became a 
worse danger to the Kepublic than it was before, In any 
case the abolition of the Concordat can only be regarded as 
one step in a struggle that threatens to last for many years to 
come. The struggle, of course, is not a new one. In 
France, ag in other countries, Church and State have for cen- 
turies been at variance, each seeking to control the other. 
In our own country the Reformation happily freed us from 
ecclesiastical subordination to foreign power; but there has 
been no Reformation in France. Jt was nipped in the bud 
when Henri LV. decided that Paris was worth a Mass. 
The quarrels between Church and State must therefore 
always be far more serious in France than they can be in 
England, and the phase of the struggle that is now beginning 
across the Channel will be undoubtedly marked by a bitter 
social warfare between the supporters of the Papacy and the 
supporters of the State, 








Now that the Younghusband Mission has got 
back to Chumbi, after one of the inost arduous 
marches on record, the usual sort of political 
wrangle has broken out badly in Great Britain. 
While the Radicals tauntingly challenge the 
Government to show any sort of gain from the 
venture, the Unionist voice rightly cries that, nevertheless, 
“it was a glorious victory.” Hesides, the Treaty may yet be 
signed, something may happen to prevent the return of the 
Grand Lama to his sacred capital, while, in any event, the fact 
that a sinall British force marched to Lhasa and back again 
in the face of strenuous opposition, will make a deep 
and Lasting impression throughout Asia, Unquestionably, 
this last gain is worth the cost and the risk of the cxpedition 
many times over. When the Russian Government started 
political coquetry with the Buddhist Pope, it virtually 
challenged tngland to a trial of strength. All Asia closely 
watched, therefore, what the outcome would be—whether, as 
in Manchuria, the diplomacy of the Neva would discomfit 
the Calcutta and London Foreign Offices by its superior 
danng and vigour, Lord Curzon at once aceepted the 
challenge, and whether the Treaty of Lhasa be executed or 
not, Asia now learns that Great Briain has as long an 
anv and as strong a fist as when It was first stretched 
out to the banks of the turgid Hooghly. For the rest, there 
is No reason why the Chumbi Valley should not be retained 
until the ‘Treaty is executed and the war indemnity has been 
liquidated lt is just the sort of “material guarantee” 
required by the exigencies of the tangled situation.

inefficient as an auxiliary defensive army, its proper 
function. There are, no doubt, some comps a’dite which 
always keep thei commissioned cadres full, and their superior 


smartness and ssfr// sufficiently demonstrate the necessity of 
proportioning the number of officers to the number of the rank 
and file. Whenever that rule is not strictly observed slack- 
ness is bound to creep in; the men the paucity of 
officers as denoting a lack of public appreciation of the corps. 
They argue, not without grounds, that there must be sorne- 
thing wrong somewhere to lower the value of Volunteer 
commissions in public estimation, and believing the force 
at Jarge to be despised, they fall into the habit of des- 
pising the unit to which they more directly belong. 
It is a lamentable state of things, and goes some way to 
justify the misgiving among many military experts that 4 
large number of Volunteer battalions would be woll-nigh 
worthless for canipaigning by reason of their being so 
deficient in “leading.” 





At the personal request of the astute ruler of 
Afghanistan, it ia arranged to send a British 

Tes Kabel “ Mission” to Kabul, preparatory to a meeting 
Bmbesay between his eldest son and Lord Curton at 
Peshawur, Rawul Pindi, or Lahore. In a 

general way, the object sought by these diplo- 

matic proceedings is to smooth away difficulties which have 
arisen since the present Ameer came to the throne, He 
then judged it prudent not to accept payment of the handsome 
subsidy his father received from the Indian Gevernment, 
fearing that if he complied before he was firmly seated 
on the musnud, he might be denounced by the Charis 
as a hireling of thé Infidel. There being no longer 
any danger of tribal rebellion, and the Kabul Treasury 
having run dry of late, it is not impossible that the Ameer 
may be found willing to accept the accumulated arrears of 
the subsidy. Another matter of far graver moment on which 
he is said to require enlightenment is as to his relations with 
Russian frontier officials. They constantly endeavour, it is 
reported, to inveigie Afghan officials into compr..mising 
entanglements, and the Ameer desires to be informed 
whether, if he punished this treachery wf ¢f armis, his 
English allies would consider he had justification. The 
Anglo-Afghan Treaty entitles the Kabul Government to 
demand British military help only in the event of “un- 
provoked invasion,” and the Ameer aska for a clear 
interpretation of that somewhat elastic term.

The King himself had been very busy at the end of the 
woek, entertaining at lunch Admiral Jewell and other American 
officers from the U.S, warship Olympia, and going down to 
Chatham to inspect the Royal Artilicry and Royal Engincera 
His Majesty's vialt was quite Priva but there was a big 
teception at the mation, and gathered in force to 
greet the King as he drove to the ree while the route was 
lined hy soldiers and cadets. Having inspected the two rogiments 
of which he ig Colonel-in-Chief, the King went over the barracks 
to see the new system of housckeeping lately introduced, and 
finally lunched at the officers’ mess. Sunday His Majesty 
auended Service in the private at Bu Palace, and 
afterwards was by Prince Arthur of Connanght, with whom 
he went to see Princesses Louise and Beatrice at Kensington 
Palace.

The Charge of the Might Prigade 


I is fifty years ago aince at Balaklava the Light Cavalry made 
{on October a5, 1854) the famous charge that will always live in 
history as one of the most glorious feats of Britith arms. It ix, 
perhaps, true to say that no other action has caught the putiic 
imagination in the same way as the charge of the ‘gallant six 
hundred.” No doubt Tennyson's poem has hed much to do with 
this, The charge was practically a blunder, and the result was 
disaster, but nothing will ever rob it of {ts wonderful and romantic 
glory. Ina limited space we cannot fefer to the whole battle, and 
must leave the aplendid charge of the Heavy Brigade, and begin at 
once with the subject of our supplement, VPerhapa the beat atury 
of the charge is that given by a staff officer, whose Letters frum 
Headquarters” form one of the most intercating of the many 
accounts of the Crimean Cam The staff officer was with 
Lord Raglan watching the progress of the battle from a position 
which commanded x view of the whole valley of Balaklava. In 
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quoting from hix description, we are therefore quoting the words of 
an eye-witness of the charge, 

Seeing that gue guow which the Russians had captured! earlier 
in the day, owing to the cowardice of the Turkish troopa, werc 
being removed, Tord Ragian sent an order to Lord Lucan 
{in command af the Cavalry Divicion} to the effect that the 
cavalry were to advance and take any 6] unity that might offer 
to recapture the heights from which the Russians had driven the 
Turks This opportunity did not occur, according to the view that 
Lord Lucan took of the matter, Halfan hour later, Lord Raglan 
sent nnother message to Lord Lucan. It was as follows :--" Lord 
Raglan wishes the cavalry to advance rapidly to the front, follow 
the cnemy, and try to prevent the enemy carrying away the guns. 
Troop nf horse artillery may accompany. Faanch cavalry is on 
your left. Immediate.” This order was entruned to Captain 
Nolan, a cavalry officer of great expesence, What followed is 
best tokd In the words of a staff offoer historian. 

When the order was delivered to Lord Lucan, he demurred 
for a moment putting it into execution, and asked Nolnn what it 
was that he was to attack, who replied, it is said, «These, my 
Jord, ia our enemy, and there are our gons,” at the same time 
pointing down the valley to where the enenry had « battery of eight 
guns, with artillery also on each flank. Captain Nolin appears io 
have totally misunderstood the instructions he had received: *¢ the 
gens’ in the written order, of course, alinded to those the eneny 
had captured in the redoubts, and were, it was thought, carrying 
away ; and the direction which Nolan pointed out to Lord Lucan 
was quile contrary to (hat intended by Lord Raglan. . Lort 
Lucan appears to have considered that he was bound to charge the 
enemy, and therefore made arrangements (o carry out the object 
which, be supposed, Lord Raglan bad in view. He ennsequently 
communicated with Lord Cardigan, and desired him to forin the 
Light Brigade into two linea, Lord Cardigan urged the uselesances 
of making such an attack, but Lort Lucan replied that his orlers 
wete imperative, The fatal order to advance waa then given, and 
to the horror of all of us on the heights above, we saw our handful 
of light cavalry advance down towards the Russian batteries,

The oxtraordinary incklent which has marked the opening of the 
voyage of the Ruslan Baltic Fleet occurred when a portion of it, 
comprising, it is supposed, the battle squadron, emeaged on Friday 
irom the Skager Rack. A course was being steered for the 
English Channel, when, about midnight, the fleet fell in with a 
Huil fishing flotilla, and the most charitable expianatfon of what 
followed is that the trawlers were, by some awful Plunder, talstaken 
fora Japanese torpedo flotilla, or a group of mine-laying boats, 
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Of the Ballo Fleet. 


Fire was opened on the defenceloss fishermen, the result being that 
ong trawler was sent to the bottom, two men were killed, and 
several seriously wounded, 

The eartlest news of the disaster was brought to Hull on Sunday 
evening by the trawlers Mino and Moulmein, both badly 
damaged by shot, the latter having sixteen holes in her. The 
akipper of the Moulmein stated that the Gamecock and Great 
Northern feats were fahing about 220 ution cast by north of Spam 
at une o'clock on Saturday morning. The weather was rather 
hesy at the time, and the eutlines of several Tange wenels, apparently 
warships, salllng in Line, ware dimly seen. the man of the 
fishing feet were looking at the aquadron pearchlights were 
flashed upon them, By the ald of the lights those on board the 
Moulmeia noticed what they tock to be torpedo-boata approschiag 
them. Atone lime it seemed Hkely that they would board the 
Moulmein, but they did not do so, and steamed away, 

Soon afterwards onc of the vessels opencd fire, and the crews of 
the Gshing vesacls were horrified to find that they were being nade 
targets of by the Russian vessola. The effects were speedily visible, 
as one and then another of the fishing vessels were struck by the 
flying ahot. The firing is stated to have lamed about a quarter of 
anhour, When it coased the wi sailed away southward, and 
sooh afterwards rockets were sent up from one of the other trawlers. 
The Moulmcin steamed in the direction of the spot indicated, and 
on gelting near cries were heard, and it was found that (he trawler 
Crane, of the Gameouck flee’, had been so budly damaged that she 
war sinking. Another trawler of the Gamecock fleet had arrived 
and was taking off the Cranc’s crew. They included the skipper, 
Captain Sinith (killed), the third hand, Leggott (killed), both Leing 
decapitated, the engineer, who had a wound im the chest, another 
man who hod hix hand shot off, and four others less seriously 
injured. These men and othera wore placed on board the Great 
Northern Mission vessc], where the injuries of the survivors were 
attended to, 

It wes at first feared thal others of the flect might have fallen 
victima to this mad fusilade, but fortunately this has proved not to 
be the case. As might have been expected, tho incident aroused 
the wildest indignation, not only in Hull but 1 t the 
country, Certain of the survivors (including Captain Smith's 
son, who was sleeplug down below, and rushed up on deck to 
find his father lying dead), were hastily summoned to London, 
where they were Interviewed at the Foreign Office, and urgent 
representations were at once made to the Russinn Government 
by Lord Lansdowne, who explained that “the situation was 
one which in the opinion of His Majesty's Government did 
not admit of delay.” Mcanwhile, the King telegraphed to Hull 
saying that His Ma: had heard with * profound sorrow of 
the unwarrantable action,” and gave evidence ef his 
sympathy by sending two hundred to the familles of those 
who had suffered, while the Quoen followed with a hundred 
pounds, Ome of the pojnts in connection with the {nexplicable 
affair which aroused the keenest ind was that, though the 
Rumlans detached « ship from squadron, Ww Tergained 
watching the fleet until six on Saturday morning, during the 
whole of that period not a single boat was lowered to pick 
up any survivors of the sunken trawler, of render any espistance

shall be inetituted with all despatch, and under conditions 
which will ensare that appropriate action shall be taken upoo the 
result of this Investigation. Moanwhlle, up to the thme of writing, 
ho report has come (o hand from the Russian Admiral, though 
on bis way down Channel he had many opportunities of 
telegraphing, as hie torpedo-boats several mes put into French 
ports.

while the Varsiwhe Zeitung observes :—‘ The officers of the 
Russian foot appeared to have been rendered so nervous by the 
continued misha which they have subered since the outbreak of 
the war as to rt incapable of distinguis Hull fisbing 
oats from Japanese torpedo-boats, This ing. ahede frame of 
mind, the Baltic fleet becomes a peril to ali ships which it may happen 
to pasa,” and this seems to be the general opinien everywhere. 
The German public generally regard the atlack as an act of insanity, 
testifying to a ataie of hysterical nervonmess on the part of Admiral, 
officers, and men unparalicled in the annals of war, and altogether 
foreign to all traditions of naval courage and dignity, The 
goueral opinion is that such a ficet, if it ever roaches Japancec 
waters, will be sent to the bottom like a fleat of paper boats. 

The Russian Press, it need hardly be eaid, adopts a very different 
attitude, and blemes Ragland for not waralmg the fishermen to show 
the utmost prudence. Latest information, before going to press, 
hinted that atime Iimit had been laid dewn for the satisfaction of 
the British demands, while it was officially announced that, ‘‘ After 
the reeelpt of the news of the tragedy ip the North Ses, on 
Monday, the agth inat., preliminary orders for watual sap and 
co-operation were, as a moasure of precaution, issued the 
Aduralty to the Mediterranean, Channel, and Home Flees.”

News from the seat of war this week has sunk into comparative 
insignificancs compared with the outrageous attack made by the 
Baltic Fleet upon the Hull fishing fleet, particulars of which are 
given in another column. Below will be found the principal 
incidents of the war since our last publication of the ‘‘ Diary” :— 


Ocrosek 2.—Genera! Kuropathin issued an order to his troupes 
stating that the time had come forthe forces of the Manchurian 
Army to begin a forward movement.

Octosrr 10.—The Russians said to be advancing from Mukden 
on both sides of the railway. 

Two positions near Pen-hal-ha (about thirty miles esst of Liao 
yang), which the Russians had taken, were recaptured by the 
Japanese. 

The Russians, who had been attacking Heen-chang, twenty-five 
miles north-east of Saimatse, since the 7th, repulsed by a night 
attack. 

The Japanese right took possession of the hrights east of 
Huang-ti, and attacked the Russians at Wi-li-teu. The left 
captured the line extending from Son-tai-tzu to Erhtal-teu, 
while the centre dislodged the Russians from their position at 


Tatung-shan. 
OcTosEk 11.—The Russians reported to have crossed the Hun-ho 
in farce.

I do not mean that the French tobacco 
is unwholesume. On the contracy, I believe that the 
producis of the régie are all sound tobacco, without 
deleterious mixture of any kind. The addition of 
opium, glycerine and other substances by which a large 
number of Amerionn tobaccos gel that particular sooth- 
ing ctlect on the smoker (a soothing which is semi- 
intoxicatian) is unknown in France.

Of Inte ysnrs, however, the rdgi¢ hax shuwna little con- 

sideration for its customers, and introduced « finer cigarette of Spanish 
tobacco, These are known as Bastoc and Nifias. At firat they 
were very good, but now they have developed n peculiar faculty of 
umoking away ali by themselves, If one lays a Bastos or a Nifinx 
down for half a minute and goes to pick it up, all that is left is 
little packet of grey ashes, This, it is said, is duc to an excessive 
amount of saltpetre. In any case, whatever the cause may be, the 
French smoker considers that he is wronged. This peculiarity is 
the more irritating that it is in direct contrast to the average French 
cigarette, which, unless pulled at continually, at once goes out. I 
sometimes think that this ia arranged purposcly in order to 
encourage the consumption of matches, these being slso a Govern- 
ment monopoly. If a smoker requires an average of five matches 
to get to the end of each cigarette, and only five matches in ten 
lights (a record fur the French match), the resuit to the Minister of 
Finance must be very satisfactory. 


Tt is curlous how the memory of Waldeck-Rousscau is being 
exploited by people who did nothing but oppose him and his policy 
while in life, They have now discovered that he wes a great 
statesman of great moderation of views.

Mrs. Hearne has made a wonderful advance in this volume on her 
Previous works. The subject ia moat fascinating, the writing is 
pom, and the whole subject has been treated in so discriminating a 
winter that, although it is to @ certain extent me chronique 
scandaleuse, il cannot wound the susceptibilities of the most delicate- 
minded of readers, The book certainly throws a fierce light on the 
iorals, or rather the lack of them, at Napoleon’s Court. The lady 
who gives the title to the book was Laura Permon, whose mother, 
although married to 9 wealthy dowrgeers, belonged to a noble Greck 
family which had been settled in Corsica for some generations. 
Laura Permon became the wife of General Junot and Duchesse 
d’Abrantéx, Our heroine’s mother had known Napoleon in Corsica, 
and when he came to the Ecole Militaire in Paris, the Permons 
befriended him in many ways, During the Revolution the Permons 
were often in great danger, and on more than one occasion owed 
their safety to Napoleon, The latter was, or thought himself to be, 
in love with Laura’s mother.

In the innate reasonableness af the nation in abiding by it. 
dn pringiple both the British and Russian Governments were 
agreed from the beginning, St Petersburg could not deny 
the absalute justice of the four points in the British despatch. 
Apology, reparation, punishment of the culprits, and precau- 
tions against a renewal of the oulrages were obviously the 
least that we could ask, as they were certiinly the Eeast that 
the circumstances required even from the point of view 
of Russian dignity, But) Russia inade the concessions 
conditional on an inquiry, and we could not but sus- 
pect that this condition opened the door net only to 
delay but to evasion. Tt was an exceedingly difficult 
and delicate point to deal with, because to act on “our 
suspicions seenied to imply a doubt of the fend frites of 
the Tsar and an interference with his sovereign prerogative. 
Moreover, delay, even with securities, seemed likely to prove 
distasteful to the thoroughly aroused anger of the British 
people, Happily both sides were inspired) by ap earnest 
desire to avoid a rupture, and go the inquiry was agreed to 
by this country, and the ‘Tsar reciprocated our 
cession by promising to act loyally upon the findings 
of the Commission. We are unaflectedly glad that 
this settlement has been arrived at, because war with 
Russia under the present circumstances would have 
been a peculiarly hateful thing, Apart from the fact that 
we could not have extracted much profit or ptory from 
such a war, we might also have incurred the reproach 
of hitting an ancient foe al a moment when he was already 
down, This is contrary te British traditions and also to 
Hritish taste, Another reason why we hail the Agreetent is 
that it constitutes a defeat for the mischief-makers in Russia, 
who were notoriously anxious to drag us into war, in 
order, if possible, to bring about worse international complica- 
tions. “These desperadoes in high places now know the limits 
of their influence, and we do not doubt that the lesson taught 
thein will have a wholesome effect on the relations of Russia 
with this country in the future,

The political campaign that breaks out every 


Tes. autimn is now in full swing, and politictans of 
Autumn the first, second, and third rank are all making 
Campalen speeches in different parts of the country. The 


principal honourw of the campaign have se far 
been secured an the Liberal side by Mr. Asquith and 
Lord Rosebery, The former especially haa heen excep- 
ionally active in speech-making. ‘The latter, as usual, has 
confined his efforts to one or two occasional appearances. 
Although Lord Rosebery once spoke of “plouglung 
a lonely furrow,” it is evident that he prefers to appear 
aya sure and dazzling meteor. Among other speakers 
Inay be mentioned Mr, Lloyd George and Mr. Winston 
Churchill, who have heen hunting 4s a couple in the 
north of Wales, and have bagyed some large meetings 
andimuch applause. Conservative speakers have been com- 
paratively few, the efforts of the party having been mainly 
concentrated upon the national gathering at Southampton. 
Great expectations were formed before this meeting assembled 
with regard to the speech that Mr. Balfour was announced to 
make, Each wing of the party was hopefully looking forward 
to a declaration which would definitely decide to which of the 
two wings the Prine Minister belonged. The international 
outrage on the Dogger Bank destrayed all these hopes. 
Mr. Balfour, in the faee of the grave emergency through 
which the couptry had been passing, rightly decided that it 
was better to conting his speech to dealing with the issues 
that had ansen between Engkind and Russia. Now that 
the stun berween the two countries is happily removed, this 
temporary imteriuption to the ordinary stream of oratory 
about domest controversies will certainly be foflawed by a 
Cesh outburst of vigogr, Throughout the coyntry, in: fact, 


there is a conviction that the General Election cannot be 
postponed for many months more, aad both parties are 
exerting themoelves to the utmost to prepare for the contest. 


The British taxpayer who groané at the in- 
creasing cost of our First Line of Defence, 
Tha Growth should find some comfort, if not refreshment, 
of Navies ip the fact that some countries, which have very 
little need of naval protection, beat us hollow 
in their recent expenditure. In the case of 
Great Britain, the increase of outlay since 1898 is 44°2, 
whereas Germany, with hardly any length of littoral to 
protect, spends 68°5 more on sea power than she did five 
years ago, The reason is, of course, the Kaiser's ambition 
to get hold of a larger share of the ocean-carrying 
trade of the world; he shrewdly considers that adequate 
naval protection must be secured as a preliminary. It 
is much the same in the instance of the United States, 
outlay on maritime forces has increased by 
1304 since President Roosevelt conducted the Great 
Republic to World-Power. He, like the Kaiser, way chiefly 
influenced to throw economy overboard by a craving for a 
mercantile marine commensurate with the dignity and enter- 
prise of his country. France, on the other hand, has only 
increased her naval expenditure by 4°5 percent. in the same 
guinguennial, being apparently quite content with both the 
safety of her littoral and the share of the ucean-carryin ; 
business she has already obtained. But Russia can harcl, 
adituce either pretext to account for the augmentation of her 
annual disbursement for naval purposes by 36'7 per cent. 
The St. Petersburg Government now very nearly equals that 
of Paris in the magnitude of its expenditure on fleets and 
crews, each spending rather more than a third of Great 
Britain's current outlay.

paying ryot. Most fortunately, too, the Commander-in-Chief 
formulates his by no means extravagant demand at‘a time 
when the Calcutta Treasury happens to be remarkably 
affluent. The splendid crops which followed the famine have 
put money in all pockets, while the sufficiency of the present 
year's rainfall guarantees (he peninsula from a recurrence of 
famine for another twelve months at jeast. What, then, does 
Lord Kitchener want the ten millions for? Principally, we 
believe, to bring the defensive system on the North Western 
Frontier and its flanks up to date. Three several lines of 
Russian strategic railways are being pushed forwards as 
qui-kly as inay be towards Eastern Persia and Northern 
Afghanistan, and as they have very hutle commercial value, 
no sane person can dispute the necessity of our adopting 
corresponding precautions from Peshaw ur to Belouchistan. 


Tt must be, we fer, anything but gratifying to 
Weet lnd'as Mr. Chamberlain's detractors to note that ever 
fottom — since he, as Colonial Secretary, took off hts coat 
Growing to rescue the West Indies from impending ruin, 
than ancient British Colony has become more 
and more prosperous, Luck? Hardly so. It was not 
chance but design which brought the now flourishing 
banana industry inte being, nur was it “ masterly inactivity” 
that studded Jamaica and other islands with luxurious hotels, 
to attract. wealthy visitors from Europe and the United 
States in winter. What stands to Mr. Chamberlain's perma- 
nent cr ‘clit is that he helped the Colonists to help themselves 
in the very nick of time, and being thus encouraged to fight 
against pitiless adversity, they put forth efforts in other 
directions than banana cultivation and the provision of 
caravanserais de fire, The latest outbreak of the energy 
thus engendered takes the form of cotton-growing, and so 
appetising is the prospect of large profits that some 10,000 
acres are already under cultivation with Sea Island seed.

There I have several thmes seen the proffered 
fee returned with thanks and a polite intimation that gratuitics 
were not permilied. [ recollect he told me that be never gave an 
attendant a second chance, and anyone known to have accepted 2 
Uip was instantly dismissed, and that he generally managed to dis- 
cover the delinquent. And, afier all, fees at theatres and /0)- 
ments for bitla of the play are infinitely more onreascneble than 
tips at restourants. 





In a very rare pamphlet by Albert Smith, entitled ** The English 
Hotel Nuisance,” which is before me as I write, 1 Gnd, amoug other 
reforms insisted upon, was that attendance should be charged in the 
ball. This idea, which was intended to protect the unwary Iraveller 
from imposition, was warmly welcomed by landlords and generally 
adopted. The conserptence was that the hotel propristor received 
a sensible addition to his income, while the servanis steadfastly 
refused to forego any portion of their cusiomary vail, The result 
was a double tax un the purse of the unfortugaic customer, And 
this tax has continued to the present day, Besides heading a 
crusade against hotels, Albert Smith entered a significant protest 
against the harpy of the theatre, who flourished to an alarming 
eatent in hisday. In one of his protests on the subject he spoke of 
‘the miserable system of extoriing every extractable sixpence from 
the audience, hy the combined agencies of box-keepers, box-book 
keepers, bill-sellers (in whose toils our managers appear to bo so 
hopelessly entan.icd) is a shame and disgrace to our public places 
of amusement.” We have protably improved vince those days > 
but these malters, in many places, leave a poo) deal 1o be desired. 





Sccing, since the times alluded to, the prices at theatres have more 
than doubled, the payment far a seat should include programme, 
care of overcoat, and every comfort that the house can afford, You 
are occasionally compelled to pay half a guinea for an entertainment 
that ix not worth halfa crown, end it as unreasonable thar you 
should be subjected to additional fines Indeed, the half-guinea 
stall should be infinitely more luxurious than it is in the majority of 
theatres. I am afraid [ have strayed away somewhat from 
the wubject of tipping. But I fancy that if the matter is discussed 
much further we shall have some protest from the Great 
Untipped, Thold that many persons who receive a tip do not in 
the least cteserve it, while frequently those who are worthy of such 
a testimonial are altogether neglected, For instance, we often tip 
a man at a restaurant who does nothing but look on, while the 
cook, on whom the success of the entertainment entirely depends, 
receives nothing, Again, we frequently tip the guard of a railway 
train, but the engine-driver on whom your safety-—ofttimes your 
life +lepends, receives no honorarium whatever. I can only recall 
in my long expericnce—on instance whore the pilot of the train 
hax been sulxtantinily remembered. 





We have heard a good deal of music-pirates lately. But there 
are pirntes of poems as well, Pralific writers of verse are familiar 
with countless applications for permission to set their words to 
music. When it is intimated that the terms are so-and-so, and 
permission will be given on the receipt of a cheque, probably 
no more ix heard of the matter, Hut they sey there is another way 
in which words may be obtained without all this trouble and 
formality. Et is ximply to annex a copyright poem—alter its title, 
omit the nan of the author, set the verses to munic, and publish 
it. {tis then almast inipossible for the author and owner to trace 
his work, and {t is only by the merest chance in the world that he 
finds bis property has been appropriated. This method of pro- 
ceeding is, it is needless to say, entirely disapproved of and

attack on modern vapkl bridge-playing Society. In belef, 
it is the story of Jack Frobisher, a stalwart Colonial, who, 
having amaxsed a huge fortune, comes huma to enjoy it, He 
Toarriéx the daughter of a Marquis, buys tow and cuuhtry houses, 
and fondly imagines that the sterling qualities which made 
hin «man to be reckoned with in Queensland will enable him to 
stamp himself upon Lon lon Society. He soon finds his mistake. 
The errervating aic of Maydair saps his manhood, and In a 
very short time he finds that he ig regarded merely as an 
eccentric, amiable faddist who will pay britge kanes checr- 
fully and lead money indiscriminately. His wife wastes 
her time flirting with frivolow -cads, and his son and heir is 
Neglected. Ife iy like « livn caught in a web, and he ecex no way 
out until a kindly friend advises hips to rouse himself and damp 
on Society because the modern falwic of corrupt Mayfair 
will fall tike the walla of Jericho before even one vigorous 
blast. Accordingly he asserts himself; no longer will he be o 
cipher in his own house, and in the end his wife, who really loves 
him, is brought to her knees, and we ere given to understand 
that 4 new and more honest life will tegin, Parallel with this story 
runs that of Frobisher’s old friend, Hankey Bannister, who also bas 
made a fortune, and returning home falls ia love with the Marquis’s 
younger daughter, and proposes to follow in Frobisher’s footsteps. 
No object-Losaon will dissuade bio, and as his atory is unly carried 
ta the eve of matriage, we ate left uncertain ax lo whether his 
arque will paws through the same troubled waters. There is « 
curivus inclination on the part of the aathor lo represent Queensland 
aaa sort of Utopla, peopled by strong, earnest men and women who 
have large families, ideals, and who do not play bridge ; but 
apart from this Mr. Sutro, who seems disposed to take a leaf from 
the notebook of Brieux and scourge social evils, has contrived to 
Rive us acveral very telling acenea It is all very one-sided, as 
Preachments are apt to be; bat Frobisher's denuncintians of the 
world in which he lives are strong and effective, and the moment 
when he turns on his wife afier ejecting het caddish admirer is 
well written and admirably played by Mr. Bourchier, who, indeed, 
is excelient throughtat as the strong, carneat Colonial. Mr. Sydney 
Valentine is amusing as Hankcy Bannister, the xecond millionairy— 
a simple, unpolished diamond ; and Miss Muricl Benumont was 
very pretty and charming as the frivolous Society girl, whowe 
life eo far has been untouched by realities and who plays the game 
of insincerity merely becnuse the atmosphere in which she 
lives is ingincere, Miss Vanbrugh hay no very great opportunities 
as the wife—she might very well stand up and defend her case-—but 
she is easy and natural,while Mr. ©. 3, Clarence gives a clever sketch 
of the aenile, impecunious Marquis, a type very familiar on the stage 
but not often met with off it. Of the minur parts the freshest, 
lath in writing and neting, was that of Misa Mornington, the bridge- 
playing daughter of a bishop In this Miss Elfrila Clements, 
whose name js unfamiliar to us, showed that abe had an excellent 
tense of comedy and made a distinct sucecm.

The Ring's Coronation Picture 


More than two yearn have passed since King Edward VIL was 
crowned in Westininstir Abbey in circumstances st dramatic and 
moving, thit, apart from the tremendous historic importance of the 
celebration, the whole world looked breathlessly on, This magni- 
ficeul ceremonial, ju which the actors and the apectutors were the 
greatest in the Jand, Mr. fdwin Abbey has been engaged in paint- 
ing, and the picture being at [ast completed, it is now being 
exhibited at the dlanover Gallery in Bond Street, under the super- 
intendence of Mess. Agnew. Mr. Abbey has attempted a very 
ditheull task, and better than Hayter, Leslic, Wilkie, and Lockhart, 
he haw succerded whery they failed, in producing n vast picture 
which, while being a ‘ducument,” ia a great pictorial effort, fine 
in effect and rich and aplendid In harmony of colour. 

The secuc, as wilncased by the artist, is viewed close to the 
throne, and opposite (ie box in which were grouped the Princesses 
of Englend, the Royal children, and at the back Sir Francis 
Laking and Sur Frederick Treves. The artlatic importance of 
this fvature ix in ity Ioecing artificially lighted behind, so that, 
against thc red rays, the figures of the Indies are in beautiful 
tone and value, and contrast sharply, yet delightfully, with the 
clear daylight scene below und the brillant {!]umination above. 
The Queen stands facing us between the Bishop of Norwich and the 
Hiishep of Oxford, a radiant figure, awaiting her own crowning at 
the hands of the Archbishop of York, This prelate, occupying the 
middle of the picture, stands facing the King, while Dr. Temple, 
Archhishup of Canterbury, is in the act of placing the crown— 
cleverly emphasized by the cold brilliant light thrown upon it—on 
the head of the Sovereign, He, in golden robes, site in the ancient 
King Edward's chair, attended by the Bishop of Bath and Wells, 
while all around are princes, peers, kings of arms, ministers, 
a splendid motley group, gorgcourly arryed, standing between 
the vast piers of the honry Abbey. The moment chosen is when 
all raine their coranets and cry *’ God Save the King 1" The galleries 
are filled with ladles and a few Members of Parliament, and the 
fronts of the balconies are quietly beautiful with hanging embrol- 
dleries and tapestries. It is a pity that only a section vf the scene 
can be given ; Lut thal was inevitable, otherwise the figures of the 
chief actors in the great drama woult have been dwarfed. 
Tt iw a pity, tev, that the pecresaes on the hither side have 
been wholly omitted; but that aleo was inevitable, as otherwise 
the details of ceremony and leading personages would have been 
masked, A compromise has beep adopted that gives the most

The real history of the battle of Linoyang hay yet ta he written, At present we enn only piece 
togerlics the descriptions sent home by enrious correspondents, who, of course, eonld only deseribe 
such portions of the fight ax they raw, Rut we have learnt enough of the inain facts to know that 
the five or xix days’ continuous fighting that took place before the town feil inte the hinds of the 
Japanese wax the fiercest that has occurred since the American Civil Wart. 11 ix impossible, in 
rotting the telegraphic accounts of this terrible conflict, net to be struck with the splendid 
fightiyg powers of both sides, The desperate and heroic permtitence of the Jnapatexe and the 
atabhorn resistance of the Kusians equally compel our admiration, One silitary eritie questions 
whether any Kyrapean toeps could ever have assailed the caretully prepared position to the south 
of Liseyang as did the plucky little troops of Oku and Nodzu amid scenes of aleughter 
that have rarely been equalled. During the Boer War we read much about the folly 
of frontal uttncks, but the Japanese still seem te helieve in them an occasions, Nat only so, hat 
hy sheer persistence they carry the position before them, Still, in’ looking at the battle of 
Lisoyang, we must not forget that Kuroki’s attack on the Russian left materially asaisted Oku and 
Nantey in their frontal attacks, since Ruropatkin had constantly to be withdrawing troops fron 
hin centre and his right to reaist Kuroki’s turning movement on hix left. 

THR STRENGTH OF VIR RUSSIAN POSITION 

The Russian position at Liaoyang was one of great strength. Three positions hail heen selected 
for Ihe tlelenee of the town. The first fine was 2 chain of low hillx at right angles to the railway, 
six niles south of the town, The next wat a stpporting range about three-quarters of «a mile north 
af the first line, and, fi: ally, there was a line of intrenchments skillully made in the fiat land of 
the suburbs. Enormous trouble had been expended over the frst line of defence, nothing knewa 
te nexlern military science Ieing omitted to uinke the position strong. There were five distinct 
hills joined by low saddles, On the right were lofty rockw sume 600 fect high, from which the 
artillery were directed by telephone, The rest of the position averaged aoo fect in height. Upon 
every cuipn of vantage the Russians had constructed forta, dug rows of Intrenchuents and pitfalls, 
and placed barbed wire entanglements, The Russian works were, indeed, more like permanent defences 
rather than niere ficld fortifications, The forts in the second line were also protected by banks of

The death of Paul Delwet is, to a certain extent, a national loss. 
For during his lifetime he contributed not a little w the enjoyment 
af his fellow countrymen, Ths songs are sung throughout the 
whole of France. bbe was one of the last of the Chansonmters de 
Montmartre who song tus own eonipusitions, His wotks are to 
be eminied ty the score, and all were popular, Hin “ Stances 
de Maven was. pethaps, the best knowns. Five years ago one 
herd nothing else an the streets of the French capital.

Tle sang for some 
lime in Wie choirs of Paris churches, and then tried his luck at the 
“Caveau,” one of the oldest Montinartee cadare¢e, From here 
he moved to the Chat Noir, then in the zenith of its fame. Salis,

Tt was always a matter of great surprise to me that Delmet’s 
Bonga never reached England. I know so French composer 
whose work is better muited for the English public. I used to 
meet Delinet nearly every evening when he took his omnibos at 
the Place Pigalic to go over to sing at the Noctambules [n the 
Quarticr Latin, and I often advised him to put himself in rela- 
tion with some London publisher, But he only shrugged his 
shoulders and snid ‘ J’y penserai,” but never did anything. His 
“*Stances de Manon.” “Petits Chagrins,” ** L’fsolle d'Amour,” 
‘¢Tout Simplement,” ‘Petite Hrunnette aux yeux doux,” ** Le 
Vieux Meniant,” and a score of others would take London hy 
storm, Though only a Montmartre chamsonaier, Delmet earned 
good money. He sang each evening in two cadarefs, one in the 
Quartier Latin and the other in Montmartre, and received twenty 
feanex per evening from each. Then the author's righta on the 
haudreds of thousands of cupics of his songs sold throughout 
France brought in even more, Dominique Bonnaad, his camarads 
in Montmartre for many years past, told me one «lay thet Delmet, 
in good years, made as much as 40,000 francs a year. Bat, like all 
the singers af the Montmartre catarafs uf the old school, he had no 
order: his money melied between his fingers. Asa result, he has 
left nothing in the shape of ready cash to his widow and his five 
children ; but, I imagine, the author's rights from his many songs 
will bring in a sulstantial sum for many years to come. 





Delmet had not any great voice, and could never have sung in 
anything larger than the small rooms in which the Pacis eabare! is 
ealablished. He was a curious figure, with his eye-glasses (he wax 
short-sighted to a degree, the reault of engraving music-plates) and 
his timid air, But if he had no great voice he was an artist 
in the fashion in which he sang. IT can think of no finer per- 
forma: than his rendering of “ L’Etoile Amour” or * Petius 
Chagrins.” Another point about his songs is thal they were 
allin excellent taste, There wax not a aingle one that could not 
be sung in a drawing-room. Delmet is probably the last of the 
chancorniers of the old school, The moder Montmurtre singer 
is no longer the Bohemian, but looks ufter business very sharply 
and hay a very good eye to the main chance. But with the ote d- 
Stohéme the real cabaref has disappeared. With the exception of the 
Cabaret de Quat-’z-arta, and perhaps the Cabaret dew Arts, I know 
of no place where the old traditions of the Chat Noir and 
other famous establishments are now maintained. The fashion 
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glories bave dieappeargd. . Rudolie Silla ‘te dead, felon Jouy ' 
ended his days in a lnnatic asylom, de Sivrey, thet rochelia of ' 
gealus, neccembed to absinthe, Macha! is gone, asd now’ Pasl |

This keen desire to help thove starting in life and his affection for 
children undoubtedly accounted tor the deep affection in which he 
wax held, and the toleration which he advorated in matters both

THE SEASON 


Octoher has been an admirable month. It had its chil. touches 
and its gloomy days to warn us of what no winter falls to being. 
Rut these were its monitions and not its own mood, which was 


genial and seanonable. IL the firat fortnight cut off the dahlias the 
Let brought on the chrysanthemums, and the showers which were 
wseful to nuke the land work well under the plough and the drill 
were succcerled Ly a apell of dry and sunny weather, to which a 


slight north-cast wind imparted a bracing touch. In no year, 
within recent record, has faroy work been so advanced on the last 
day of October as it was when the month clased on Monday night 
last. There have certainly been increased sowings not only of 
wheat but also of rye, of winter oats, and of October beana. There 
have not, 6o far as we can glean, been any important sowings of 
October harley, which, after occupying the soil for nine full months, 
only fetched 23s. or ags. at the exchange. Roots have gone on 
growing and mellowing. Quality will be a (exture of this year’s crops, 
aod palatabitity. Quantity is variously ealimated, most farmers 


expecting somewhat Jess than usual in more bulk. But if stock 
take kindly to the roots, the matter will leave a balance of satisfaction 
on the farmer's side. 


THR “ROYAL” AND THE GOVEANMENT 

‘The proposal to ask the Board of Agriculture to make a large 
annual grant in ald of the Roya! Agricultura] Socicty, is one 
which were best abandoned. It can lead to constant and 
unprofitable debates every Session in P. t, and isan ides 
which, on the face of it, is utterly incomplete, Either the 
Government must take over the Royal, or else the Board of 
Agriculture must endow agricultural shows . As the 
other great shows are paying thelr way, and only ask to be 
let alone, the first alternative is really the only one, The Govern- 
ment would, in our opinion, be very ill-advised to touch the affairs 
of the Royal Agricultural Society of England at all ; bat if they 
decide to step in it must be as Masters, not as bolstering up a 
shaky concern out of the taxes. 


WHITE EGGS AND BROWN 


The preference for white bread over brown has an odd antithesis 
in the preference for brown over white. The very origin of 
the egg preference is obscure, whereas the bread question is relegated 
to a period of poverty, when brown bread eaters were the very poor 
and white bread on the table was the first sign of « rise in condition. 
Farmers tell us that the grocer ls as well aware-as the agriculturists 
that a white egg is quite as good in srory respect esa brown 80, 
but the retailer has to bow to the customer’s whim, and his assurance 
of what Js the plain fact is put down by the buyer to the vendor 
baving a stock of unsaleable white eggs.

That the Anglo-Russian Convention for regu- 
The Jating the inquiry ¢f the International Cum- 
Dogger Bank mission into the Dogger Bank outrage should 
Maquiry have been received with mortification and 
gnashing of teeth in certain quarters is in- 
telligible noth, The position originally taken up by 
public opinion in this country was that full redress 
should be made with the utmost promptitude or Russia 
would have to take the consequences. The demand of 
the Tsar for an Inquiry was flouted on the grounds—also 
quite intelligible—that we were satisfied with our knowledge 
of the facts, that those facts showed undeniably that an 
outrage had been committed, and that we had no:hing to do 
with the extenuating circumstances which alone were the 
object of the Kussian scheme of inquiry. Guided by this 
view an evening paper, the other day, expressed its dis- 
appointment at the terms of the Convention by exclaiming, 
“Oh! for an hour of Palmerston)" We call attention to 
this exclamation not because we are disposed to mock at it, 
but becattye it really affords the clue to the justification of 
the solution of the crisis adopted by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, Could Valmerston have acted differently? No 
doubt, had the Dogger Hank outrage happened in his 
time, there would have been no International Inquiry, 
and we should cither have received the redrens we 
sought within a reasoauble time or Hritist ships of war 
would have thundered the indignation of the British 
people against the fortifications of Cronstadt. ut this out- 
rage happened in the year of grace 1go4, at a time when 
certain solemn international undertakings in regard to 
international disputes were in force, and there can be no 
doubt that had Lord Palmerston been spared till then he 
would have found his scope of militant action much circuns- 
scribed by these undertakings. Lf, then, there has been a cliinb 
down—which we ure far from admitting~the fault does not 
lie with Lord Lansdowne, but with the framers of The Hague 
Convention, who, by anticipation, bound this country to the 
method of seeking redress now adopted by Fis Majesty’s 
Government, Once the Tsar claimed an Inquiry by virtue 
of The Hague Compact, we were, in fact, bound to 
give way. The only question which remains to be con- 
siderec| is whether the Convention, drawn up in pursuance 
of The Hague stipulations, is one which is likely to meet the 
Tequirements of the case ag we in this country understand 
them. On this point there can scarcely be a difference 
of opinion, Provision is made for an exhaustive inquiry and 
for fixing the responsibility, and since we have already 
received a pledge that the persons who are found to 
have been responsible shall be tried and punished, we 
really have nothing more to ask. It is, perhaps, not very 
ajreeable to bear “the law's delay” in a case which has 
so deeply and legitimately moved the passions of the 
nation, but the delay is inevitable, and we must be satisfied 
if we have a fair security—as we certainly have—of obtaining 
full justice in the end. 





The movement started by Lord Dunraven with 

Develution the object of securing some system of devolution 
or fer the benefit of Ircland, has not received much 
Nome Rate encouragement either from Unionists or from 
Nationalists. The Unionists denounce the whole 

acheme as Home Rule under anothername, The Nationalists 
retort that it is certainly not Home Rule, and is no good to 
them. In spite of this discouragement, however, Lord Dun- 
raven persists in his movement. With the general principle 
of devolution which Lord Dunraven and his friends are 
urging, we are all in agreement. The House of 
Commons is obviously overburdened with work, and 
any relief would be eagerly welcomed. The trouble ix 
that directly we begin to deal with any phase of the Irish 
Question, we are brought up short by the never-ending 
religious difficulty, In this country, happily, men are 
appointed to public office without regard to their religious 
opinions, In Ireland the first question asked is what a 
man is~-a Catholic or a Protestant. The Irish Protestants, 
therefore, fear that if the control of the Government in 
Ireland were to pass to any kind of popularly elected body, 
every Government post would be filled by Catholics, because 
the Catholics have the voting power. It is useless for the 
Catholics to retort that in the past the Protestants have used 
their ascendancy to secure all the loaves and fishes for them- 
selves. ‘Two wrongs do not make one right. The only fair 
system is to disregard religion altogether in selecting 
candidates for public office, and there is good reason to 
believe that at present this is done, because both Catholics 
and Protestants in turn complain that the Government is 
favouring their rivals, Therefore, until this primary 
difficulty of public appointments can be got over, it is 


hopeless to look for the hearty co-operation of Catholics and 
Protestants, and without that co-operation no scheme 
for Irish self-government can be satisfactory, The first 
task, then, that lies befure Lord Dunraven is to convert 
his own countrymen. When—if ever—be has succeeded 
in doing that, he will not find the House of Commons 
Teluctant to assent to any reasonable acheme of devolution 
that has been so framed as to safeguard the unity of the 
kingdom and the effective supremacy of Parliament. Whether 
he will satisfy Mr. John Redmond is another question. 
Slowly but steadily, a true work of humanity is 
going on at the resuscitated city which Gordon 
Khartoum strove to save, at the coat of his life, from pillage 
Collere and inassncre. There could be no more fitting 
memorial of that ungrudged sacrifice than 
Khartourn College, with its affiliated schools, 
When the idca of establishing this educational institution 
first took shape and substance, even its promoters were none 
too hopeful. 1t was much more a sense of duty than 
any expectation of success that urged them on; they felt 
convinced that the scheme would have won the warmest 
approval of the hero who had so resolutely sought to raise the 
Soudanese to a higher level, moral and intellectual. With 
almost surprising quickness, the appeal to the Inner natures 
and aspirations of the Khartoum population received a most 
favourable response. Long before the College was finished, 
clementary schools sprang up as if by magic, and the main 
difficulty was not to secure a sufficiency of pupils, but to 
deal with the surplus candidates for the white man’s learning. 
Such was the birth of the College ; its subsequent growth is 
writ full and large in the last annual report by Mr. James 
Currie, the Principal. Here itis shown, in modest tenns, what 
is already accomplished, while here and there it is indicated 
whit remains to be done to completely equip the College as 
the educutional centre of the Soudan. That is Mr. Currie’s 
far-reaching aspirauion, and, judging from the success so 
quickly attained, ity redlisation, in part or in whole, should 
nol eccupy many years, 











The Duke of Norfolk’s recent appeal on behalf 
of rifle-shooting as a national pastime has not, we 
are glad to see, fallen on sterile soil, Lady 
Londonderry follows up that preface with a brief 
letter to the Ziwies, showing how easily and 
inexpensively miniature rifle ranges can de 
improvised. Any building of moderate size suffices for 
the purpose, and this being secured, all that remains to be 
done is to give the taryet an iron backing to stop erratic 
bullets. At Wynyard Park, a coach - house twenty - five 
yards in length was utilised, and here, by the help 
of the Morris tube, the means of practice up to 250 
yards were obtuined. A club being formed, all the men 
employed by Lord Londonderry most willingly joined, 
and even more willingly remained members after they had 
learned to appreciate what the Duke of Norfolk rightly calls 
“the greatest of all national games.” ‘Three shote cost no 
more than a penny, while in many rifle clubs it is so arranged 
that part of this outlay is defrayed out of the subscribed 
funds. Of course, the cardinal object sought by the pro- 
moters of this form of sport is to strengthen the defensive 
quality of the civilian population, just as in the olden time all 
males above a certain age had to practise archery. But riffe- 
shooting, whether at miniature orat full-sized ranges, also has 
all the makings of a wholesome, exciting, and inexpensive 
recreation for young and ald alike.

Bat it is not a fair field when they are handicapped 
by the liberal aid afforded to their foreign competitors 
by their respective Governments, Happily, that was not 
the case at the Louisiana Exhibition; for once in a way, 
Ministerial minds recognised the importance of derbonstrating 
that Great Britain is very far from being played out in any of 
her staple industrica, and we sce the result of this “waking 
up” in the shipload of trophies brought back by British firms 
trom the international tournament.

It ix pretty certain in the present temper 
of the Republican party in France that the Government will take 
care that he nerves every day of his sentence, In addition to the 
imprisonment, M. Syveten will have five years’ loss of civil rights, 
so that bis political career will not come toan end wil tgso, hy 
which time he will probably have returned to the obscurity from 
which he sprung.

The granting of a charter to the British Cotton: 


Empires Groamp Association marks a further stage in 
Grown the development of the movement for increasmy 
Sotton the supply of Lancashire's raw material. The 


Pritish Cottan-Growiny Assectation was started 
hither more than two years ayo as an outcome of meetings 
previously held by the Oldhani and Manchester Chanbers of 
Commerce, “The Association began modestly with a guaran- 
tee fund of £40,000 for the encouragement of cotton-grow ing 
within the Empire. ‘The carly experiments were se satisfac- 
tory that at the end ofa year it was decided to continue them on 
a larger scale and to increase the guarantee to £100,000. 
hearcely had this decision been taken hefore the importance of 
the imovement was cmphasized by the orgy of speculation 
which followed the shortage in the supply of American-grawn 
cotton, The work of the British Cotton-Growing Association 
was, theretore, pushed on with the encrgy that is characteristic 
of Lancashire husitess mon, tt was soun found, however, 


that if the Cotton-CGrowing Association was to accomplish per- 
manently effective work, it must be organised as a tra ting 
corporation. In order to secure the additional powers 
needed, application was made to the King for a Royal 
Charter. The Charter has now been granted, and the grant 
wan celebrated a few days ago in a public banquet at 
Manchester, at which Mr. Lyuelton and the Duke of Marl 
borough both spoke upon the prospects of cottun-growing 
within the Empire, One feature of the newly chanered 
Association which distinguishes it from most commercial 
cotmpanies is the frank avowal that no profits are expected. 
‘Lhe public is asked to subscribe a sum amounting (with what 
has already been subscribed) to £500,000, but the articles of 
Association explicitly state that no dividends or distribution of 
profits cap be made for at least seven years. During that 
period any protits made are to be expended in extending the 
work of the Association, The probability is, however, that in 
such work as this there wil] be no profits in the ordinary com- 
mercial sense, What the Association hopes to accomplish is 
the extension of the area of cotton cultivation yo that lan- 
cashire may secure a wider supply and a fuller supply of the 
raw material which is essential to her industrial life. 


Only one objection can be raised lo the appeal

The foctways 
appear to Le considerably wider than they were furmetly. Possibly 
nome of this space might with greater advantage have been devoted 
tothe road. Furthermore it strikes me that the open balusteades 
tletract nut a Lille fram the massive dignity of Kennic's original 
ucsign—there is a weakness and frivolity about them which is 
quite out of harmony with the rest of the structure, I always 
acems tu me to be a pity that jnatead of altering the old bridge they 
did not bol ily double its width. Of course the expense of this 
would have been enormoux, bat 1 am inclined to think it will have 
to be done some day, and i would have heen infinitely more satis- 
factory from an artistic point of vi-w 

The temporary covered bridge that was erected during the 
alterations is undoubtedly a good deal missed. With ils massive 
timbers and its roofing it was a very picturesque sbelter, whence 
you could gaze on the ever-changing aspect of aun and sky, on the 
cendlons variety of always moving craft and the countless changes in 
the swift river hastening lowards the sea, Moreover, it formed « 
pleasant protection during thase rainy days which we occasionally 
experlence in the English climate. Indeed, this bridge was such a 
distinct. success that it is tu be hoped that amid the numerous 
Lridges 10 come, some of them, al any rate, tay he covered, If 
you have ever been, as T have, in the middle of Westminster Bridge 
ina fierce shower with no umbrella and all the "buses and cabs full

Amid all the alterations jn and alout London Bridge I was glad 
to find that the flight of steps on the south-western end are but 
little changed. They remain very much the sanie as they were when, 
the interview between Nancy, Rose Maylie, and Mr. Brownlow— 
keenly watched by Noah Claypole—touk place, which was so 
graphically described in * Oliver Twist” by Charles Dickens 
sixty-seven years ago. Wandering down the Borough from this 
point and prowling about Southwark, I was surprised to find how 
hee was Ieft of the Dickensland which I deacribed, and which 
Mr. A. D. McCormick illustrated a few ycars ago, Indeed, with 
the constant rebuilding and everlasting alterations of old neigh- 
lourhoods, the London of Dickens, and of Thackeray too, hax well: 

This is to be regretted, aceing they mre about 
the wily two authors in whose geography the British puiilic takes 
the least interest.

The lighting of the London streets in the opinion of many is not 
equal to what it was before the introduction of clectricity. The 
light may be more brilliant, but it is not so diffused. There are 
more black shadows, and itis not so comfortable a light as it was 
formerly. You see great blinding cold white globes which flicker, 
and occasionally gu out allogether, but there is nothing hearty and 
geniul ebout modern street illumination, The cheerfulness of 
London at night is in most cases entirely due to the shopu. See 
how glorious are the chemists’ shops with (heir red, blue, and green 
bttles, the fruiterers’ shops with their piles of oranges, the finh 
thope with their rows of senrlet lobsters! How gorgeous does all 
this array of colour look reflected on the glistening pavement on a 
wot aight. Somic streets are dependent at night-time on the shops, 
not only for their cheerfulness but thelr light. You can sce this at 
once if you traverse these thoroughfares efter midnight or on a 
Sunday evening. You may find a good example of this in Villiers 
Street in the Strand, itis well lighted and cheerful enough early in 
the evening, but if you arrive at the Charing Cross Station on the 
Embankment by the last train you will discover whal a dismal 
thoroughfare you have to pass through before you reach the Strand. 
And yet with its crowded traffic—principally pedestrlan—it should 
be one of the best-lighted streets in Iondon. 





A recent occurrence impels me to inquire why more efficient 
precautions against fire ase nat taken in country mansions? Most 
of these ancient structures, by reason of the Inrge amount of wood 
employed in their construction and other rensons, are especially in- 
flammable, and are often burned to the ground with all their 
valuable contents long before the arrival of the fire-engines. Now 
why do not such mansions have a special fire-brigade of their own 
—with watchinen to perambulate the place ai ail hours to ace that 
everything ie safe? And why are not all the servants instructed in 
fire-drill, so that they would know what to do on an emergency? 
It would doubtless be of some expense, but in the long run it 
would be found economical.

OTHE FLUTE OF PAN” AT FHKE SHAFTESBURY 


The warincat admirer of Mrs, Craigic will harrly be disposed to 
qeaise unreservedly her latest dramatic effort, 7% Flute of fa, 
with which Miss Olga Nethersole opened the Suarrassuay Theatre 
on Monday night. To put it plainly, it is a long, tiresome, *(alky * 
play, dealing with one of those my:hical countries of which Mr. 
Anthony Hope's. Kucitanie is the prototype in drama, though 
years ago, in a brilliant tittle story, “ Prince Olto,” the late RK. L. 
Stevenson first broke the ground. Of ail the pliys, though, which 
have preceded it, 7s flute of Pan most nearly resembles Hes 
Highness My Husband, bat whereas the one is bright and amusing. 
Mrs, Craigic's effort is extremely wearksome, and by no means to 
be compared with the samme authorem’s 744 Ambassador, or with 
The Bishop's Afove, in which abe collaborated. The story deals 
with the Princess of Siguria, who, seeking a husband to share the 
cares of State, selects Boris, Earl of Felderahey, a young nobleman 
whom she how refused yeare before, and who, as a niore or less 
direct consequence, has taken to art and socialism. Both very 
proud, they allow trifling misunderstandings to stand in the way of 
their love, and though they marry and Boris gallantly quells a rising 
in the Princess's principality, it is only at the last moment, when 
a foolish little Court lady confesses that the Princess is suffering for 
her own cscapades that the young couple arrive at a happy 
understanding. The play is well but not dramatically written ; it is 
overloaded with processions, dreases, minur characters, and stretches 
of dialogue which may be nataral but are not interesting, with the 
result that a very mingled reception was accorded to it on the first 
night. Miss Olga Nethersole may have been a very natura! 
princess, but in plays of this character the strictly natural is not 
necessarily interesting Mr. Herbert Waring looked well, and did 
hia best with the part of the young nobleman who foraakes his studio

The Rev. Forbes Phillips's much-cdvertised play, Zor Céurch 
or Stace, written, ax we are told, to preact a setinun more esxily 
preached from the plage than from the prlpit, preved to be a 
singularly inept piece of work dealing with a well-worn thee. 
A susceptiLle young clergyman, with a more ar lese dowdy wile, falls 
in love with a beautiful actress who ix living under the protection 
ofa young officer. His Jove for her *tennubles” him and tveer rsd, 
an that he neglects wife and child, while the lady’s love for him 
makes her bitterly repent her sorry past. At @ mecting at the 
Savoy Motel they first decide that ‘affection is the only virtue,’ 
but subsequently realise that the ennobling influence is sometimes 
detrimental. The woman, thercfore, sacrifices herself to save the 
man and to prevent their beautiful love becoming ‘‘scordid.” On 
their parting the curtain falls The whole thing is of no valuc, and 
it is only regrettable to wee good actora wasting their cHorts over it.

Jt is the social masacre of the younger sons,” recently sa'd 
a well-known Eoglish statesman, in the course of an after-dinner 
discussion on the consequences of competitive examinations and the 
increase of education, Until five-and-twenty years ago, almost 
every younger son of well-connected parents, and of moderate 
ntelligence, could obtain employment in the Army, the Navy, or 
the Civil Service. If he did not grossly miabehave himselt, or was 
nat especially stupid, he rose in rotation, and retired eventuntly on 
a substantial pension. Now, however, for every vacancy that occurs 
in the Army, the Navy, or the Civil Service, there are many care- 
fully educvied candidates, and more often than otherwise the 
well-connected younger son fs amongst the unsuccessful competitors. 
“Whal shall we do with our sons?” wise question which was asked 
several years ago, ia the dull season, in a London newspaper, and 
was intended to be discussed by middle-class parents; it iu now 
anxiously discusse 1 by fathers and mothers in the West End. That 
shows how far and fast we have travelled.

the mateer to his parents, who, being most anxiows oot to soe kin 
rained, and equally so not to attract attention to their’ own 
impecunions condition, generally contrive to satisfy the creditors, 
It is not to be wondered at, therefore, that the question, ‘‘ What 
shal! we d> with our sons?” ts one which is being now continually 
discussed by a class of parents which formerly regarded thal diffi. 
culty as the special trouble of those whose social position was 
inferior to their own. 

Tt can have but one eudingj the younger sons will eventually 
agitate in (helr thousands to have the law altered which settles the 
property on the elder son, They will urge, with much justice, that, 
as the conditions of life in England are completely changed, and 
they n> longer are provided for by the Bate on account of the in- 
fluence of their connections, the family capital must be divided to 
give each child « fair chance of earning a livelibeod. Already in 
every club in London men are to be heard complaining that in these 
days it s impossible to succeod without capital, and that it ie unjust 
to hand ten thousand a year to one son, and leave the rest of the 
sons to half Marve on two or three hundred apiece, They deal 
whh the utmost irreverence with 
the argument that the glory of the 
name and its assuclations must 
te miintained, and any ‘My 
elder brother is to sustain the 
repatation of the family by spend- 
tng money lavishly on actresses and 
Tnce-horses, and we, hie younger 
brothers, by being exposed in the 
Bankraptey Court! If St had 
not been for the system of handing 
the whole property to the elder 
ron, the late Sir William Harcourt 
could never have imposed the 
death-daty tnx, and surely, it 
would have been better for the 
family to share the moncy with us 
than to divide ft in the vourse of 
time with the public?” Thore te 
much to be sald in favour of 
that view, and it ix curlous how 
Genernily it in being adopted.

Cotton-Growing in 
Central Asia 


Just as the vagaries of the 
America cotton market have 
simulated the cultivation of eotton 
in varions parte of our Empire. 
so also hax Rueda for yeara past 
been endeavouring to render her 
mills independent of the United 
States, The district chosen for the 
experiment, which isilluatrated by 
the photographs reproduced on 
page 672, was the Khanate of 
Kokand, and especially the valley 
of the Znrofhan, lying to the 
weat--the most fertile and best- 
watered part of Central Agia, 
According to the account given by 
Messrs. Skrine and Denison Ross, 
in their standard work, ‘The 
Heart of Asia,” a lnrge propor. 
tion of the Zarafshan Valley is now 
under cotton, raised chiefly from Americanaeed, The sced is sown 
in April, and towards the end of September the ripe pods are 
picked and exposed in heapa for aale. In aycrnge years en acre. 
yields 1,400 pounds, and gives a net retuen of £§ tos,, considerably 
tore than other crops, Several years ago there were 45,000 acres 
under cotton, bul the prospecta for extending the erop are nat 
enenuraging, the atea of the land suitable for cotton-rising being 
limited in extent, an-l the soil, though naturally rich, having beer 
exhausted by centurtes of cultivation needs much manuring. 

Kokand was the last of the Central Asian Khanates to fall under 
the Russian yoke. The capital wax seired in 1876 by a forec 
under Skobeleff, who sula-quently became the first Governor of the 
Khanate, which wos annexed to Russin under its ancient name 
Farghana. The town lies on the railway connecting Samarkand 
with Anslijan and haa a population of 83,000, It is enclosed by a 
wall twelve miles in cireunmference, anrrounded, like many Central 
Asian towns, by beautiful gardens. The most noticeable building 
ix the ald palace of the Khans, similar in architecture to the 
moajtire of Samarkand. The inhabitants of the fwovinces are 
chichy composed of the town-dwelling Sarts and the nomadic 
tribes uf Ushecks and Kirghiz, men of swarthy complexion and 
short and sturdy in baild, They are great mutton eaters, and their 
favourite drink is brick tea. ‘Their chief relaxations are music and 
dancing, espectily on the festivals of their saints,

fe eal find a market 5 in addition, the journalist, 
the poet, is born, not made. 





The Nationa! Union of Women Workers hel a conference lant 
week in York, with very satisfactory results. The speeches, expeci- 
ally those of Mra. Creighton and Miss Clifford, the prestdent, were 
characterised by peculiar breadth and good sense, and some of the 
Papers read were extremely interesting. Mr, Creighton, in her 
conclading address, considered the mass of Englishwomen were still 
too fond of pleasure-seehing, and said that if they showed a greater 
desire to lertake public work, more would be given them. And 
above all she urged on women workers to avuid the fault of the age, 
vix., living in a constant rush and hurry, and to cuitivate a acnse 
of retired lelsure.

General Stoessel, the gailant Commander-in-Chief at Port Arthur, 
whine able and plucky defence hax excited admiration on all 
aides, was formerly in command of the Third Siberian Army 
Corps. Tle has seen a good deal of service, and his breast, 
on State occasions, in covered with medals He com- 
manded the Russian forces which took part in the relief 
of Tientsin duting the Hoxer rising. On the outbreak 
of the present war General Stoessel was in command of the 
Russian Field Force in the Far Enst until the artival of General 
Kuropatkin. Since then he bas bean in command at Port Arthur. 
Froin the very first he has len the life and soul of the defence. 
It scems that the nuthoritices have not dealt very fairly by 
General Stoessel, for it is stated that although communication 
with Port Arthur has never been closed, he bas been prac- 
tleally kept In ignormnee of the progress of the war. When he 
lenrnt of the defeat of General Knropatkin.at Linoyang, several 
weeks alter the event, he wax greatly surprised, being ‘con- 
vinced that General Kuropatkin was at the moment well on 
his way to Port Arthurs, When the General at last realised the 
newa, he, dt is reported, sald, ‘' Well, we most fight, if not for 
delivery, tor glory.” Iately the state of Port Arthor hax become 
more and more rlesperate. General Stoessel not tong since tele- 
graphed to St. Petersiurg a message in which he bade farewell to 
the Tsar and the Court, adding ** Yort Arthur will be my grave.”

The Earl of ANorthbrook 

The Earl of Northbrook, besides belng at onetime Viceroy of India, 
had enjoyed a long and distinguished official career. great- 
grandfather, Sir Francis Baring, tho founder of the London branch 
of the Baring family, was chairman of the East India Company in 
1792, His father, who became the frat Baron Nosthbrook, was 
born in Calcutta in 1796, and gave an even greater distinction to 
the same of Sir Francis Baring, serving as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and as First Lord of the Admiralty, The late 
Earl was born in 1836, and served his political apprenticeship 
a» private secretary to a muccession of Ministers. He entered 
Parliament in 1857, and passed through several of the subordinate 
Minlaterlal posts, jacluding the Under Secretaryship for India. In 
1872 he was appolnted Viceroy of India by Mr. Gladstone, and held 
that office for four years, After his return to England he wes 
invited lo join Mr. Gladstone's 1880 Cabinet, and held for five years 
the office of First Lord of the Aduwiralty that his father bad held 
thirty years carlicr, When the great Home Rule cleavage came 
Lord Northbrook decided that he could no longer fellow Mz. 
Gladstone, and heiped to create the Liberal Unionist party.

A Distinguished Academician 


Although Mr. Val Prinecp was not an artist of the first rank, he 
wasa very considerable personality in the Art-world, His geniality 
and kindliness, his generosky and bluff good humour, his simplicity 
of character and transparent ainoerity, endeared him to a vast 
circle, of whom artists formed but « smai! proportion. No one 
better than he could appreciate what is fing art, whether in painting, 
poetry, or other of its manifestations, for be had taate and the true 
critical faculty, and he applied that faculty with ea shrewdness 
and a humour that made him one of the most delightful of 
companions The son of a highly distinguished Anglo. 
Indian, the brother of Sir Henry Prinsep and General Arthu: 
Prinsep,be was brought up ina refined and bospitalale circle frequented 

the leading statesmen, poets, and artists of the day, as well as by 
the higher ranks of Society. From Mr. G. F. Watts, who wasalsu 
aninmate of Little Holland House, he leamed his art, proceeding to 
Parls to mtudy in the studio of Gleyre, with the companionship of 
Da Maurier, Sir Edward Poynter and others of that perfed, and 
thence to Rume to complete his artistic education.” The 
friend of Rossctth and Wiliam Morris, Leighton and 
Millais, Tennyson and Browning, Burne-Jones and Mr 
Swinburne, and other giants of his day, be steeped 
himeelf in poctry anc Jearned to think for himuelf 
in. matters of Act, and he would fight as fear- 
lemsly for his opinions, as in his hot youth he would 
fight with his fiste the first comer as big as himself, all io 
the way of good-fallowship, In 1854 he first made 
Millais’ acquaintance, then Leighton’s, and efier he had, 
at the dictation of Rossetti and William Morris, 
helped to decornte the Union Hall in Oxford, he 
uxbibited, in 1862, his first pleture at the Royal 
Academy. Since that-dnte be never missed « year, and 
although be did aot fully carry out (o the ond the 
pronase of his earlier years, he did well in the 115 
pictures he contributed to ite walls, His portraits of 
General Charles Gardon, Lord Lawrence, Mr. Joho 
Hare, and Mra. Kendo, are typical of his work; and 
his most striking pictures include the fine “Linen 
Gutherers," the vast **Proclaination of Queen Viclorin ax 
Empress of India,” painted os a gift from the peaple 
of India for Her Majemy—{it now betongs tu the King) 
—“' Hone from the jag,” “At theGokden Gate,” 
“+ Lady Teaglo,” “A Veraailies,” and numerous pictures 
of Indian, Italian, and English scenes. Ide loved colour, 
and his drawing, fostered by his Pre-Raphaelite training, 
was usually eaceliunt. He joined Mr, Watts an artist 
in Slr Charkes Newton's expedition for the discovery of 
Halicarnasmus, and saw life in other parts of the globe. 
He loved the drama, and contribut.d two clewer /evers aie 
rideaw to the stage. He loved literature, and contributed 
a couple of clever novela to our store, He ioved soldier. 
ing and patriotism, and helped as part founder tocontribute 
the Artists’ Corps to oer forces of defence. Of thie regi- 
meat be was Major, and had been awarded the V.D. He 
wasan able becturer and writer and a genuine friend of 
the young artist ; and he stood for reform. He hated pre- 
judioe, affectation, aod cant, and his forthright honesty 
wen as delightful as it was unequivocel. He was essentially 
a ** good fellow ” and a fin fellow, and he will Le greatly 
mined.

Few men have led a more active and varied career than has 
Major Grifhths, and few have come into contact with 2 more 
heterogeneous collection of humanity. He ix a man of many 
parts, and would have succeeded in other walke of life than 
that which he adopted. Belore becoming 1» prison official, 
aul one of the greatest authorities on criminology, he dis- 
tinguixhed himself ax a gallant and painstaking soldier, whilst 
in the arts of peace his paintings have been exhibited on 
the walls of the Royal Academy, and his books, both of 
fact and fiction, are well known wherever the English language 
is spoken, Major Griffiths took to soldiering as naturatly 
aso duck takes to water. Born in an Indian garrison, his 
father, grandfather, and host of retntives were soldiers. During 
the Crimean War he was gazetted to the 63rd West Suffolk 
Regiment. His father had promised his mother that, if he 
could manage it, their son would not be gazetted to a regiment 
in the Crimea, but young Griffiths had other vicws, and 
paid a surreptitious visit to the Horse Guards, where he

him that he should be sent ont to the front, and before he 
was sixteen we find him in the trenches befire Sebastopol.

But it was not as a soldier that the weiter became known 
to the British public, so we must pass over this part of his 
career. In 1864 he was appointed Brigade-Major at Gibralar, 
where ite soon became Lord Airey's right-hand man. “Plve 
ears later there was trouble at the convict prison, the governor 
having broken down through nervous prostration, and Airey 
thought Griffiths was the man to put things straight.

convict priso depuly-governor, Here the discipline was very 
wrict, He says, ‘The severe discipline, even to one trained to 


see it enforced strictly, eemed to me to go too far and to verge 
upon cruelty; punishment was inflicted continually on the same 
offenders, who only grew more hardened and recklessly defiant.” 
Major Griffiths was always a humane governor, and he has 
done much for the amelioration of the prisoners’ lot, includ- 
ing the shortening of the term of solitary confinement, which 
is the first and most dreaded part of « criminal’s punish- 
ment: The next move was to Millbank, where the author 
was Governor. In the chapter on this prison we are intro- 
duced to some of the most notorious criminals of modern 
dimes, bat, unfortunately, the Hmits of our apace do not allow 
of our enlarging on their varions crimes. Crime is always inter- 
esting, and {n this volume Major Griffiths tells the stories of the 
lives of many murderers, thieves, forgers, etc., together with tales of 
escape, and attempted escapes. Although his life has been parsed 
in looking after criminals, the Major has never once attenced an 
execution, and never wants to. The great work of his life was 
the superintendence of the building of the prison of Wormwood! 
Serubbs, where his great knowledge materially assisted the 
authorities in constructing the model prison of the world. Asan 
inxpector of prisons, he visited practically every establishment of 
the kind in England, and was instrumental in taking them ont of 
the hands of local authorities and placing them all under one head. 
He was also actively concerned in the system of identifying 
criminals by finger-prints.

(athe Dual inentary institutions were all very well for the 
Monarchy phleymatic proples of the North, but that they 
were totally unsuited to the more fiery tempera- 
Ineut of the svuthem nations, Even the late Lord Salisbury, 
wo his venuarkable Quarterly Review essays, which are shortly 
to be piten to the world, echoed this view with characteristic 
insistence and conviction, The spread of Partiamentary 
obstuction during the last two decades has, to some extent, 
JtsUtied this antiyue opinion, In Austria-Hungary, however, 
where Parhamentarisin has almost reached its déédrle, the 
fault does not lie wholly with the defects of a mercurial nation- 
ality. Tt ig a mere coincidence that both Austria and 
Hungary are convulsed by Parliamentary crises, for although 
the pernicious example of one country necessarily reacts on 
the other, the fundamental causes are in each case of a 
distinct kind, ‘Thus, while in Hungary the Castlereagh 
doctrine would no doubt apply, ia Austria it would find itself 
Parlia- 
mentary paralysis in Austria arises, not from the defects of a 
homogencous nationality, but from the conflict of two nationa- 
lities, the more cuttivated of which is in a minority. If we 
could imagine a Parliament in Westminster with a maj 
returned by seventeenth-century Irishmen and a minority 
representing nineteenth-century Englishmen, we should 
obtain a picture of the bitter conflict of passions which 
distracts {he Reichsrath in Vienna The Parliamentary 
problems in the Dual Monarchy have heen brought promi- 
nenily before the European public daring the past week 
by the so-called coup Peta? of the Hungarian Premier, Count 
Stefan Tisza. ‘To English people this comp a'far is nothing 
very terrible, seeing that it consists only in the introduction 
of the guillotine system of curtailing needless debates which 
has heen in operation in our own Parliament for some 
years, On the Continent, however, devices of this kind, 
which seem to make for tyranny i some form or other, 
are regarded as revolutionary, and Count lisza is accord- 
ingly being denounced from end to emt of Hu igary 
aga sort of Straffor.t. ‘The truth, of course, is, as the Count 
himself has declared, that cither obstruction must be stopped 
or Parliamentary institutions will ceas+ to exist, and hence 
his guillotine is really a safeguard for popular rights. How 
true this contention is may ensily be seen bya cursary glance 
at the proceedings of the sister Parliament in Vienna during 
the last few years, There obstiuction has on more than one 
occasion completely paralysed the work of Parliament, and 
since there was no guillotine to biing the minority to its 
senses, the only alternative was to shut up the House and 
place all the powers of government in the hands of the 
Emperor, Thus the claim of the obstructiouists for 
untinited freedom of speech leads straight anc irresistibly 
to on far more permanent gag than the Closure — in 
aword to Absolutisn. It will be interesting to note how the 
Migynrs take the public-spirited and courageous action of 
Count Tisza, They are a sensible, if somewhat flighty, 
people, and it is possible that they will support the Premier, 
On the other hand, it is not to be forget eu that when a 
similar coup drat was carried out in Vienna by the 
so-called Lex Fatken-hayn six years ago the malcon- 
tents of the Reichsrath managed very svon to compel the 
Government to beat a retréat. The worst of these con- 
flict, in both Austria and Hungary is that their evil effects 
are not lnealised, Far and wide they help to discredit Parla 
Meharry stitutions and to strengthen U:e aew school of Philo- 
sophic Reaction whitch is beginuing to sit at the fuetstool of MM.

authorities, The result would bein a few years that a very 
large proportion of the total population would be permanently 
dependent upon the local authorities fur employment. Yet 
everybody kinws that employment provided under such con- 
ditions must be less economical and efficient than employment 
provided under the ordinary conditions of industry, lt was 
& realization of this danger by practical experience that 
induced our grandfathers in 1834 to reform the old Poor 
Law, and to insist that relief should not be given by the 
State except on conditions which made it disagreeable to 
the recipient. He lost bis vote and he subjected himectf to 
a certain amount of ignominy. A new school has arisen which 
regards these conditions as cold-hearted and cruel; but we 
have to consider not merely the immediate effect of any given 
regulation, but what the ultimate effect is likely to be. The 
experience of the nation before 1834 proved conclusively that 
if poor relief were given liberally and without safeguards the 
pepulation became pauperized, and poverty was intensified 
inatead of being diminished. The Committee of the Charity 
Organization Society, therefore, express grave doubts as to the 
wisdom of relaxing any further the present Poor Law 
administration, and still more as to the wisdom of the pro- 
posed scheme for empowering District Councils themselves to 
undertake :he provision of employment apart from the action 
of the Boards of Guardians. It is the duty of municipal 
authorities to administer the funds of the municipality they 
contro] in the most economical manner pnssible, and with 
that object in view they must seek the best labour they 
can obtain. If, instead of doing this, they start upon the 
principle of making work for the unemployed, their expenses 
will be enormously increased, rates will rise in proportion, 
and many men who were previously just keepiny their heads 
above water will be thrown out of work or thrown into 
bankruptcy, 
Lord Kitchener's scheme fot te-arranging His 
Indian Army Majesty’s splendid forces in India correspo.ds 
Reorgantsae in its main outlines with the forecast we lately 
tlon ventured. The fundamental principle kept in 
view throughout is to place troops where they 
are most likely to be wanted, instead of proportioning their 
strength to area, irrespective of geographical position. 
When England and France were desperately struggliny for 
supremacy in Hindostan, their maritime fighting power was 
about equal. There was both sense and reason, consequently, 
in concentrating a powerful British force in the Southern 
portion of the Peninsula, to resist French encroachments, 
But there being no longer the least danger of maritime 
attack on Madras, whereas there may be some risk of an 
attempt to invade India from the North, Lord Kitchener 
re-adapts aur defensive machinery to the change of strate- 
gical conditions. His scheme goes farther than that, 
however. Foresceing that tapidity of concentration on 
the frontier would be of vital importance were an invasion 
in force threatened, he proposes to make each unit 
of conmand sele-dependent to a very large extent, Hut 
to enable this plan to be carried out many new military 
stations will have to be brouzht into being, while a still larger 
nuniber will he left, hke deserted Kurnaul, to be garrisoned 
by jackals, hyenas, kites, and bats. Happily, the owners

All know, of 
course, that Red Cross organisations, whatever their titles, 
uudettake the alleviation of suffering among soldiers and 
sailors consequent on war. }t is equally well known that they 
discharge this duty to humanity with splendid self-abneza- 
tion and with ever-increasing efficiency, But whereas our 
foreign competitors in this field of humane endeavour always 
keep the central organisation in good working order, ready to 
start at any instant, it is our practice to postpone effective 
centralisation until war breaks out. The result is, of course, 
scrious delay in making use of the kindly offera of personal 
assistance and of monetary help which invariably flow in at 
the first ratde of the drum. Asa considerable sum will be 
required to make good this deficiency in the British Red 
Cross machinery, the national thanks are due to Queen 
Alexandra for authorising Lord Knutsford and the Council

THE KING OF 


The Bonal Visit 


So far asthe British Court is concerned, the visit of the King 
tnd Queen of Portugal ended officially on Monday, when they lett 
Windsor (or Derbyshire. However, their Majesties remain a little 
longer in England, so if they should be in town between their 


various country visits they will stay at Buckingham Palace. To 
return to their doings of last week, the visit to the City proverl a 
moat brilliant success in every respect except the weather. London 


welcomed the Royal guesta with the traditional fog, but flags and 
decorations showed brightly through the haze, and crowds came out 
tonec the Royal progress in apite of climatic limdvantages. The Royal 
visitors (henuselves cheerfully drove in an opencarriage and stopped at 
two points to receive addresses—from Westminster and Marylebone, 
that from Paddington having been presented at the station. The 
Guildhall was brightly lighted, the whole scene looking more like 
an evening than a day teception, save for the ladies’ dreasce. The 
welcoine followed the time-honoured programme of City visite— 
reception by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress at the door of the 
Guildhall, procession to the Library for the presentation of the 
address and ite golden casket, and, finally, the luncheon in the 
Guildhall, with all it brilliant adjuncts of City plate, lovely flowers, 
and many uniforms, Queen Amélie, in eau-de. Mal, with a white hat, 
was sitting on the Lord Mayor'sright, King Carlos took in the Lady 
Mayoress, and the Prince af Wales cacotted the Princess, who

A Beteran Phpsicist 


The celebrated German physicist, Geh Rat Prof. Dr. Georg 


Hermann Quincke, D.C.L. (Oxon), LL.D. (Cambridge and 
Glasgow), FRS., &e., celebrated the seventicth anniversary 
of his birthday last Saturday. The oppurtumty was seized 
by physicists of all nationalities as a ting opportun ty for 
showing their very high appreciation of one who has devoted 
his life to 0 Jong and uninterrupted series of important investigations 
in physical science. A large and handsome album containing the 
autograph photographs of leading physicists living in all patis of the 
world wax prevented to Profesaur Quincke. Among the English 
physicists and personal friends who have contributed photogcaphs 
arc Lord Kelvin, Lord Raylel,h, Sir W. Huggins, Sir H. E. 
Roscoe, Professor J. J. Thomuson, Sir W. Ramsay, Sir N. Lockyer, 
Sir A. Ricker, Sir O. Lodge, and many others, Professor 
Quincke was born at Frankfort, A.O., on November 19, 1834. 
From 1857-58 he studicd at the Urdverstties of Rerlin, 
Konigsberger and Heidelberg, and graduated Dr. Phil, at 
Berlin in 1858. In 1859 he was appointed a Lecturer on Physics 
at Berlin University, and Professor extracrdinarins In 1865, Frow 
1860-72 he was also a professor in the Berlin Gewerde dca ‘emis. 
In 1873 he was clected Professor rdinarius (o the University of 
Wurzburg, which post, however, he resigned three years Inter when 
clected to his ptesont position ax Kirchutl's successor to the Physics 
Chair of Heidelberg University.

Within the last few years, circumstances having further 
, he has found himself in tho unfortunate position 
of having little to do, and with little money to live upan, 
Many of the companies in which he was interested asa 
director have ceasod to exist, and no new concerns of the 
sort have been formed to take their place. Besides, the 
mere West End director is no longer ao sought after by 
the company promoters ashe wax, Bunines in the Stock 
Exchange has been alraost at « standatill, and there have 
been few commissions to earn. Therefore, the ordinary 
West End man passes his days and nighis in the 
card-room at ihe club, or at the house of a friend, 
playing at bridge, not principally to occupy his time, 
but (o make money te live upon. Gambling, therefore, 
is fast becoming generally not an ainuscment but a 
business, and that in the most regrettable feature of 
the * bridge craze” of the moment. The gambler 
was his worst cnemy; it was a passion, however, 
which was accompanied by some magnificent qualities, such as 
coolness, disregard of pounds, xhillings and pence for their own 
sake, and great generosity.

Goverument. ‘The Constitution which owed so much to the 


laberal statesimanship of Lons Melikoff, Milyutin, and 
Abaza, and to the generous sympathies of the Princess 
Dolyornuki, was drafted. Itis even said that it was signed. 
hejguiedlly true i it that the new ‘Tzar destroyed the project, and 
under the sinister mfluence of Pobiedonoszeff turned the helm 
of State onee more in the direction of Reaction. All this, 
however, did not necessarily mean that Constitutionalism 
had become a lost cause. As a matter of fact, the construc- 
hve statesinanship of Alexander J1. had laid its foundations 
far too deeply and solidby in’ Russian life to be easily turned 
from its natal developinent. The superstructure might be 
arrested and even parlly dismantled, but the foundations 
remained, and unless some means were found of utterly: 
destroying them, a final return to a completely centralised 
Atntocracy was unposstbte, How true this is has been ex- 
emplified during the fast fortnight by the meeting of 
delegates of the Zenstves, or Provincial Assemblies, whicli 
hits been held in St. Petershury and which has resulted 
remarkable Petition of Rights, But for the Tsar 
Alevander IL, this meeting could never have been held, 
for it was due to his Liberal plans that the Zemstvon were 
created just forty years ayo, and that thus the seed was sown for 
that wider self-government in which the hopes of the Russian 
nation are ow centred. Ever since the accession to the 
throne of the late ‘Tsar, Reactionary statesmen have recog- 
mised) that if Autecrary was to be saved the Zemstves 
must be pot rid of. Henee the history of Russia during 
the Inst twenty years has been one long record ef a duel 
to the death between the Ministry of the Interior and 
the Provincial Assemblies, No man recognised more 
clearly and more pitilessly the necessity of crushing the 
Zemstvos than the Inte M. de Plehve, and it was with him 
that the failure of the Central Government to deal effectively 
with them reached its climax. ‘The summoning of an 
Assembly of Zemstvo delegates to St. Petersburg, which the 
Tsar Alexander I]. had contemplated as a prelude to the 
predamation of a Constitninn, was consequently a logical 
cotollary of the tragical collapse of M. de I'Iehve's policy. 
That ithas not been frankly accepted in St. Petersburg is 
truc, but, nevertheless, its mecting constitutes a long step in 
advance. Jt iy a tacit recognition that the Reforms of 
1864 cau never be undone, and that a generation brought up 
in an atmosphere of idexs uf local self-government can never 
be mace to retrace its steps. Once the full magnitude of this 
truth dawns upon responsible mon in Russia, the cause of 
Constinitionalism will be safe, for the appetite for self-govern-

The has been strongly urging in the 7smes the 
Importance importance of more systematic teaching of 
ol Geography geography in our public schools and universities. 
With the general position he takes up almost 

universal sympathy will be felt. It is of the utmost 
Importance that a knowledge of geography should form part 
af the general education af a people whose commerce covers 
the world, and who have political relations in all parts of 
the globe. Hitherto, however, very little has been done 
towards treating geography as a separate branch of 
study. In public schools the subject is pushed on one 
side to be taught in odd half-hours, and then, as a 
rule, to he taught in a manner which makes it impossible 
either for the student to feel any interest in the subject, or to 
remember any part of what he is taught. The remedy sug- 
gested by Sir Clements Markham is that geography should 
he mude one of the subjects in the Civil Service examinations 
and in the examinations for the Anny, and should be assigned 
an adequate number of marks. This, no doubt, would have 
an appreciable effect upon the importance attached to 
veogeaphy in public schuols ; but we think that the Royal 
Geographical Society would be wixe to try and educate public 
opinion before preaching to Government Departments. 
The latter are almost certain to wike the view—as, indeed, 
to some extent they have already done—that they cannot 
move much in advance of the public schools and universities. 
so fat, more has been done by the universities than by any 
other bodies. Readerships have been established both at 
Oyford and Cambridge, with the assistance of funds supplied 
by the Royal Geographical Society; but Sir Clements 
Mukham does not state to what extent the readerships 


fetes been utilise] by underzraduates. It may be suggested 
that possibly the best way to popularise geography with the 
general mass of boys and girls is to insist that it shall always 
be taught simultaneously with history. At present the two 
are often treated separately, with the result that both suffer. 
‘The student of history cannot understand the events he reads 
about unless he simultaneously studies the geography of the 
countries concerned. In the same way mere geographical 
facts make lite impression upon the mind unless they are 
connected with historical events, 


By a singularly happy coincidence, Lord Curxon’s 
embarkation for the scene of his splendid Vice- 
The Misaloa reyal achievements almost exactly synchronised 
to Kabul with the despatch of a British diplomatic mission 
to Kabul. We call the coincidence happy 
because of Lord Curzon’s former personal 
intimacy with the Ameer and with his strong-handed, strong- 
willed father, That factor always tells for much in the East 
whenever there has been any chafing, and it may not be 
denied that some has existed between India and Afghanistan 
almost ever since the present Ameer’s accession to the throne. 
The groove which had fitted the father while struggiing to 
make his dynasty secure did not equally well suit the 
gon when that cardinal object had been attained. Lord 
Curzon also recognised, before he came home, that Indo- 
Afghan relations were slipping out of year, and it is an open 
secret that the Viceroy more than once proposed a meeting 
between himself and Habibullah Khan for the transaction of 
confidential! business, Unfortunately, circumstances rendered 
that method of removing difficulties impracticable, while, 
since it was abandoned, other complications have come into 
being. Hut there is not, and never has been, any 
serious tension between the neighbouring Powers, and we 
make bold to predict that when Lord Curzon is visited 
by the Ameer’s eldest son and heir, the Bntish Envoy 
at Kabul will have put everything in train for a really good 
understanding on every disputatious issue. There must be 
uo attempt, covert or open, to infringe on Afghan inde- 
pendence in the slightest degree; the Ameer is almost 
morbidly sensitive on that point, and that is the chiet reason 
why he sets his face against the permanent residence of any 
British official at his Court. 


Once more the Egyptian Budget indicates in- 
creasing prosperity in the nearly ruined country 
which England rescued from bankruptcy. In 
spite of repeated remissions of taxation, the 
revenuc now amotints to over twelve and a half 
millions sterling, while the expenditure has been 
go economically checked that a surplus of half a million is 
in hand. But there has been—and this is the best feature 
of all—no stinting of outlay on reproductive works and 
educational improvements. On the contrary, they have 
absorbed a much larger sum than could be spared 
before the Anglo-French concordat enabled the Cairo 
Government to make free use of the fund created by debt 
conversions. The Soudan also receives a rather larger 
mensure of agsistance from its Motherland, but we 
should be well pleased to see a still larger amount find 
its way to Khartoum. There are endless openings in the 
enurmous territory for the profitable spending of moncy, 
though European capital fights shy ofa country which gave 
birth to that evil portent, Mahdism. Still it can hardly be a 
very long time before the wonderful resources of the Soudan, 
agricultural and mineral, attract some of those enterprising 
speculators whd are always on the look out for “good 
things,” and although their assistance may not be altogether 
desirable in itself, it will give the unhappy land bold adver- 
tiyement as a possible Tom Tiddler’s country.

The Grand Bukes of Russia

Rossia hax no statesman worthy the name, The heads of 
her Departments are merely glorified clerkx. Take Count 
Lamsdorf, for instance. At the time of the Malacca Incident he 
was driven from the pillar of Admiralty arrogance to the post of 
Grand Ducal dictation, During the Inst generation M. Witte 
alone has had the courage of his convictions and has asserie:! bim- 
self in the teath of Court influence, aristocratic intrigue, ax! finan- 
cial chicancry. 

From the outset he was radically opposed to the Manchurian 
Expansionist Policy. He foresaw the complications which have 
Dow come toe climax. But he fell, And why? Lecaumr the 
Grand Ducal party, as it is commonly called, was againat him, 
His most resolute and Litter opponent was the Grand Duke 
Alexander Michaelovitch, the Tear’s brother-in-law, whose connec: 
lion with the Yalu Timber Company and other Manchurian 
enterprises has been largely responsible for the present war 
The younger son of a younger son, the Grand Duke Alexancler is 
a comparatively poor man. Ele hn« no extates to apeak of, and 
whin M, Berobragoff, the Cecil Rhodes of Manchuria, dangled 
before his eyes the bait of a fabulona fortune, he did not hesitate to 
identify himeclf with an undertaking which has already acquired 
historical notoriety, 

The Grand Duke Alexander's infloetice with the Tsar is pera 
mount. His counsel ix strengthened and con- 
firmed hy his wife, the Grand Duchews Xenia, the 
Tsar's elder and favourite sister. She is devoled 
to her husband, and beth in temperament and 
Manner bears great resemblance to the Tea. 
fi would be unjust to deny the Grand Duke 
Alexander the virtucof patriotism, Heis Man Stavist 
to the core—a patrlot a fa Russe—which implien

dislike for England ix not far removed fron pleleian 
Anglophobia. fl 1s even said that, although hix 
children were taught English by their governess, 
they were not allowed to reply to her in that 
language. To sum up the Grand Duke's character, 
he may be dexctibed ax an ardent Nationalist of 
medivere ability, with a highly developed strain 
of the company promoter. As President of the 
directorate of the Black Sca Voluntecr Fleet, he 
stoutly upheld the amiable sophistricn of thowe 
genial frcebooters, and, in consequence, came la 
loggerheads with the Taar’s uncle, the Grand Duke 
Alexis, High Admiral of the Fleet. The latter. ix 
an easy-going, good-natured bachelor, whose politi- 
cal philosophy may be epitomized in the words 
“ anything for n quiet life.” He is an ardent lover 
of the fine arte in general, and, in particular, iy an 
earnest student of the Ballet. Jn this pursuit hie 


generosity is proverbinl, and in a laty instance 
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i rs as 
he made no practical effort to prevent it, It 


came ax something of o surprise that the Grand 
Duke Alexis should have cast aside his wanted 
apathy when the Malacca affair was attaining 
critical dimensions © Without his support there 
{y little doubt that the pacific party, headed by 
., the Foreign Office, would have been overruled by 
the Grand Duke Alexander and the inevitably 
truculent and bellicuse chiefs of the Adiniralty. 
Much covert blame has been imputed to the 
(rand Dake Alexis in connection with the defec- 
tive conditiun of the Rusian Navy. He has been 
held responsible for the poor equipment of the shipa, 
their inferiar armament, and their incompetent 
manning. In point of fact, the resources and 
material at his disposal were altogether inadequate, 
and he was constitutionally ineapable of the 
phenomenal initiative required to gaivanive the 
medizval inertia of Russia into repugnition of 
modern necesaities. The Grand Duke Serge, another 
uncle of the Tsar's, is a man of totally different 
calibre. He belongs, rather, to the hectoring type

of Prussian militarism, stern and pitiless to the te of tyranny 
and inhumanity, He iz known as one of the pelvcipal Jew haters 
and balters in Ramis. He is the military governor of Moscow, 
and to this day conforming Jews, even the most wealthy, are not 
allowed to sicep a night within the oonfines of the city, Of all the 
Tear's family the Grand Duke Serge is probably the moat uncom- 
promising uphokier of autocracy. The present system of govern- 
ment has little to fear from the moujil (peasant) element, which 
is crasaly doll and unenterprising, with few natural gifts save the 
capacity for suffering and illimitable endurance. 

An unbeidgable guif divides the ‘ people” from the ‘other 
people,” as Sir William Harcourt once described the governing 
claves of England. The moujik may therefore be ignored, and 
men of the stamp of the Grand Duke Senge are at liberty to 
expend their relentless energies on the suppression of the only 
intelligent, and therefore dangerous, section of the lower orders, 
the Semitic. The Grand Duke Serge owes some of his influence 
with his nephew the Tsar to the fact that his wife, sé Princess 
Elizabeth of Hesac, is an elder sister of the Tasritsa. 

The Grand Duke Viadimir, alao an uncte of the Tsar's, is 
perinanent Conmmander-In-Chief of the Russian Army. [le is 
intimately identified with the War party, alth neither expan. 
sioniat nor politician, He bas had much tedo with the management 
of the Red Cross Funds, a subject which is taboo In St, Petersburg. 
He fs aloo the father of the Grand Dukes Cyril and Borla, of whom 
the former won a medal for valour for saving his own life from the 
wreck of the Fetropaviovsk, and the lattee greatly distinguished 
himself by tis unquenchable endeavours to instrect General Kuro- 
patkin in the conduct of the Manchurian operations, They are 
both, in addition, fine, handsome young men about town, bon 
tivenrs, and, in all senses, chips of the old block. 

The Grand Duke Nicholas Nicolaievitch, who wes frequently 
mentizoed as likely to supersede Genera] Kuropatkin in the com- 
mand of the Manchurian Army, has held aloof alike from the 
worlds of intrigue and politics, He is the tallest officer in the 
Russian Army, and an excellent judge of a horse. His military 
capacity is somewhat of an unknown quantity, although he served 
as aide-de-cawp in the Russo-Turkish War. Moat of his ume is 
spent on his country estate, and he is a fair type of an English 
country gentleman of a century ago. 

The Grant Duke Constantine is the most intellectual and culti- 
vated of the Tsar'a uncles. He is a poet of considerable talent, 
an enthusiastic patron of literaturo and the drama, and has crected 
8 theatre in hiv private palace, 

Tn 2 aense, the Grand Dukes form a remarkable group of men. 
They practically control the destinies of 130,000,000 of people. 
They hear among them the burthen of a responsibility sufficient 
to appal the invat commanding genius, It is a matter of deep

rensaited on in Paris tor six mouths more, The French Ambassa- 
‘orto de Vaticun ia at present only on unlimited leave of absence, 
and the rupture, thouyh existing ae facto, does not exist de sure. 
Vhe truth probably ix that Plus X. desires to recall his representa- 
tive in Paris Yecause he showed himuelf anequal to the task imposed 
upen him. Since the outlreak of the conflict with the French 
Government, Monsignor Lorenze)li failed to grasp the real situation, 
abd hix reports to the Cardinal Secretary of State were calculated 
(a ead him astray rather than aid him in his policy. ‘The Nuncio 
seemed ta have been consistently misinformed, 


Tlie despatches to Cardinal Kampolla before, during, and after the 
voting af the laws against the Religious Orders are monuments 
ot diplomatic want of insight. At first: he represented M. 
Waldeck-Roasseau as the model of the perfect Catholic and the 
uiost tervent defender of the Orders. He declared that the Bill 
would never lw laid befure Parlawent, then that it would never be 
discussed, that it would act be voted by the Chainber of Deputies, 
that at would be rejected by the Senute, and that it passed it would 
never be put into executivo, Then he completely failed to under- 
stand the seriousnewx of the conflict with the Bishops of Leval and 
Dijon, He slid not understand Uae a fire which, al first, could be 
put out hy a bucket of water, could sssume the proportions 
of a conflagration. The truth in that Monsignor Lorenzelli 
depended for all his information on the euemies of the Kepublic, 
The Monarchist and Tniperialist partics are, of course, fervent 
Cathotica, and it wax these wefiess thut the Nuncio frequented. 
Ue was naturally inure in sympathy with then than with the 
advanced anti-Clerical Republicans, — He allowed himeelf to accep! 
heir views of the situation, and thus entircly misted the 
Cardinal Secretary of State he was supposed te inform. 





Tt in of course much more pleasnnt to take tex with a Duchess in 
the Faubourg Sainte Gerinaine than frequent the ante-chambers of 
the Ministry of Public Worship; Lut it is nut in the interests of the 
Vatican that he should do vo, Monnignor Lorenselti was the type 
ofthe modern prelate of the Papal Diplomatic Service, hatulsome, 
faultlensly attired, suave in manner, but at bottom incapable, It is 
not sufficient to wit in the boudvirs of the gruruer dames of the 
atistocraule quarter of the French capital and bewail the anti-Clerical 
spirit shown by the Government. The réé of the Papal Nuncin, 
ithe had been a man of tact and talent, might have been of the 
very Jastimportance. The representative of the Holy See is not in 
Paris to hold a su/on for the sepresentative of a past régime. Mis 
Lusiness, axa practical politician, is tu take things as he finds them, 
nnd not represent then: to his muperiors as he would hke them to be. 


So long as Cardinal Rampotle was Secretary of State there was a 
certain swite in the policy of the Vatican. His Eminence was a 
man of the world, and a man of-—for a Churchman—broad political 
views, But when Merry del Val took his place, and oarrow 
Spanish Clericalism took the place of the statesmanship of Pope 
Leo XIII. and his Secretary of State, the influence of Monsignor 
Lorengelli became disastroas for the Vatican. Cardinal Merry del 
Val was only too anxious to believe the reports of the Nuncio. 
He hoped and desired that the combined opposition would be able 
to overthrow the Combes Ministry, and to contribute to this 
result by taking up an altitude of irreconcilable opposition to the 
Cabinet. The result has been to consolidate the Republican 
majority, and now the Embassy to the Vatican has been suppressed, 
and the denunciation of the Concordat will follow. Under these 
circumstances it is not wonderful that Pius X. has decided to do 
without the services of 2 diplumatist who bas served him sy badly. 





For years past Paris has been agitating for the abolition of the 
ectryé, ox the duties levied on food, ctc., when they cnter Paris. 
Must visitors to the French capital do not notice that Paria is ® 
walled city, surrounded by a fine of frowning ramparts thirty-six 
kilométres long. As a result no one can enter the city except by 
one of the numerous gates by which the wall is pierced. This 
renders the collecting of taxes very easy, and Jt ix from this source 
that the city derives two-thirds of iis immense revenues. Every 
dozen eggs, every pound of batter, every litre of petroleam pays a 
tax before it reaches the Paris dealer. Petroleum, which costs 
thirty centimes in Neuilly, is nuld for just double inside the gates, 
and other things are in proportion, The collection of these dutics 
employs an army of 18,000 offciers d'octres, of whom 6,000 are on 
duty every eight hours, At night the fortifications are patrolled on 
their whole length Ly patrols armed with sabres and revolvers to 
prevent smugyling.  (f a smuggler can manage to hoist a barrel 
containing a hundred litres of petroleum on to the wall he hay 
cleared a net profit of thizty francs by the transaction, so that it: is 
well worth while to make the attempt. 


It stands to reason that a tax which takes 18,000 men to cullcet, 
aud one which impedes buniness in every way, is one which should 
de abolished. But the problem of what to do with this army of 
men, who are all inunicipal officials, appointed for life anu entitled 
to peusions, is difficult of solution, All the candidates for 
municipal honours promise to bring about tha abolition of the 
ortyvt, but ance they get into office their good resolutions vanish 
before the difficulties of the reform. Instead of getting rid of the 
employés of the octrof their position is petting stronger every day. 
They have just held a mass meeting tu claim an allowance for their 
uniform, a special allowance for the new summer uniform, free 
medical assistance, ananal holidays on full pay, etc, and there ix 
every chanc® that they will get them, The real truth ix that every 
French Government is alraid to touch the question, Each of the 
18,00u vfficters d’ocrres is @ voter, and has “ xisters and cousins 
and aunts,” on wham he can bring influence to bear. If any 
serious effort should be made to abolish the o¢érod they wauld be 
Upin arux, and would bowl over all the candidates whu would 
vote for the measure. If, then, the fifty odd members representing 
Parls in the Chambers were all opposed to the abolition of the 
octroé thore would be little chance of the Ral) becoming law.

Let the critical say what they will -but "a very excellent Christ- 
nuias entertainment " will be the verdict passed by the majority of 
playgoetk on the production of the Zuming of the Shrew ot 
the ADELFUT Theatre. Though it would be caxy to find fault 
with cerlain of the performers, as a whole the performance is

ime nature of the revival would do well to consider the 
nature of the play. The stury of Petruchio (why is it called 
Petrudio nt the ADELFHT ?) and Katharina iy not a serious comedy 
oma problem play. 11 ix a piece of broad humour with a sulwtratum 
of seame, and the keynote of alt the riot and revel which follows 
is struck in the rich butfoonery of the ** Iueluction,” in which Bir, 
Oncar Axthe gives an admirable rendering of the ‘‘beery” 
Christapher Sly, who wakes froma drunken slumber lo find him. 
wclf in a sunyxuous bed, with half a dozen lackeys calling 
him «My Lord.” Mr. Asche’s Petruchio is very sobust— 
perhaps a trifle too much so, He is apt to slur over the fact 
that the man is only acting a part, and is a gentleman withal ; 
but it is a study in robust humour. Miss Brayton is rather handi- 


capped by her personality, and by the fact that for playgoers of 
this generation there hax only been one Katharina, and that the 
superb performance of Mims Ada Rehan.

THE COUNTRY COTTAGE 

The deputation to Mr. Long has laid before the Government the 
grievances of would-be builders of country cottages, and the Local 
Government Board have in effect replied that they can make good 
by-lawa, but cannot prevail upon local Cognails to adopt them, The 
proposal to use compulsion is open to the objection that tha aim of 
the hour is not to centralise bat exactly the reverse. The late 
Canun Kingsley declared plainly that local self-government meant 
the triumph of ignorance, bigotry, and corruption, bat centralised 
states like Russia and Germany are not asually held to be mere 
progressive than individualist countries like the United Kingdom 
and the United States. If rural Councils do not want cottages there 
must be a reason. This is tolerably clear in the fact that if you 
introduce ten cottages into a parish the averages show that one will 
alwnys come on the rates and that in a bad winter three will, If 
the coat of the poor were made imperial there would be no obatackes 
lo the building of poor men’s homes, but then there would be no 
economy exercised in the local expenditure on relief, There is 
another consideration. AH the up-to-date plana for cheap 
cottages depend on material sent down from London and other hig 
centres, x that there ix no local profit on bricks and mortar, 
carpentry work and the like. The old system of bigger farmhoures 
and the labourers living and boarding at the farm was, in many 
rerpects, the best, ax it was the most genial, and prevented the 
extreme loneliness of cottage Hfe. But the modern farmer does not 
care to ait with his men, and the labourers hate the restriction on 
their liberty which is involved by being under another man's zoof,

show that the level of agricultural wages is lower than it was a year 
ago, The fall averages about £2 for the balf-yearly Wiring, 1A 
for n year.

The resolutions passed by the Boer Congress at 
Brandfort have been received with a good deal 
The focr of unreasonable impatience by Jingo writers 
Grievances who see “strange plots of dire revenge” in every 
echo of racial grievance heard within the nar- 
rowing circle of the Boer irreconcilables. As 
a mater of fact the ventilation of these grievances 
at the present time, when representative government 
tn the fullest meaning of the term does not exist, 1s 0 
disGinet gain to the cause of {nw and order. Either 
these grievances are imaginary or they are real. In 
the one case their public formulation affords the Government 
an opportunity of refuting them with a maximum of effective- 
ness; in the other a not less welcome opportunity is given 
for inquizing inta them and remedying them. Imaginary 
xtievances do not flourish in the light of day. It is only when 
they are whispered and bronded over beyond the reach of 
confutation that they become dangerous. At Brandfort 
the Hoers have brought their grievances to the test of 
public examination, The result seems to us by no means 
unsatisfactory. We ate, indeed, struck by the weakness 
of the indictment which all the elements of inevitable 
discontent und invincible hostility have been able to 
draft. The chief counts relate to Compensation and Edu- 
cation, On hoth the case is as feeble in substance as 
it is truculent in tone. There have been, no doubt, short 
comings in the wark af cumpensation and repatriation, but 
the Governinent are ready to consider and redress all legiti- 
mate grievances if they are brought to their notice, and it is 
notorious that the real sufferers are not represented by the 
Brandfort Conference, The statement that a large purtion of 
the £3,000,000 allotted 19 compensation has been wasted in 
administrative expenses is simply untrue, and by repeating it 
the Boer Congress have only given the Government another 
opportunity of nailing it to the counter, The insinuation 
conveyed in the hectoring demand for accounts is not less 
ineffective, for these accounts will be published as soon 
as the Central Judicial Committee has concluded its labours. 
The denunciation of the Education policy of the Govern. 
ment is eves more ridiculous, It is sufficiently refuted 
by the fact that the attendance at the State Schouls in the 
Orange River Colony is half ag much again as it was before 
the war, while only a dwindling handful of pupils flock to the 
Afrikander Schools, As for the rensining demands, 
some are obviously impracticable, while others will be 
Kranted in due season, Responsible government vill 
certainly be conferred on the Colonies as soon as the 
Imperial authorities are convinced that the privilege will 
not be abused. The foundations, however, must be solidly 
laid first. Meanwhile these Doer Congresses are doing 
useful work, inasmuch as they must tend to discredit the 
very men whose mischievous influence it is the object of 
every well-wisher of South Africa to diminish. 





The difficulty in which England has been 

involved over the question of the supply of 

‘The Treubtes coal io the Russian flect is typical of the 
ofaNewtral troubles that beset neutral Powers in all wars, 
Those troubles have existed for many centuries, 

and attempts have been constantly made by one 

Power or another to define the respective rights of neutrals 
und of belligerents, Sometimes these attempts have been 
partially successful, and treaties have been drawn up 
formally laying down definite principles of international law 
for the guidance of neutrals and belligerents respectively, 
Where such definite principles exist, most Powers are 
willing to give efiect to them, but there remains a large 
area of the relations between neutrals and belligerents which 
is not covered by these formally established principles, 
In such cases the Powers affected can only be guided by the 
text-books of international law and by the decisions given in 
various Prize Courts. These text-books have, however, 
no binding authority, nor have the decisions of the Prize 
Courts of one Power necessarily any weight in determining 
the decisions of the Prize Courts of another Power. A 
Russian Court may decide that coal is always contraband, 
and a French or a British Court may decide in the 
opposite sense, What is obviously wanted is the creation 
of some Intemational Court to act as a Court of 
Appeal from the Prize Courts of the different Powers, 
It ought to be possible to evolve such a Court out of the 
tribunal created by The Hague Conference. The duties of 
this Court would be in many ways different from the duties of 
the existing Hague Tribunal, The Court would not have to 
deat with questions at issue between one Power and another, 
hut with questions in which the contending parties would, « 
generally speaking, be individual citizens of different countries. 


On the one side, to take a normal case, would be the owner 
of a ship that had been captured, on the other side would be 
the naval officer who had captured the ship. Each would 
present his case to this International Court, and the decisions 
of the Court would be final. Such a tribunal would gradually 
create a body of international law of universal obligation, and 
thus relieve the world of many of the difficulties that at 
present perplex both neutrals and belligerents. 





Although matters economic had been steadily 
improving in Lancashire from the happy day 
The Cotton when the gredt speculative boom in cotton broke 
‘stamp’ down, there was a feeling of uncertainty in the 
industrial air lest the speculating “ring” should 
again corner the market. That danger appears 
to have vanished ; the boom has now given place toa slump 
of such magnitude as would tax a mutti-millionaire to deal 
with successfully. The crop, instead of falling largely short 
of theannual average, proves to beexceptionally abundant, and 
the demand on the other side of the Atlantic being compara- 
tively slack, the County Palatine can obtain all it requires at 
prices allowing a good margin for profit. It is to be greatly 
hoped, all the same, that there will be no slackening of the 
effort to promote cotton cultivation within the British Empire. 
‘There is no other practicable method of insuring, Lancashire 
against such prolonged misery as the gamblers inflicted on 
its hetpless population during the first half of the current 
year. ‘The mill-hands and their hardly hit employers deserve 
the highest praise for the splendid hardihood with which 
they respectively faced starvation or ruin. But one experience 
of that sort is more than enough for a lifetime, and every 
endeavour should he made to prepare a “ hot corner” for any 
future plunging “ Napoleon of speculation,” 





As 1904 draws to a close, it becomes increas- 
ingly manitest that the Volunteer force, as we 
Volunteer have known it, is in course of disappearance. 
Shrinkage With a few exceptions, battalions have again 
lost in numerical strength, and, unhappily, there 
seems only too much likelihood that the 
exodus will assume still larger propartions next year. 
The chief grievance among the rank and file is that 
the War Office asks too much from them—too much, 
that is, from the standpoint of the human Ego. 
‘They are quite willing, as they have proved, to 
sacrifice some of their leisure to the requirements of 
patriotic obliation, but they are not willing to sacrifice it 
altogether, ‘The young man who only gets away from 
business for a fortnight every year--bank clerks, who are 
among the best recruits fur the Volunteers, have no more— 
naturally desire to cram into the too brief period as much 
personal enjoyment as can be managed. Military training at 
some great camp does not appeal to them as quite an ideal 
method of holiday-making, and when that is made compulsory, 
they yet out of the difficulty by resigning. It is perfectly true, 
of course, that the force collectively could stand a considerable 
ineasure of “ weeding out,” and that it would be much improved 
in military efficiency by the process. But he would be a mala- 
droit gardener who dug up flowers and weeds indiscriminately, 
‘That is precisely the pass to which the Citizen Army is 
rapidly travelling ; the best men are leaving quite as freely 
as the “hard bargains,”

Leleure success to the kindly philanthropic society which 
undertakes to look after their moral welfare. 

There is no section of the working community more sub- 
jected to vicious temptation, in one form or another, than 
these toilers, So far as work gocs, their conduct is 
beyond cavil as a rule, except, perhaps, for a tendency to 
insubordination when spoken to roughly. But the hour of 
temptation comes when the factory closes its doors for the 
day, and all on the premises are free to do as they please 
until the re-opening next morning. There are some—only a 
few, it is to be feared—who have comfortable, bright homes 
to provide for their social requirements. But in the large 
majority of cases, the factory lass is “on her own,” as she 
styles personal independence, and has almost forgotten the 
gentle pleasures of domesticity. She comea from the same 
stratum that furnishes domestic servants, and ladies who 
have large households to govern do not need to be told what 
would be sure to happen were the “young persons” 
in their employ given “the key of the street” every 
night, week in and week out, As Sir H. Seton-Karr 
remarked at the annual meeting of the society above- 
mentioned, the rescue of these light-hearted lnstes is beyond 
Parliamentary cognisance; and it is true philanthropic 
endeavour to attempt it by other than political instrumentality,

ticular.” Well, 1 am not so sure of T have bad a pretty 
good experience of London fogs from my childhood, and I Das 
think there is any phase of them with which I am moacqualnted. 
Though well aware of their disadvantages, I em by no means 
blind to their merits, Some yoara ago { wrote in the columns of 
& popular newspaper concerning ‘A Symphony in Fog.” In the - 
course of this homily I arid: ‘From « picturesque point of view, 
there is a great deal to be said in favour of fog; from a romantic 
point of view, much may be recited to ius credit, A trip from the 
Strand to Bond Street becomes a little adventore ; a voyage from 
Charing Cross to Whitehall ts in no amall degree perilous; aud he 
who would go in « hansom from Piocadilly to Kensington, might 
consider himself scarcely leas adventurous than Colonel Barnaby, 
and his excursion only second to the famous ‘Ride to Khiva.’

Tt was only on the 19th of November Inst that I called attention 
to the apathy displayed by most owners of country houses in pro- 
viding agninst the danger of fire.

Now, probubly 
all these catastrophes might have been availed by having a 
watchman, whose duty should be thoronghly to explore the 

mises during the night, apparatus for extinguishing fire always 
in readiness, and all the servants efficient in fire-drill, As a general 
rule, it would appear, aothing is kaown of the fire till it hes 
obtained a firra hold of the building, and by the time the engines 
artive—which afc often many miles distant--the case is hopeless. 


A recent Instance of the despotism of the builders of to-day 
came under my observation recently. A gigantic building 
has been for a long time past in course of construction, and, of 
course, the public pathway was abolished and a temporary and wn- 
comfortable staging was erected for the accommodation of rate- 
payers. As the building approached completion, thls wooden way 
was removed, and now mark the ingenuity of the builders. They 
speedily replaced the curb and filled up the intorvening specc 
between it and the buikding with loose earth, rubbish, and sharp- 
pointed stones, and then left it for the bong-suffering British public 
to walk upon. They were obliged to walk upon it. If they did 
not they would have hed to walk in the roar at the risk of being 
runover. After being walked upon for a fe'days the pathway 
hecame solidified and ready for the paving-stones, and the builders 
had thelr work done for nothing,

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The Mucstion of Alsace- Lorraine 


HY OR PARIS COXRESPONDENT 


The question of Alence-Lorraine and the relations of France to 
Germany is one of the most dificult inexistence. [t in rarely referred 
ta and yet it dominates the whole Enropean situation. France, 1% 
everyone krows, signed the treaty of peace it 1871 at the point of the 
bayonet, and with the firm intention of recovering one day, If 
necessary by force of arts, the provinges torn from her by the 
victoriows German. Since that slate thirty-three years have passed,anst 
Absace-Lorraine is sill ruled over bs the Kaiser. But has France 
come any nearer abandoning her claime? = This is the whole 
question, ant one Chat it is difficult to answer. [have been abroad 
seventeen yeas, ten of whieh LE dyave passed in France, five in 
crinany, and iwe years in other countries of the Continent, 1 
Have Tht dad ate opportunity ef studying the question at first 
hand, and find foam almost as embarnissed ns he first day, 
There is no doubt that the active hate of the Gaul for the Teuton 
which existed lor mauy yenrs after the war has died dawn, It 
teas this hatvedt which eaused the work of Wagner lo be boycotted 








alliance wes proclaimed, Bath of these failed to effect the object, 
but the feeling wax thererll the same. It was the desire to further 
isaiate Germany that made the French reccive King Edward 
with open arms, and brought about the reconciliaiion with 
Italy, But will France ever go to war to recover the lost 
frovincea? Frankly speaking, I don’t think she ever will, Bot 
she will never cease to stand with groundet orms, in her serricd 
millions, on the German frontier, x constant menace, till either 
the day comes when Germany will collapse under the burden of 
her armaments, or she will in despair again draw the sword on 
Franee. 1 do not think, with the gaping wound on her flank, 
with a frontier of such a kind, that is a constant menace to her 
security, that France will ever disarm or abandon her claim. Jt 
has been my privilege to follow the Grand Mancenvres of the 
French Army every ycar for the Jaut five year, Ihave been with 
those ¢rovpes @’dlite, the French Army Corps on the German 
frontier, with the Southern corps at Toulouse and Avignon, and with 
the truopa on the plain of the Beauce, that granary of France. 
Everywhere it was the same thing: one long, constant, strencous 
effort towards perfection, with the result that the Republic hes 
produced an ormy second to none in the world. It was also 
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at the Paris Opera, which prevented French artists from exhibiting 
at Berlin, and ded French actors and actresses to leave Germany 
out of their foreign tours. Bit by bit this feeling, was broken down. 
Wagner is now as popular in Pariy as in Herlin, French painters 
annually send their pictures to the German enpilal, and Sarah 
Hernhardt and other great actors and actresses have played before 
the Kaiser. The old generation, which had seen the burrors of 
war of i870, wre rapidly dythe out and being replaced by their 
children, to whom the Germans are, se te speak, only anaine. Tt 
is true that the older people have brought their ehildeen up in the 
faith | but this has, ef course, uot kept the rancour as mach alive 
As actual cuntact with the events of 1870 wax bound to do, 
Then came the famous words of Gambetta, ff fut ye perder 
fanfours mars wen parier fama’ Tow far has this been ubeyed ? 
How much of the national silence in regard to Aldace-Lortaite is 
the result of growing: indiferener, and how much is dae toa 
resvplye te bide Cheir thue in stern tacilarnity on the part of 
Frenchmen ¢ ‘There is, on the partaf a section ef the people, a 
certain amount of the former, but Eo think that, on the whole, the 
bearer fecling greatly preponderates. It is the desire to recover 
Alsace -Loretine which made the existence of a national hero like 
General Boulanger possille, and it as this feeling which caused the 
wild outhurst of papular enthusiasm when the Frauco-Russian 
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wy privilege, a matter of ten ycars ago, to failew the Grand 
Maneuver of the German Army, the First Army Corps, at 
Konigsherg. West Prussia, right up on the Russian frontier. I 
had there a curious experience, which threw a lurid light on one 
part of the Alsace-Lorraine problem. I was one day with the 
teoops in a little village called Schwams. I entered the principal 
toom of the village inn, Here T founda geoup of half a dozen 
hlue-coated Prussian dragoons, Y began to converse with the men, 
when I noticed a peculint hesitation in their speech; they seemed 
to have ditficully in expressing themaelvex, So much so, that 1 
askeel them point-blank, ‘Are you Germans?” Qae of them 
replied, ** Nein, no, I mean ja." I then begun to ace what it was, 
I said, Are you from Lorraine?” to which they replied in the 
affirmative. ‘* Then let ua apeak French” 1 proposed, and they 
hegan to speak fluently in that tongue, They told me their 
regiment, the §th Dragoons, had only arrived a few days before to 
take up its garrison in Prussia. While we were speaking a 
Wacktnetster, ot quartermaster-aergeant, came into the room. 
“Wer sprickt Fransosisch dat" was his harsh queation as soon as 
he heard the French, ‘+I am, Herr Wachtmelaer” was my reply. 
On this he apologised for his interruption and explained to me thar 
itwas forbidden for the men to speak French; bat, he added, as 
long as [ spoke to them they have, of course, the right to do so,

When they were gone I questioned the Wachtmeitéer, 4 Ene type of 
the consclentows Praseian non-commissioned officer, about the men, 
“They're fairly good soldiers,” ho said, ‘+ but sulky, 1's only 
naturel. They are French by all their instincts and Gerarans by 
force. In the bottom of their boarts they hate us, but what can 
they do? They have got to serve the Kuiser whether they iike if 
or fot; and if to-mortow wat was declared, they would have to do 
their duty like the rest of as. A French bullet would strike them 
just as easily os the best Prussian of oa all. They are only fourteen 
or fifteen per pquadron, so that they are flanked sight and left ‘by 
Gerwans. For the three yesre they serva they henr nothing but 
German, and three years in 9 Prowian barracks make a big 
difference in them.” When one comes across the Alsace-Lormine 
problem in this concrete and bratal form, one cannot wonder that 
the term ‘German subject,” applied to a patriotic Alsatian, 
stingx the French like a hot brand. No; Tom afraid that in 
spite of thirty-three years’ peace the problem of the lost provinces, 
is still the dominant factor in European politics to-day, No 
wonder, then, that the German Government are increasing thelr 
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active army on the plea that the military forces of France are 
developing quite out of proportion to thoxe of the German Empire. 

I see that our good old friend " Paris port de mer" it again 
cowing to the front." Paria a seaport,” and the canal de deux 
mers,” which is to connect the Atlantic with the Mediterranean, 
are (wo grandiose projects which keep cropping up at intervala 
iv the T'ress. That they are feasible, from an engineering pot of 
view, scems fairly certain, The chief difficulty in the way of 
thelr accomplishment is the doubt that they could ever be 
made to pay. Ilowever, I think the ‘* Paris port de mer” scheme 
is the most promising of the two, and it {6 greatly to be regretted 
that the seventeen hundred million franca of good French money 
expended on digging the ditch in Panania were not spent on the 
home schomc, If they had, we would probably see Transatlantic 
liners at Clichy, where the future docks are to be, at the prevent 
moment, It would tnke but litth: money to make the Seine 
Navigable for the largest vessels as far as Rouen, The chief tas is 
to cut a canal from that city to the capital. As an engineering 
problem it is not of much greater difficulty than was the Manchester 

hip Canal, but that undertaking has not financially, been such a 
anccess as to allow of ite being used as an objectefesson by the 
advocates of making Paris a seaport.

Mr. T. Cowen, whore book, “The Russo-Japanese War” 
(Edward Arnold), has been published in his absence in the Far 
East, has »pent many years in that part of the world. He 
was onc of the war carrespendenin of the Dearly Chrenicte, 
but, owing to the severity of censorship, he ceased sending 
his dexpatches, although he still remnined at the seat of 
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war. Mr. Cowen begins by reviewing the ciecumsmtances 
that led to the war, and inckdentally drawa attention to one 
or two points that have generally escaped notice, The war of 
1904, was, he says, in effect declared in 1891, when the scheme of 
the Siberian Railway was announced. It was then that Japan first 
began to feel that her very existence wos threatened. In 1891, 
the t Tsar, then the Tsarevitch, went to the Far East to 
cut the first sod for the Siberian Railway at Visdivostok. He 
afterwards visited Japan, and, while visiting the sights of Lake 
Biwa, was assaulted by Tsude Sanzo, who is described by 
Mr. Cowen as *‘ an offer with = good record, a model of disci- 
pline previously, and an intelligent and educated 
man of decent clas.” The long-standing entago- 
nism of Russia aod Japan, which has culminated 
in the present war, he contends, ‘might have 
Leen nipped in the bud in 19x If the Tsarevitch 
had thought icas of his clip an the car and nyore of 
the man who did it.” Tada Sanzo believed that 
he was doing a pntriatic deed when he assaulted the 
Tearevitch, but the Jatter wes convinced that the 
Japanese were a dangerous race. Another point on 
which Mr. Cowen lays great stress in that tha Rus- 
sians have always been cettain that the Japancec 
would not stand against European troops, and 
thar a protracted struggle would wear them out. Mr. 
Cowen, in dealing with the war itelf, takes us down 
to the battle of Liaoyang, and tetla the story of the 
fighte by land and sca clearly and picturesquely.

Tt ix not 0 little curious that an opera by e man of Gluck’s fame 
should have to wait 137 years for its first production in England. 
That, however, hax been the fate of his ¢%ertis, which, though 
it was produced ay long age as 1767, was never played in England 
till Friday last, when it was revived by the operatic class of the 
Royal College of Music at His Majesty’s Theatre. Such enter- 
prise as this on the part of one of our leading conservatoires ts 
altugether commendable. Only too often our amateur societios, 
or sucietics composed of embryo professionals, content themselves 
with playing works with which we are needy perfectly faqiliar, 
and which we have seen played at Covent Garden by stars of the 
firnt magnilude, Comparisons, of course, are odlous, but they are 
noe the leks inevitable, and it is impossible in such cases to be 
oblivious of the shortcomings of the performances. Wheo an 
unfamiliar opera like Adcestts is produced, however, it is easy to 
forgive und forget any slight deficiencies for the sake of the interest 
and pleasure afforded by such a production,

The influential deputation which waited on the 
Th: Cotonles Prime Minister last Saturday to discuss with 
and Imzrial bins the question af the more equitable distribu- 
Voteace tion af the burden of Imperial Defence between 
the Mother Country and the Colonies, not only 
dealt with a problem of the highest Imperial importance, but 
also dealt with it at a peculiarly opportune moment. 
Nat everybody in the country is .agreed as to the 
wisdom or practicability of the sche:ne of fiseal union 
heqecen the component parts of the Empire, of which 
Mr. Chamberlain is the powerful exponent; but there is 
no difference of opinion anywhere as to the necessity of a 
more symuinetrical and equitable system of military union, At 
the Colowal Conferences the question hasbeen discussed, but, 
unfortunately, with very title practical result, In raising it 
once inore to-day the Imperial Federation Committee have 
heen actuated by two considerations which rightly lead 
them to think that the chances of a solution, or of 
some substantial advance towards a solution, are brighter 
How than they have ever been before. In the first place 
they point to the startliag change which of late years 
has come over the distribution of naval power throughout 
the workl At one time naval power was practically 
confined to Kaurope, but to-day the battleships of the world 
are in every ocean, ready at the first signal of war to strike al 
the Colonial possessions of the Power by whom they are 
opposed, Besides this, local nuvat powers are growing in 
\sia and America, and bid fair, at no distant date, to rival the 
old States of Europe, both in the strength of their armaments 
and the expansive ambitions which those armaments are, more 
or Jess consciously, designed to serve. All this spells in- 
creased peril to our selfyoverning Colonies, and eimphasizes 
the necessity of their taking their fair share at least in the 
enormens increase in naval expenditure which these changes 
have imposed on the Mother Country during the last twenty 
years, Hut this is not the only consideration which 
actuated the deputation whose case was so lucidly stated 
to Mr. Balfour by Sir Michael Hicka-Beach last Saterday. 
Another Colonial Conference is shortly to be held to discuss 
the Fiscal Question, and the deputation were anxious that 
the Defence problems should figure prominently on its 
agend i. ‘The anxiety is eminently reasonable, To discuss any 
form of closer Hinperial union without taking cognizance of 
the military problem would be to ignore one of the essential 
Premises ofthe sytlogism. Especially is this true of the coming 
Conference which is to devise a more remunerative and ox- 
clusive system of Imperial trade. If it succeed in its fiscal 
design, the Conference will have created a new property 
for the Enipire, and one which in the natural course of things 
must intensily foreign jealousy of and hastility to its owners. 
Tn these circumstances an adequate military provision for the 
Empire, so clistributed as to render its cost not unduly burden- 
seme to any one of its parts, becomes indispensable. The 
question is one to whieh the Tariff Reformers themselves 
should turn their most serious attention, for if the whole 
cost of [Imperial defence is te fall on the Home taxpayer, 
he is not likely to took sympathetically upon any fiseal 
scheme which, in the name of Imperial unity, is calculated 
ever so reinatcly to impose upon him fresh sacrifices in the 
cust of the necessities of hfe. 





The Education Commitee of the London County 

The Council has promulgated a bold scheme tor the 
Education establishment of a whole series of scholarships 
Ladder leading from the elementary schools right up to 
the University. ‘The cost of the scheme is 

estimated at considerably over a quarter of a million a your, 
and the magnitude of the sum may not impossibly frighten 
a good many ratepayers, Perhaps, indeed, it would have 
been better if the Council had begun with a more modest 
scheme, embodying the same principles, but applied on a 
smaller scale, so that if blunders were made they could be 
more easily corrected, "The main idea, however, ought to win 
the hearty approval of the public. That the idea is to give 
help to those who had shown that they are worthy of it 
If a boy or a girl in an elementary school shows signs of 
special ability, he or she will be helped by a scholarship to 
proceed to a higher grade scheol. From that school in turn 
the best students will be helped to dake another step upwards 
and so on to the University. ‘This is exactly the principle 
which guided the private benefactors of our endowed schouls 
and colleges. These generous donors, to whom England 
owes her public school and university system, believed 
that it was more important to provide a complete education 
for the few who were fitted to profit by is, than to provide a 
cheap clementary education for all. Acting in that spirit 
they established the system of scholarships which has helped 
many of the poorest lads in the Kingdom to rise to the 


highest positions. The value to the nation of the cultivated 
brain-power of these selected few cannot be over-estinated. 
One genius is worth a million mediccrities, and though the 
nation has rightly decided that the mediocrities, and even 
those who are less than mediocre, must have a modicum of 
book learning, we cannot on that account afford to neglect 
the boys and girls who have exceptional talent. Indeed, it is 
possible that the principle new laid down by the London 
County Council might with advantage be applied in a negative 
as well as in a positive sense, so as to exempt at on early age 
from the strain of ordinary school work children whose brain- 
power is obviously insufficient to profit by an intellectual 
training. It is far better that the time and money now 
wasted in trying to fill their brains with knowledge which 
they cannot assimilate should be devoted instead to bringing 
on the children who possess real talent. 





It is a remarkable coincidence that Lord 

Sclborne should have produced his scheme for 
Naval Ree the redistribution of the British Navy almost 
strivution simultaneously with the publication of Lord 

Kitchener's plan for applying the same process 

to the Indian Army. Hoth, too, are based on 
the same cardinal principle that this Imperial land of 
freedom should place her fighting forces, whether sea or 
land, at sueh points as have the highest strategical value. 
There is the farther similiiude that in the one case, 
as in the other, the redistributed ships and troops 
are always to Je in instant readiness for cither attack 
or defence. Roman gladiators and British prize-fighters 
knew better than to permit their muscles to become 
pulpy, their sinews to lose strength, or their skill to 
deteriorate throuzh want of practice. Lord Selborne only 
copies from those hard-fighting heroes in bringing His 
Majesty's naval forces up to a level with their enormous 
responsibilities. One lias only to reflect on how vastly 
different and how infinitely more favourable to Russia the 
Far Eastern conflict would have been had not the alert Togo 
“saapped” the 'Psars best fighting ships at Port Arthur at 
the very beginning of the desperate struggle. England 
cannot afford to nin any risk of that deadly character, and 
Lord Selborne deserves the highest credit for adopting even 
revolutionary measures of prevention.

London and Princess of Wales, the Mansion House 
Unemployed Fund for giving effect to) Mr. Long’s 
well-thought-out scheme for helping the de- 

serving und necessitous poor this winter, has 

made an excellent start. If the amount of undeserved 
distress in the Metropolis may be gauged by the Poor 
Law relief statistics, it must be of a well-nigh overwhelming 
character. London now supports, in whole or in part, 
over 20,000 more paupers than the rates had to provide 
for three years ago. Lut it is greatly to be feared that 
the augmentation of poverty oulside the ranks of the 
“submerged tenth” ixvery much yreater than in rate- 
relieved pauperdom, The latter are arely squeamish 
about applying for charitable assistance when starvation 
knocks at the door or peeps in at the window, But there are 
others of the London pour who fight ayainst the acceptance 
of rate relief until there is no room for further fighting, and 
then the whole inass simultancously implores help from private 
charity, And never yet has such an appeal been made in vain. 





Only just arrived from the closing scenes of hiy 
strenuous tighting life, Lord Roberts gaina takes 
up his parable to the Volunteers. “ Learn to 
shoot straight” is his advice ; there is no real 
soldierly efficiency, he declares, without skill in 
the use of the soldiers weapon, This may 
appear trite counsel, but we make little question that most of 
our readers could, af they chose, mention Volunteer bat- 
talions which systematically slur over musketry instruction 
in order to gain time for parade work. Lord Roberts, with 
more than half a century of personal military experiences 
on his shoulders, frankly tells commanding officers who 
commit that patent blunder that it is the surest way to lose, 
not to win, battes, He has another equally pregnant piece of 
advice for commandants who aspire to make Volunteers the 
equals of Regulars in all-round efficiency. Knowing how 
utterly impossible it is for many young men engaged in 
business to go into camp for the full period qualifying for the 
capitation allowance, he suggests that application should be 
made to the War Office for remission of the obligation in 
individual cases, Hut there is so mych nervousness among 
Volunteer commandants of rural corps about giving umbraye 
“in Pall Mall, that we question whether many of them will 
have the cowrage to act on Lord Roberts's advice,

The Shakespeare Memovial in again before the poblic Three. 
months ago I wrote in this column :~ ‘Surety Shai e 
monument is in his works and his universal reputation. Undoubt- 
edly that is a far finer and more ratisfactory memorial than any 
that could be rained by a combination of aris and crafts.” At the 
time these Ines appeared, and since, I have had ample eviklenoe 
that my views on this subject were shared by many cthers, I 
note, however, that Professor Gollancs is reported to have sald :— 
“It is but a flippant answer and an olvious platitode to say that 
Shakeapeare’s best monument is built upon his wotke; that they 
are sufficient to perpetuate his memory. That ix, of course, abso- 
lutely true.” I would respectfully submit there is not Aippant 
or platitudineus alout the common-sense suggestion al to, 
hut as long as it is * absolutely trae,” it does not much matter. It 
is very much to be feared that the promoters of the memorial are 
driiting in the directlon of a statue, This ina pity, as Shakespeare 
should be altogether spared such commonplace commemoration. 
Let the memorial take the form of a theatre, a hospital, a library, 
o hall, an institution of wcme practical utility, but do not let us 
add to our melancholy collection of metropolitan effigies in atone, 
marble, or bronze. They are altogether unsuitable for our diamal 
climate, and the notion of the Bard looming myserlousty through 
the fog, while sooty tears course down his countenance, is some- 
thing too dreadful to contemplate. 





The recent gas exhibition $s such a distinct testimony in favour 
of the brilllaney and economy of the moch-despised illuminant, 
that it ought to do much towards restoring it to public favour, It 
has been a faithful friend ever since most of us can recollect, and 
yet directly electricity was introduced we turned round and abused 
it roundly. It seema to me, judging from the vast improvements 
recently made, gaa has still a great future before it, and I fancy 
those parishes who so promptly removed all their hideous old- 
fashioned lamp-posts will find they have been In too much of a 
burry, The introduction of electricity as an illuminant—it should 
fe remembered it was first started in Landon by the Jate John 
Hollingshead at the Gaiety Theatre—caused almost a panic among 
the holders of gas abares about five-and-twonty years ago.

Do my readers, I wonder, remember my saying some years ago 
that great economy might be instituted in the private fireplace by 
the judicious application of water, that by discreetly damping the 
coal an increased heat might be obtained with a saving in fuel, 
and that « mall watering-pot waa an equally necessary edjunet to 
the domestic hearth as the coal-scuttle? Possibly they have for- 
gotten all about it, though I remember some tried it at the time I 
xpenk of with very bencticlal resulta, According to the papers, (his 
notion has now been tried on u darge scale by the Admiralty, and 
twenty lenx of coal were aubmerged in Portsmouth Harbour a 
year ago.

Poor O1d “Jimmy” 


After a life of forty years’ peace and contentment in the 
Flephant House at the Zoological Gardens, ‘ Jimmy,” the Indian 
rhinoceros, has succumbed tu old age. He was presented Lo the 
Zoological Society by the late Mr. Arthur Grote, and arrived 
at the gardens in 1864, with a female which had been captured by 
the society's collectors. There being alrerdy n female Indian 
thinoceros in the gardens, the latter animal was sent to the Jardin 
dex Plantes at Paris, in exchange for an African elephant, 
“ Jimmy” soon made himaelf at hone in his new quarters, and at 
once became a favourite with the viaitora tothe gardens. ¢' Jimmy's” 
life was uneventful until the summer of 1870, when, on bring 
turacd oat into the yard with his consort, he endeavoured i 
uproot the strong iron railings with his snout. The undertaking, 
however, proved to be too much for him, for, after repeated altemptr, 
he succeeded in wrenching off his horn’ ‘This apparently gave 
him intense pain, for he set to a-roaring moet plaintively, and 
lost e considerable quantity of blood. To what age rhinocercere 
attain in a wild state has not been and cannot well be 
ascertained, and whether they reach their fill Jimit in n 
captive and necessarily somewhat artificial sate ix uncer: 
tain; but from the appearance of “ Jimmy,” and the worn 
condition of his teeth, it in probable that hetween fifty 
and sixty years is the span of a rhinoceros’s life, although 
it has been atated that they live to a hundred. Altogciteer, five 
examples of the Indian rhinoceros have been exhibited in the 
“Zoo.” The first was purchnsed for the sam of £1,050, and 
arrived in 1834. This individual died in 1849, The second speci- 
men was purchased for £350 in 1850, and lived for twenty-three 
years, '! Jimmy” and his mate bring up the number to four, and 
the fifth was ted to the society by tho Rajah of Kuch Behar 
in 1886 and ia still living in the gardens, The Indian rhinoceros 
at the present day is found only in Assam. It ia the Iarget of all 
the rhinoceroses, and individuals have’ been p-filled measaring 
nearly six feet in height at the shoulders, anf over ten feel in 
length of body, This species only bears one horn, and is known 
to naturalists as ** rhinocerce unicomnia” Our photograph is by the 
London Sterececople Company.

when he was making merry in the middle of it. 

Moreover, hil had few to outmatch him at any of the games, at 
caman, at football, at handball, at leapin’ ur throwin’; and none to 
dance him down. And over and above all the games, Phil 
was noted and known over the breath of the baronry as being about 
the nicest and handiest handler of the stick, and the purtiest fellow, 
altogether, at n bout of blackthorns that one could ask to delight 
his eyes upon: for, it was Phelimy Taig, of Cor-na-mullion, his 
own mtther’s uncle and the acknowledged best apaster in the North 
of Ireland, who trained Phil, and Varnt him the use of the stick 
scientifically, And when Phelimy (God be good to him 1) died, it 
was purty generally given in thal if Phil Feargal wasn't the man to 
atep into his shoes, no other man in our parish anyhow was, And

HONOUR BATIAFIED 


Che Paris Motor Show 


Preaident Loubet opened the seventh annual motor show in 
Paris at the end of last week, and he marked the occasion by 
taking his first drive in an automobile. It was a short trip, being 
only from (he Grand Palais to the conservatories on the quays, 
where the motor-boats were exhibited; bat the Presid -nt seemed 
to enjay the experience, and possibly we may find in him the latest 
distinguished recruit to aulomobilism. One of the firat things that 
strike one in the exhibition is that the stalls arc more decorative 
than ix usual at these shows. The Richard Brasier stand naturally 
attracted much attention, for in the centre atood the identical car 
in which Théry won the Gordon-Rennett Cup, the trophy itself 
standing on the bonnet of the car, and above are pictures of Théry 
driving at full speed and of the motor-boat, Tréfle a Quatre. Over 
the De Dietrich stand is a perpetually revolving light. The stand, 
which ix of wrought fron, is most artistic, anct is aid to have 
cost £1,000, Messrs, Gardner Serpolict have adorned their stand 
with clectric flowers, The Scottish nationality of the Hozier 
Engineering Company was ahown by the d.splay of a lion rampant, 
stage’ heads, and ahiclds on the gateway of a medbeval castle, 
which was farther decorated with claymores. The De Dion and 
Bouton stall was decorated with imitation garlands of flowers, the 
effect of which at night was very pretty. One of the lirgest stands 
is thut of the Delahaye Company, which js of mahogany-coloured 
wood, picked out in gold, The stand of the Automohile Louet is 
tigeed up Hke the maste and yards of a ship, the mainsail

Leoncavalio’s new opera, Der Noland ren Berlin, compoacd by 
onder of the German Emperor, in illustration of the struggles and 
conditions deyieted in the celebrated historical novel by Willibald 
von Alexis, was produced on Tuesday night at the Royal Opera 
House, Kerlin, before a very distin uished audience, which included 
the Kaiser and Court. The grentest eagerness was shown 
by all classes to secure tickets—the humbler folk standing 
at the doom all night and the wealthier offering large sums 
fer a seat. ' Roland," who gives hin name to the novel of 
Willibnkl Alexis and to the opera which Leoncavatlo has 
founded upon it, is a legendary being, whose stotne used in the 
Middle Ages to sland in front of the law courts at Berlin and in 
many other German towns, He represented the rights of the burghers 
as opposed te ihe privileges of the ruling classes, The first act of 
the opera opens in carnival time at Berlin, whither canes the 
Elector Friedrich in disguise, He meets Henning, the‘ Roland 
of the piece, a young inan of bumble birth who las boldly 
chanipioned the rightéo the peaple,  Hennine is in love with (ie 
Bargommier's danghter Klabeth, who returns his love. Her father, 
however, has chosen as her Future husband a young and'wealthy ner 
chant of Berlin, and proposaca to celebrate (re Letrothal by a grand 
festival in the Town Hallof Rerlin. This festival forms the scene 
of the thir act, and Elsbeth is its queen 3 but the pleasure-aiak- 
ing is rudely interrupted by the entrance of Henning, woo demands 
the hand of his lelowed.

THE FRANKLYN FLAGOKS AND CHALICES

Plate at Bineoln'’s Enn . 


Within the venerable walls of Lincoln's Inn ie to be found a 
collection of kilver plate, ancient and modern, which might well 
excite the enpidity of the most virtuous collector. ‘The collection 
ranges over three centuries, and, owing to the courtesy of the 
Henchers of the Honourable Society, we are enabled to Tepmanlace 
some of the most valible picces. Comparatively few ure iuodern, 
Init of these two are of exceptional interext, owing to the pertonality 
of the donors, namely, the handsome old English ailver cup which 
the Prince of Wales has just presented to the Henchers of Lincoln's 
Tun. in commemoration of his year of office as Treasurer of the 
Society, and the Gibbs centrepiece, which was presented by the 
King, when Prince of Wales, to Mr. F. W. Gibbs, C.B., who was 
hig tutor from 1852 (0 1858, Me. Gibbs died in 1898, and bequeathed 
the centrepiece and u pair of candelabra, the gift of Queen Vietaria 
and Prince Albert, to the Society of Lincoln’s Inn, of which he was 
a Bencher, The centrepiece bears the incription i—“To F. W. 
Gibba, Es, C.B., in grateful remembrance ftom Albert Edward, 
oth Novta 1858," with the achievements of Albert Edward, Prince 
of Wales. 

The oldest pieces of plate in the possession of the Society are the 
Wandesford basin and ewer, which bear the London Hall-mark 
1651-2, and were presented by Philip, Lord Wharton, in memory 
of his father-in-law, Sir Rowland Wandesford, who, as the inscrip- 
tion tells, had been “ Atturney General of the Court of Warder 
and Liveryes.” Next as to date come the beautiful Franklyn 
fingons, bearing the London Haltannrk 1657, and inscribed « #x 
dona Nicholai Lranckivn, unius Magittror’ de Banco Aujus Hospitis, 
ad ministerium Altars,” 

The chatices are the gift of a later member of the same 
family, Sir John Franklyn, who died in 1707, and bequeathed 
to the Society the snm of £100, half to be laid out ip buying 
gilt plate for the use of the communion table in Lincoln's 
Inn Chapel and half to be expended in purchasing books 
for the library. The Greene cup, which beara the arms then 
used by the Society, ix dated 1661, and the Raynsford cap 
1677,, and both are perfect apecimens of the ailveramith's 
work of the period. Of nhout the same date, but bearing 
nu date letter, are the Wynnyfle cup and its fellow, the 
Rich cup, both inscribed with the names and arms of the 
donors. Finally, there are the Anglesey besin and ewer, 
bearing date 1675, and, like some of the above-mentioned pieces, 
estimated to be worth fully £0 an ounce. The besin measures 
2a} inches in diameter, and bears the following inscription :— 
“This bason with the Fwre is given to the Honb Society of 
Lincolnes Inn by the Right Honbe Arthur, Earle of Anglesey, a 
Member thercof, and Lord Keeper of His Matie’s Privy Seale, 
Febtt 24, 1475,”

As the wotld knows, the Winter Exhibition at 
the Royal Acaclemy is to conxiat for the mont part of 
the works of the late Mr, G. F, Watts. Thus, for the 
third time, London will have enjoyed the apportunity 
of seeing together a great collection of the works of our 
Greatest ruaster, The first was at the Grosvenor Gallery, 
in 1882, the second at the New Gallery in 2897 3 and 
there have besides been special exhibitions at Birming. 
ham, New York end eleewherc, On this occasion the 
long series of portraits of great men, presented by the 
artist to the National Portrait Gallery, and the cycle of 
didactic pictures at the Tate Gallery will, perforce, be 
omitted ; but more rooms than usual at the Academy 
will be filled, notwithstanding. If these pletures are 
arranged aa far as posible in chronological order, 
the collection will be « highly interesting and 
Informative one; but if the hangers concentrate 
their attention on merely making ‘ pretty walla,” 
the opportunity will be thrown away—as it was in the 
case of Rembrandt and Vandyck, of Leighton and Millais--of 
giving an educational and personel value to the display. 
Seeond only to the interest of the works themselves is the 
interest of the intellectual development of the master who praduced 
them,

Now that the Shakespeare Memorial movement has taken form, 
and that a vast mogument of the character of the Alleit Memorial 
or the Scott Memorial Iu io view, it will behove the committee to 
be wary inthe cholee of the sculptor and architect. Prolaably, in 
a “ world-scheme" such as this a vast competition will first be held, 
and the authors of the six best works will be asked to compete 
agein—as was done in the case of the vast two-million-sterling 
memorial to King Victor Emanuel in Rome. Or the competition 
may properly be confined to British, or to Anglo-Saxon, attists. In 
any case, one ot two main principles based upon experience will have 
to be adopted. The first, that a sculptor and an architect must 
work tozether, bat on well-defined lines, in such wise that nelther 
encroaches on the ground of the other ; if not, difference of opinion, 
hardening, perhaps, into stiff profesional inter-oppositiog, is almost 
certain to arise, The second principle is that from the beginning 
the services of q sculptor and an architect of the fimt rank should 
he secured on judges, es only the profesional can tell whether a 
model or o plin, bowever admirable in that form, can be carried ont 
satisfactorily without loss of effect. Had such profesional 
advice been available no euch clumsy and unfortunate a column 
would have been erected as that recently set up at Kensington in 
toemory of Queen Victoria. 


Two cities have lately rendered such signal service to the people 
that their achievement should receive wide acknowledgment in the 
metropolis. The Birmingham Art Gallery, under the brilliant 
directorship of Mr. Whitworth Wallis, has acquired a large collec. 
tlon of the drawings and studies of Burne-Jones and Rossettl, 20 
adimfrable and inclusive that the student as well as the connoisseur 
derives infinile advantage and en! nt from the examination of 
this faxcinating exhibition. T acquisition was made, on the 
represcntations of Mr. Wallis, by Mr, Kenrick, Mr. Sntith-Ryland, 
Mr. John Feeney, Mr, Colmore, and Mr. Holliday, who were al) 
munificent donors to the fund, About the same time there was 
opened in Newcastle the Laing Art Gallery--the gift of Mr. 
Alexander Laing to the city, in which he is a leading spirit, In thic 
fine buildi architecturally as well as axtensivernthere has 
been brought together by Mr. Bernard Stevenson so splendid a 
collection of mrodera phatunes that it is difficult to see how the 
Handard is to be maintained. Mr. Laing haa thus carried on the

AN UNEXPECTED ORDER

sufficient to assure victory to Russia, All the difficulties of transport were 
being overcome, If the regiments already sent out proved insufficient, fresh

declare that the Manchurian Army was pow strong enough to begin the forward 
movement, and closed with an appeal to the troops to bear in mind the 
absolute necessity of victory in order to uphold she dignity and rights of Russia 
in the Far East and to relieve the Port Arthur garrison. 


THE KUSSIAN ADVANCE 


By October 8 the Rossians were advancing to the south from Mukden on 
both sides of the ratlway, constructing numerous defences along the line of 
advance, The Japanese shandoned Heniapatse, which js the most important 
centre of the communications between Mukden, Liscyang, Fushun, Fuling 
and other places, without firing a thot. They concentrated just north of Yentai, 
vecupying a semicircular position. For a moment it looked as ff success would 
crown the Ruasian effort, On October g a Russian force crowed the Taltscho 
and cut the Japanese communications between Hai-hos and Pen-hal-hu ; 
but it was only fora time. Two Japanese positions sear Pen-hsi-hy, which the 
Russians had taken, one by amaclt, and other a night atiack, were 
retaken on October 10) and next day the Japanese, who had been reinforced, 
assumed the offensive, The great baitle of the Shaho, which was to last sporal 
days, and to consist practically of several battles, was thos Fierce 5-.

THE BATTLE NEAR YENTAI 
The fedlure of the Russians tuehold Pen-baishu practically wrecked Kuropatkin’s 
plang, for it prevented the anticipated co-cperation uf the two Ruslan attacks, 
and allowed Oyama to assume the offensive with his centre and left in comparative 
vecurity, On the 1th, General Oku, on the Japancee left, having received 
reinforcements, by a night attack flung back the Russians to the tine of the 
Shaho. In the meantime, General Nodzu and the Centre Army had, in the carly 
morning, reached the line of the high lands extending from San-kia-tsu to the north. 
weet of San-kual-shishan; while the Right Army occupied the high lands north 
of Lukulenshan ond Pa-kia-tew. By the end of the day Marshal Oyama was 
able to telegraph that all ihe enemy's counter-attacks had becn repulsed. The 
pursuit ndertaken by the Hight Army's main body end the Centre Army had 
mede great progres, and had reached the line from Marshan to Mang-kia-pu, 
where ‘a force of the Russian infantry and artillery was surrounded and 
thrown into great confusion, while the remainder scemed to be broken, and 
tetired northward." A force was prompily detached to intercept their retreat, 
The Centre Army captured nine guns, The night attack hy the Left 
Amny was stubbornly met by the Rumians, but they had in the end to 
give way, the Ja capturing sixteen guns. The Russians Iwoke and 
retreated north, with the Japanese ireading on their heela The victory of the 
Japanese ‘elt was decisive. The Russians fought bravely, and several times

altempted oounter-attacks, which the Japanese repulsed every time, continuing 
their steady advance, A despatch from General Kuropatkin admitted that ' the 
final Issuc of the fighting of October 12 on the Japanese left wax a fitilure for 
the Russians, who were not only obliged to abandon their position, but also low 
the guns which they hed momentarily regained.” 


THE JAPANESE RUCURSB 


At dawn on the 13th, the Japanese ell, having advanced during the 
previews night, assumed the cHensive, attacking the whole Kusan line, The 
Russians were driven from their position, and the Japanese captured a gbompletc 
Rusdan battery, The victory wax complete. The Russiang fought bravely, 
and several thes atlempied counter-atiacks, which the Japanese repulsed every 
time, continuing a steady advance and shelling the retreating enemy. 
General Sakharoff, in his despatch, stated that the retrograde movement win 
carried out in perfect order; but, as a matter of fact, the situation of the 
Russians on the evening of the 13th way very critical, They had been driven 
back in every part of the held, and hod lost heavily, leaving some thirty-eight guns 
in the hands of the Japanese. Kuropatkin had come perilously near aing ruled. 
Thus ended the first of the series of engagements known a» the Hetue of 
the Shahy, General Kurupatkin hnd been forced by the powers at St Peters 
burg into an effort beyond his powers, The subsequent actions which formed 
the cotclusion of the great Battle of the Shaho enunot be noticed here. [4 
niuat sufhee to say that the Japanese won the victory, The Russians had played 
a gambler's game and staker! everything on the advance, That, as we have 
seen, failed, and it would have been for better for the Russians if Kuropatkin 
had Leen left to continue hin retrcuting lactica,

European and only on one side Christian, 
out it is nene the less disappointing, if only because 
it is difficult to say which of the combatants is truly 
Christian. ‘Time was when, even at Christmastide, a war 
in Asia might bave been looked upon with tolerance, 
since the Christian warrior was only fighting for the greater 
glory of Christian truth ; but in the present struggle who 
shall say on which side the real Christianity ig battling, 
accing that the Cross is wielded by hands which in practical 
life are for much which spells a negation of Christian pro- 
gress, while the non-Christian adversary stands for light and 
liberty and justice amid the sympathy of Christian Europe? 
It is a strange satire on the names and takens by which 
in our shortsightedness we classify humanity--altogether a 
grim harleguinade. ‘The best consolation we can lay to our 
souls is that both are perhaps purblind, and that the 
Cliristmas moral iy not at issue at all where the pagan 
elements an bath sides are so fingrant beneath their 
thin disyuises. appily in Europe itself the message of 
peace and goodwill is for once preached to the converted, 
Never in the history of mankind were the strivings for 
peice more earnest, More persistent, more hopeful than 
to-day, The close of the year may be fitly celebrated 
with the ald profession of faith in Universal Peace, since 
ity political history is rich in works by which the cause 
has been sensibly advanced. A year ago International 
Arbitration was still a plaything for cynics and dema- 
soguss. To-day we can look back upon a good dozen 
of treatir; by which the Great Powers of the world have 
pledged themselves to a judicial settlement of their disputes, 
and have thus very perceptibly diminished the risks of war. 
It is, of course, true that the aspiration of the Psalmist fur 
“‘wans to cease unto the ends of the earth” is still unrealised. 
Lows remitin unbroken, the spears are not yet cut asunder, nor 
art the chariots burat in the fire, but still the need of these 
things is growing less, Another machinery his been estab- 
lished by which international d fferences may he settled, and 
in proportion as iminkind habituates itself to the use of this 
machinery the more barbarous instruments will be laid aside. 
On the whole, we may celebrate Christmas this year without 
the haunting sense of hypocrisy—or at least with less of it— 
that in past years ‘has spoilt the revelries of those among us 
who have consciences.

Algmans at Kabul to the British Diplomatic Mission 
and should not be too readily assumed to prove 
Haglish that Afghan animosity to the English has 


died out. What really is in evidence seems to 
be nothing more than a demonstration of popular obedience 
to the Ameer.

There could not be strenger proof 
tothe Ameer’s subjects that he really desired to establish 
closer relations between India and Afghanistan than have 
subsisted since he came to the throne. There can be no 
harm in admitting now that the tension has almost ceased, 
that friction of an unpleasant character has occasionally 
occurred since the death of Abdurrhaman Khan. It counts 
for something, therefore, towards the abatement of Afghan 
Anglophobia that the present Ameer should have ventured 
loreceive a British Mifsion at his turbulent capital, and to 
depute his youthful son and*heir to talk over matters with 
{urd Curzon at the City of Palaces. 


There are some indications just now of a coming 
“boom” in ship canals. That which cats the 
Suez Isthmus is threatened with a rival, and the 
American interests concerned in piercing the 
Panama neck by the Nicaragua route are 
sid to be determined to persevere with their 
project, despite President Roosevelt's preference for the 
Lesseps undertaking. The Manchester Canal, slowly 
emerging from financial difficulties, has raised additional 
capital as the surest way of increasing its traffic and its 
profits, while at Birmingham, fong-headed men with

But a 
right of way cannot be secured without British consent, and 
it is more than doubtful whether this country would see 
much gain in ruining Singapore by taking away a large 
portion of its gigantic carrying trade.

Durer, then to Van Eyck and to other Flemish painters, It is, how~- 
ever, really the work of an unknown master of the School of Paris, 
and wax painted about 1480. The Louvre hax now carried its 
point, and the famons triptych will shortly adora the walls of the 
great national museum, ** which,” to use the words of the Minister 
of Justice in hia letter to the Minister of Fine Arts, “can alone 
assure (hix heautiful work the position which is due to it and the 
numer of admirers it merits.” The Christ,” by Heer, which 
jung in one of the chambers of the Court of Crssation, will be sent 
to the Luxembourg before taking {ts ylace in the Louvre. A rule 
exists to which no exception is ever made—that no work of any 
painter can de hung in the lauer gallery antit ten years after his

The Chapel of St. Michael and $t. George 


The accompanying illustration of the western portion of the 
south-west chapel in St, Paul's Cathedral, which the Chapter has 
yenerously assigned to the Order of St. Michae? and St. George as 
ita shrine or Chantry (the suggestion having been criginally made by 
Archdeacun Sincinir), shows what its appearance will be when the 
stalls, seating, etc., are completed. The illustration necessarily 
shows only a part of the chapel. Facing the entrance 
there Is to be a new painied window, bepeath which will be 
placed, on an ornamental lectern, the Register of the Order, cun- 
taining the names of members, with a special rcoord of thowe 
members (styled the “ Founders”) by whose voluntary contribu. 
tions the coat of the renovation of the Chapel will be met, At 
the cast end there will be n handeome reredos and altar. All the 
designs are being prepared by the architect to the Chapter, Mr. 
Somers Clarke, F.S.A., in his capacity of architec, to the Chapel 
Committee. 

The central stall at the west end is, of course, that of the 
Sovereign, On the right of this will be the stall of the Prince of 
Wales, and on the left that of the Grand Master. The other 
atalls in the upper row are being assigned to those Knights Grand 
Cross, in the order of their seniority, who, being contributors to the 
Chapel Fund, provide their banners and escutcheons, Each stall 
will be surmounted by the Knight's banner, as shown by two 
specimen banners in the illustration. The lower tier of ecats will 
he allotted to Knights Commander, alsoin order of seniority ; and 
on the floor will be ornamental chaies for Companions, provided by 
the muuificence of one of the Companions of the Order. 

Tho subscriptions already paid or promised by less than half of 
the members of the Order, amounting to upwards of £4,000, have 
enabled the Chapel Committee to give orders for the carved wood- 
work of the steila and scate as shown, which will absorb the 
amount; and if contributions to a similar extent continue to come 
in freely from thowe members who have not yet signified their inten- 
tions in the matter, it shoukl be possible to complete and open the 
chapel during the coming year, Ii will he recognised asa really 
leautiful ornament of the cathedral, and worthy of the ‘ Most 
Distinguished Order" and ita Sovereign.

The monologus 
wat witty and in the best taste, and all the lyrics were admirably 
written ane! for the most part set to well-known nire, hence they 
became at once popular with the audience. The quick changes of 
comtumie, originally introduced hy Woolin, were here adopted, and 
the various ages of womankind, beginning with the baby--the 
actress personating the old nurse: —passitig to the schoolgirl and 
eventually 10 the white-haired grandmother, were admirahfy por- 
ttayed. Miss Stanley was one of the few instances—-if not the 
only one—of @ lady undertaking such a project single-handed. It 
way an excellent performance, interpreled with infinite skill and 
spirlt, and vertainiy deserved more eneourngement than it 
received. For {%am under the {impression that it did not have a 
very tong run. 

Two years after the lasi-named show closed, the large room of 
the Hall wax occupied by “Invitations,” which wax supported by 
Kelmund Yates and Harold Power. The name of the first wax a 
sufficient guarantee fur the literary character of the venture, and 
tht of tiie second - who, by the way, wax axon of Tyrone Power, 
the actor who was lost in the /residens—-warranted that the 
Thusical and histrionic ems would be well looked after, The 
entertainment, with its sketches of society in town and country, Its 
ployful satire on the crazew of the hour and the follies of the 
moment, was thoroughly amusing from bepinning to end. Tt was 
provided with (wo charining scenes by William Bevertey, and had 
the further advantage of HMiystrations in Linck and white by John 
Leech, Mr. W. P, Frith and Mr. Marcus Stone, Efarold Power 
had a charming voice, and bis singing of “London Society,” 


“Lodging House Miseries,” “Hidden Fire,” and “Bubbles of 
the Day,” as well as his refined rendering io = lady's voice of *‘ Dw, du 
5i4g31 mir fins Hersen,” together with his imitations of popular actors, 


constituted an attzactive feature in the programme. I was present 


at the first re tation, and can recall what a brilliant and 
enthusiastic audience assembled to’wélcome the new candidates for 
public favour. The affair was a gpeat success, and ran for over alx 


month. It, however, came to an abrupt conclusion by reason of 
Power getting an important appointment abroad and his collebere- 
four not wishing to carry on the concern aingle-handed. 

The next notable show that I can fecal! is ths: of “ Parks and 
Mrs. Brown at the Play,” by Arthur Sketchtey. This entertainer, 
who was, perhaps, better known to his intimate friends as George 
Kose, was a man of infinite fest, a good pianist, and « fair 


singer. In private he was seen to especial advantage, and I 
can teca}l one or two luncheons and dinners in his as being 
among the merricat I ever spent, Possibly some of his peculiar 


humour evaporated when he appeared on the public platform, for I 
do not fancy his career at the Hall wax of long duration, The 
entertainment, which was somewhat after the fashion of those 
by Albert Smith, was illustrated by some admirable dioramilc views 
by Matt. Morgan--on artist of singular power and versatility, 
equally at home in painting scenery nt Covent Garden or designing 
cartoons in black and white —and was enlivened by songs, of which 
Tcan remember '* The Entertainments of London,” Leap Year,” 
and “Griggs on Paris," and the whole concluded with the evet- 
popular recital of ‘(Mra Brown ai the Play.” I remember the 
first night [ mat behind Henry J. Byron and E. L. Blanchard, whom 
T regacded with silent reverence and affection : the first aa being the 
wiiter of the inimitable Strand burlesgues, the second as the author 
of pantutaimes innumerable at Drury Lane. kn after yeara 1 waa 
fortunate enough to know both these accomplished humorists 
intimately, 

Tt must have been about a year after the last-named occupation 
of the Hall that Charles Farrer Browne—better known ali the 
world over as Artemus Ward—eame to London. He hed been 
in bad health for some time, and he was suffering considerably

and those who were invited repaired thither, He, however, was 20 
extremely unwell that we wished him all success and bade him 
good-night and departed. On account of this illness, which eventa- 
ally bade fatal termination, he was compelled to relinquish the 
lectare after a ran of a little over two months. 

The last stide from my magie lantem of memory to which 
I shall call your attention is the entertainment by Frederick 
Maccabe, which was presented at the Hall under the title of 
‘Begone Dull Care,” Ho called it = <‘photo-physiorama of 
music, ventriloquism, and character delineation,” and it had a run 
of, I fancy, over 2 year. Maocabe, who died only the ather day, 
was a clever ventriloquist, and a good singer and varied character 
actor, and his programme comprised many striking illustrations 
in costume. Especially effective, I remember, were the Lancashire 
lade, the raflway porter, the wanderiug winstrel of the Jem Bogis 
type, Miss Mary May, Mr. Solemn Sides, his melodrama entitled 
“Vanguished Villainy,” in which he impersonated at tho same 
time a man and a woman, by simply turning from side to aide, 
and his graphic sketch of the 'Excarsion Train,” embracing 
a variety of characters, was always amusing. Many of Maccale's 
songs were favourites, atid "The Galloping Hosse”’ achieved the 
distinction of being whistled by the lon street boy at a 
time when the London street boy had not reached the 
ponderous solemnity that ia hin uetal characteristic at the present 
moment.

Undying ia the charm of Spain,” says Mr. Henry Bernard, in 
this volume of chaotic Impressions of the country, ‘lor rhe 
fascinates not oly thase who merely visit her in dream," She will 
frecinate also those who only visit her through the medium of 
Mr, Hemard’s book, because there is a aingwlar charm and 
pictaresqueness about these discursive notes donting with his 
Quixotic journey and quest, and the failure of the same, The writer 
tefers to Heine, even compares Spain—Lord Salisbary’s “ dying na- 
thon "—to the poet dying on tis mattress bed. Indeed, it iediffieult to 
beileve him other than well read in Heine, and—one says it in no 
disparaging sense—an waconsctous iniitator. The ooarpariann is in 
Oo renee odioga: it would be difficult, perhaps, to pasa a higher 
compliment than to may that memories of the Raise Brider fluat 
hefore one white turning over these pages. Full of humour and of 
taclancholy and of tragedy, they contain the aroma of falien greatness 
and the spirit of a hygone Nuajesty—e spirit which will always seem 
a far more dignified thing than the cmanation of a huge jerry-built 
natin, In short, these pages beeathe Spain and Spain’a melancholy 
and tragic absurdities, and those who love Don Quixote and his 
author and his country should turn to “In Pursuit of Dulcines.” 
Fifteen charming illustrations, by Mr. H. C. Brewer, add 
picturesqueness to the little book. 

“WAR IN THR FAR EAST” 

The first two volomes of an admirable history of the Russo- 
Japanese War, written by Mr. E. Sharpe Grew, have now teen 
issued hy Messrs. J. S. Virtue and Co. The narrative is most 
ably written, and it would be difficult to praise Mr. Grew 
too highly for the care and skill with which, oat of a 
vost confueed jumble of telegrams, letters, and contradictory 
reports, he hes compiled 2 clear, connected, straightforward, 
deeply interesting story of the conflict. The first volume deals 
with the birth of Japan asa modern world Power, the war between 
Japan and China, the trouble between China and the allied 
Powers, the coaquest of Stherla, the absorption of Manchacle by 
Rusala, and the jast stages which involved Korea in the rivalry 
between Ryssia and Japan and led to the outbreak in February last. 
‘The seeond volume deals with the fighting on the Yalu, the naval 
hlocksde of Port Arthur, and also (ouches on the question of the 
Haltle Squadron, in relation to the balance of naval powor, Further 
chapters dealing with the more recent land fighting will he awaited 
with much interest. The volumes are copiously illustrated, the 
itluateations including maps, plana, portraits, and pictures by 
well-known artists, and these make the work very attractive 
In appearance, The iHustration which we reproduce showa 
the sequel to one of the early torpedo-boat engagements off 
Port Arthur, The Stereguitchi, after 2 desperate engagement, 
riddled with shell, loat her speed and was captured, but only when 
all on board except four had perished, An attempt was made by 
a Japanese destroyer, the Sazenami, to tow the defeated craft into 
safety, but a heavy sea was ruming, and the attempt had to 
be nbandoned. The Steregustchi sank two hours aflerwarda. 
Those who ure sometimes horrified by the thought of the position of 
the engine-room staff shut up far below the water.line, during a 
naval engagement, will be interested in the following statement 
with regard to the last fight of the Russian cruiser Varyag, off 
Chen ulpho :— The engine-room staff were practically untouched ; 
they say they hardly noticert 
that anything wax happens 
ing throughout the fight, and 
were not in the lens din 
turbed.”

Time and expense 
were no object. The disappearance of the feudal system, and the 
opening of Western markets for Japanese goods hax introduced 
competition, with the result that the craftsman has now to consider 
the question of cheapness and rapidily of production, the two 
influences which contribute most to strang’e all (ray artistic pwo- 
ductions, The book ix iMustrated with photagrapha of objects

THK SEASON 


A mild Decensber is no rarity; Lut days as warm and sunny as 
was the 16th inut. along the southern coast and in the Home Counties 
are remarkable so late In the year, when even at noon the solar 
elevation is but slight. When we bave » high temperatore in the 
last m8nth of the year severe gales from the south-west are always 
adanger. That of December 28, 187y, was one of the most violent 
on recotl, uprooting thousands of trecs in the great packs, and 
¢naking gimber noticeably cheap In the early part uf 1880, A little 
earlier, in Decembey, 1876, very mild weather was attended by a 
wonderfully low larometer (it fell to 28-30), hy seven inches of 
rain, aud by terrific gales all along the southern coast. Mercifully 
furgour mariners very cold weather in thess latitudes nearly always 
brings a calm sea. In the Mediterranean December is usually a 
month of very smooth water; the halcyon days of the pocts arc 
nictevrglogically sccurate, The coldest Decembers within living 
recollection seem to have been those of 1874, 1870, 1869, and 1860, 
In 1874 the cold weather did not begin till the 16th, but the reat 
of the month was Arctic, and the Cliristman of 1874, just thirty 
years ayo, “was the last of the really old-fashioned sort, which was 
general all over England.

Secretary for Foreign Affaira: in 1878 he was sent by the Sultan 
aa chief of the delegation to the Congress of Berlin. Though a 
much younger man than his two colleagues---Sadoullah Bey and 
Mchmmet Ali Pasha--and possibly the youngest of afl the members, 
he showed consitlerable ability, It was from this meeting thal the 
intimacy between himself, Lord Beaconsfield and the late Marquess 
of Salisbury arose. He later held the positions of Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Governor of Samus and Governor of Crete, He 
was recently proposed by Sir Nicholsa O’Conor, British Ambassador 
at Constantinople, as President of the Committee for reforms in 
Macedonia. To-ltay, at the age of seventy, he enjoys the con- 
fidence of the Sultan, and, as Privy Councillor, is among the chief 
advisers of Hix Imperial Majesty.

Lerd Nelson won the Battle of Trafalgar, and died, on 
October 21, 1805. On Saturday, October 31, 1905, it will be the 
hundredth anniversary of tho death of Nelson, and it is earncatly 
to be hoped that the whole British nation will do ite utmost on that 
occailon to show its affection and respect for the test hero the 
race hug produced, There may be some amiable English men and 
women who might dread to revive the memories of the defeat 
of the French fleet, bet they must remember thet the 
Americans, even in London, annually celebrate their great 
national festival, and that British statesmen of the est rank 
often mmist at the ct given on the occasion, The French 
will caally understand that whilst the British nation wishes to do 
honour to its hero, it has not the slightest desire to give 
pain to the bour that fought beiiliantly “and bravely and is 
now its valued friend. 


It ig a regrettable habit of the English of the times to postpone 
peepering for such celebrations anti) the last moment, when 
sremagenvents fe the papose ee, barriedly._otgentetd “thet. Are 
incomplete and unsatisfactory, The writer, therefore, desires 
to direct public attenthon to the matter now, so that every county 
and colony may endeavour to join in doing honour to the 
foremost hero of our race. The remaius of Lord Nelson are burled 
in St. Panl’s Cathedral, and a solemn memorial service should 
obviously be held in that charch on Saturday, October a1 ext, and 
the celebrations should, if feasible, Include a review of the 
fleet, At an early period of his youth Nelson determined 
to have a te of his own ; it isto be hoped that there will be 
a special of honours for the o¢easion, for the Navy has in 
recent times-—much the force of circumstances—not 
received the attention which it deserves in this direction, 


The war in South Africa caused a downpour of honours, which 
fell, of course, almost entirely upon the Army. Whether it was 
wise to distribute so many distinctions op that occasion is a matier 
which even many military men have doubts about, There were, 

bably, political considerations which had to be attended to, 
hat is a subject which need not be discussed here, however, but it 
is mentioned to emphasise the argument. There are five or six 
men in the Army to every one in the Navy who now have medals ¢ 
or distinctions, and that is the more beh ne stpceesipelenh Se road 
chief glory. it ia true that the Army has for many generations been 
regarded in this country as the career forthe elder sons, and the Navy 
for the younger and, therefore, the latter has been during this period 
somewhat nagiected the authorities, That circumstcnce is 
gradually being sit Tho British nation i. beginning to take 
active interest in the management of its Army and Navy; the idle 
and Incompetent elder soa are being, therefore, out af the 
former, and the Government is endeavouring to fill both Services with 
men who have mare than & temporaty interest in the work. 


The authorities in every coustry heve a double part to play § 
they have political considerations to attend to, which are often - 
personal character, and others which are for the almost sole benefit 
of the astlon.

Sir Lowthian Bell, exgiaser, saisntist, and polliician, was born 
at Newonsthe n+ eight years ago. One of the heat 
known men in the North.of England, he was a recognised authority 
on the {ron acd steal industries throughout the world. Sir Lowthian 
Rell took the } ecnest Interest In the affairs of his native city, was 
J.P., and twice acted tite mayor, once In that capacity welcoming 
the British Association on Ha visit to Newcastle. More than half 
a century ago Sir Lowthian helped to found the famous Clarence 
Works on the Tees, one of the earliest iron smelting establishments 
on that river, and now one of the largest concerns of the kind in 
the kinggom,. His experimental work—notably his researches into 
the cheurical phenomena of tho blast to many notable 
achisvementa, and his writings on the subjects are known to eyery- 
one interested In metallurgical lore.

fire broke out on November 11, 1857, when the ship was 490 ralles 
from Mauritics.

For 
twenty-four hours the devoted men fought the flames un- 
ceasingly, and at last their efforts were rewarded, Tho fire was 
extinguished, but only the damayed shell of the Sarah Sands 
remained. To adi to the ranger of the situation, a gale sprang up 
and the shiyy waa only kept aflost by ptsung hawsera under her bottour 
and stupping up the great hole burnt in her port quarters with sails 
and blankets, After twelve hours’ intense anxicty, the gale 
abated, and the crew were abic to frim the vessel to the wind. 
Tt was only after eight days’ sail, however, that the crippled shi 
reached port in eafety—without the loa of n single Ife. For their 
gallantey and resourcefulness silver medals and a special vote of 
thanks were awarded both to Captain Castle and Lioutenant- 
Colone) Mofiatt by the Royal Humane Society, of which the 
Duke of Wellington was thon president.

Russian Admiralty was actuated far tere by any fear 
of contraband reaching the Japanese than hy o 
dosire to make ileelf as diungrecabls ae possible to 
British shipping, In this it was favoured by the 
total inadcquary of maritime law to the conditions 
of modetn naval warfare. Thus, instcad of con

which i@ four times the member for Birmingham's ulmost projecter| 
financial change, ‘These internal prive diffcrences seom to be 
studiously ighored by buth political pactics, yet if we could establish 








at Birmingham the prices of NorWich—and both places are under 
free tratle--.we could raise fifteen millions sterling by taxe$ on 
foreign corn, and still have Birmingham better off than it is to-day. 
Aad in Scotlend bread is even dearer than it is in Birminghem. 
Scutlaud i¢ more particular about ite bread than England, and 
ay it grows practically no wheat the importers arc able to form 4 
ving without feareyf its being broken by free deliveries from the 
farmers, As regards wheat, it is 3s. to §:, per quarter dearer from 
a year ago, and but for the extremelytsmall yield farmers would be 
making a profit, Wnfortunately the fall in production exceeds the 
risc in price. Barley shows 3s. rise on the poorer soria, but fine 
quality is not dearet from a year age. Thin is a peculiarity which 
seem to call for explanation. Malt is  florin cheaper than last 
season, which is soenuch in the pockets of those struggling men, the 
brewers, ats arc dearer far poor sorts, cheaper for fine, the 
quality of toay oate leing much superior to that of 1903 produce.

Perhaps the most striking changes have been in the 
ininor industry of beckecping, the Inbours of the bees being now 
supp emented! by artlicial ‘foundation ” building, wax prepara- 
tioms, and by a control of the births of drones as compared 
with neuters.

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THE GARDEN IN 1904 
The early spring wa* harsh and unfavourable to bulbs, but the 
show of daffoditx and narcisai in gardens whore these flowers were 
a speciality was very remarkable, The gardeners have laiterly gone 
in for size, and magnificent trumpet-like daffodils, fully two and 8 
half feet high, were to be seen in favoured spats. There is 2 diffi- 
culty, as these big growths eannnt be forced, and need the open sir, 
but proper fertilisers and a favourable aspect will do a great 
deal. Tho fine summer favoured remes, and it has beon a great 
rose year. Lilies, on th: other hand, have been very capri- 
clous. A dry July gave us an exceptional show of marigolds, 
a flower which gardeners, since 1901, have done much to develop. 
The xinnias this year were magnificent, but they are, for 
some reason, out of fashion. Dahliaa were suiled by the early 
nutumn, but the severe cold of ten days in November sharply 
decided the fote of the chrysanthemums, the earlicst and latcat 
varleties having been good, while the wedium were much injured, 
Hydrangeas have done well. 4, granicwiate, being good to force, 
and also fine as a standard, has come mich into fashion, Clematis, 
we notice, ix increasingly grown as ‘ta bed" instead of being 
confined to use as a creeper: it ie also of great ase where pergolar 
are in fashion. The revival of these Italian strictures, so light and 
summertike, is much to be recommended. A creeper which has, 
appropriately, ‘caught on” is the Aridgesia spicata, It in not 
nicely named—few new plants are-—but it grows fast, clings tight, 
has pretty white flowers and very green leaves.
